His bojhoud was passed witli his parents at Xewfield, and the ru- 
nts of bis education were obtained in the schools there. From 
I early age he was an ardent admirer of the works of nature, and 
pving a keen eye and an observing spirit, he soon became familiar 
kill] every 6ower, tree, bird ami animal in his neighborhood. lie 
ighted in studying their pecidiarities and habits. But his chief 
L'tion was found in the sky above bini. Night after night he 
bed with wonder and awe the myriad stars in the heavens, stu- 
jring iheir motions when he had no help except that furnished him 
by a eontmon almanac. 

In the autumn of 1845 his mother died. He was then nearly 
Btxtcen years old, and was placed in the family of Mr, John W< 
Tqttle, of Dover, Mr, Tuttle was a cousin, and hie wife was a 
filter, of Moses Tuttle. Here, in the sclmols of that city, he con- 
tJDurd his studies. An intimate friend of later years, the Rev. 
ionzo H. Quint, D,D., who had cliargc temporarily of a school 
lich be attended, has described him to me as a l>right and studi- 
bolar, and very quick of apprehensitm.

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rived for him to select an occupation fur life he chose that of a print- 
er, and plcadeJ hard that he might be apprenticed to it ; but hb 
uncle would not comply with hie wiehee, preferring to keep him with 
him and teach him his own trade, that of a car[)enter. Aa an ap- 
prentice he was industrious and skilful, faithfully discharging all 
hi«! duties* The time not required for work, however, was devoted 
to study, and this was often protracted to the hour of midnight. 
His passion for astronomy and uisrthematics continued, and books 
that taught him tliese suhjectB had a preference, tliough his reading 
made him familiar with belles-lettres, history and general literature^ 
He would sit with the household about him, with callers coming 
and going, and would know nothing of what transpired, so intent 
was he on the book before him. The neighbors made inquiries, 
too, ae to who was at the Tuttles', for there was a light from one 
window all night long. His aunt, a sister of his father, sympa- 
thi;?ed with the had, and to her he confided his plans of life. He 
said to her, " I mean to do something worth living for.'* This, it 
has been well said, was '' the key-note of his single-minded and 
faithful 8|iirit.'* His fondness for astronomy has been mentioned. 
'* The sublime phenomena of the starry heavens made a deep im- 
pression on his youthful mind loug before he could understand the, 
science. The impressive phenomenon of an eclipse of the sun if 
183t>," when he was six years old, " forever fixed his interest in' 
astronomy. The great comet of 1843, so grand and mysterious, 
also made a deep and la^^ting im[>ression on him. While still a boy^J 
he constructed witli his own hands the first telescope he ever saw/ 
and was delighted to see in it all the wonderful celestial plienomeuJ 
discovered by Galileo."* This telescope is still preserved, and thos 
who have seen it arc surprised that so perfect a piece of mechanisr 
should have been constructed, considering the disadvantages under 
which he labored. The telescope is now the property of Mr. James 
G. Shute, of Jamaica Plain, Mass., who was an apprentice lo the 
carpenter's trade in the same shop that Cliarles's uncle occupied 
when the telescope waa constructed. Mr. Shute iaforrns me that 
Charles could not wait to make a tripod on which to mount it before 
he tried it, but the two friends fastened it to a stake in a fence 
against a enow-drift, and took a look through it at the stars. It 
was on a very cold night, and Mr. Shute thinks it was in Decem- 
ber. As neither of them had looked through a telescope before, 
they were both of course very much excited, but Mr, Shute does 
not remember which looked through the telescope first. The friends 
had simihtr tastes, and Mr. Shute, who had a small library, loaned 
a number of books to his friend, among them Shakspeare^s works 
and a set of the writings of Thomas Dick, LL.D., whose books on 
astronomy were then very popular. It was the Practical Astronomy 
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of Dr. Dick that suggested to the youth the construction of a tele- 
ecope, and furnished directions for making it. 

At one time Charles heard that Dr. Dick was coming to this 
country, and inquired about it of Dr. Robert Thompson, of Dover, 
who had a taste for astronomical studies. Dr. Thompson was a 
native of Scotland and a graduate of the Royal College of Surgeons, 
and had recently settled at Dover. The conversation which followed, 
and the thirst for knowledge shown by the boy, caused the doctor, who 
had a large library, to say, " Charles, my library is always free to 
you." It is needless to say that the offer was gladly accepted. 
Young Tuttle found here many books on scientific as well as other 
subjects, the contents of which he eagerly devoured. Another place 
where he found food for his mind, was the book-store of Dea. Ed- 
mund J. Lane, who was often surprised by his inquiries for books 
that the veteran bookseller had never seen , and sometimes had never 
heard of. 

He had heard and read much of the Observatory at Cambridge, 
and had an ardent desire to visit it. Availing himself of a holiday 
he repaired to Cambridge. Witliout any introduction he presented 
himself at the Observatory and asked permission of Prof. William 
Cranch Bond, the chief astronomer, to examine the telescope. He 
was at first refused, but a remark which he made, as he was going 
away, struck Prof. Bond with surprise, and he granted him permis- 
sion. This was the first telescope, except the small one he had 
himself constructed, that he had ever seen. 

In 1849, his father, who had the previous year married again, 
removed to Cambridge, Mass., and Charles went with him. It is 
said that Charles had some influence with his step-mother and his 
father in selecting Cambridge as their residence. In July, 1850, 
three vears after the Observatorv of Harvard CoUetje had been es- 
tabli^hed, he entered it as a student and spent a few months in 
studying practical astronomy and the use of astronomical instru- 
ments. The acquaintance with astronomy which he showed, an 
acquaintance which he had derived only from the study of books 
and from sweeping the heavens nightly with his small telescope, sur- 
prised Prof. Bond. 

ilr, Tuttle made such rapid progress in his astronomical studies, 
that in the following October he was elected by the College Corpo- 
ration as Second Assistant Observer, and this election was unani- 
mously confirmed by the Overseers, February 7, 1851. He now 
had an annual salary, and entered with zeal upon his chosen profes- 
sion, which he ardently hoped and had good reason to believe would 
be his life's labor. His pursuit of astronomy, and particularly of 
practical astronomy, was rewarded with gratifying success. 

Less than six months after he entered the Observatory as a stu- 
dent, and the month after his appointment as an observer, he was 
able to make an important addition to scientific knowledge. A 
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series of observations on the planet Saturn and its rings had, since 
1847, been made at the Observatory,* In one of these observa- 
tions Prof. Bond discovered new and interesting phenomena in con- 
nection with the rings of Saturn. On the 15th of November, 1850, 
Mr. Tuttle's observations led him to furnish a satisfactory sci- 
entific exphmation of these phenomena by showing the existence of 
a new interior ring, now known as the Dusky Ring of Saturn. Mr. 
Tuttle^s record of his observations on that night is as follows : 

Saturn looks remarkably distinct, its belts are easily seen, and the divi- 
sion of the ring is quite conspicuous. I notice that dark peuuoibral light, 
on the inside of the interior ring at its greatest apparent elongation from 
the ball, which I have seen several times before on good nights. It resem- 
bles very much the unilluminated part of the disc of the moon just before 
and after conjunction with the sun. It is similar on either side of the 
planet. Its estimated width is about the same as that of the outer ring, or 
a little less. The greatest width of this dark ring is at a point on each 
side of the planet in a line with the axis major of the other rings. From 
this point it diminishes as it passes behind and in front of the planet, where 
it appears as a dark line on the disc Close to the inner edge of the inte- 
rior ring, the inside of this dark ring is very sharply defined, but I cannot 
see that it is detached from it. A dark band of considerable width, the 
shadow of the ring on the disc of the planet, is seen below. With a power 
of 401. the view is more satisfactory.! 

Prof. William C. Bond appends the following note to the record 
as printed : 

On the evening of the 15th the idea was first suggested by Mr. Tuttle 
of explaining the penumbral Hjrht bordering the interior edge of the bright 
ring outside of the ball, as well as the dusky line crossing the disc on the 
side of the ring opposite to that where its shadow was projected on the 
ball, by referring both phenomena to the existence of an interior dusky 
ring, now first recognized as forming part of the system of Saturn. 
This explanation needed only to be proposed to insure its immediate ac- 
ceptance as the true and only satisfactory solution of the singular appear- 
ances which the view of Saturn had presented dunng the past season, and 
which we had previously been unable to account for.J 

In 1852 Mr. Tuttle, being worn out with long and uninterrupted 
application to his duties at the Harvard College Observatory, was 
advised to go into New Hampshire and there rest. " Upon this," 
he writes, " I resolved to visit the White Mountains and satisfy a 
youthful longing and ambition. Taking a few scientific instruments 
for my amusement while absent, I set out for Dover, where I re- 
mained several weeks. AVhile there I made an excursion to the 
Isles of Shoals, and staid a few days at the Appledore House. § On

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On the evening of Thursday, March 8, 1853, about nine o'clock 
in the evening, Mr. Tuttle discovered a telescopic comet in the con- 
stellation Eriadanus, about five degrees south preceding the bright 
star Rigel, and computed the elements of its orbit and an ephemeris 
of its course. This comet revolves round the sun in not less than 
sixteen hundred years. In a newspaper article by Mr. Tuttle, pub- 
lished in 1858, relating to fourteen comets which had then been dis- 
covered at the Harvard College Observatory, — nine by Mr. George 
P. Bond, one by himself, and four by his brother Mr. Horace P. 
Tuttle, — the difficulties attending the discovery of telescopic comets 
are thus described : 

Few persons are aware of the patience and labor exercised by the astron- 
omer in making discoveries of this kind. It requires several years study 
and practice to qualify one to discover a telescopic comet. It is undoubt- 
edly very easy to look at a comet, already visible to the naked eye in the 
heavens ; but when it is required to discover an unknown one, wandering 
in its '* long travel of a thousand years " in the profound abyss of space, 
the labor then becomes truly prodigious. The amount of physical suffer- 
ing, occasioned by exposure to all kinds of temperature, the bending and 
twisting of the body, when examining near the zenith, and the constant 
strain of the eye, caimot be fully understood and appreciated by one unac- 
quainted with an astronomer's life. 

The astronomer with his telescope begins at the going down of the 
Bun and examines, in zones, with the utmost care and vigilance, the starry 
vault, and continues till the " circling hours " bring the sun to the eastern 
horizon, when star and comet fade from his view. It requires several 
nights to complete a thorough survey of the heavens ; and often these 
nights do not follow in succession, being interrupted by the full moon, by 
cloud and auroras, and by various other meteorological phenomena. He is 
frequently vexed by passing clouds, fleeting through the midnight sky, and 
strong and chilly breezes of the night. His labors are continued through- 
out the year ; and his unwearied exertions do not slacken during the long 
wintry nights, when the frozen particles of snow and ice, driven before the 
northern blast, cause the stars to sparkle with unusual lustre, and his breath 
to congeal on the eyepiece of his telescope. It frequently happens that his 
labors are not crowned with a discovery until after several years search. 

It was with great satisfaction that Mr. Tuttle was able to an- 
nounce to the scientific world, so early in his astronomical career, 
the discovery of a telescopic comet. It was afterwards learned that 
the comet "had been seen two days earlier at Kome by Professor 
Secchi,"* but this discovery of course was unknown in this country. 

It was not long before IVIr. Tuttle became known among astrono- 
mers as a skilful observer and expert calculator. The archives of 
the observatory show how diligently and extensively he explored the 
heavens while his health permitted him. He and Prof. George P. 
Bond jointly made the observations of the fixed stars which form the 
first series of Zone Observations printed in the Annals of the 
Observatory, t

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On Friday, the 26th of May, 1854, there was an annular solar 
eclipse of the sun ; and preparations were made by Prof. Bond to 
have it observed in New Hampshire from the top of Mount Wash- 
ington, and in its vicinity, points near the northern limit of the annu- 
lar phase of the eclipse. In accordance with previous arrangements 
with Dr. Alexander Dallas Bache, the superintendent of the United 
States Coast Survey, three of Prof. Bond's assistants, Mr. George 
P. Bond, Mr. Tuttle and Mr. Richard F. Bond, were furnished 
with telescopes and time-keepers for this duty.* On the 17th of May 
they left Cambridge for the White Mountains. A diary of this ex- 
pedition by Mr. Tuttle is preserved among his papers. After ar- 
riving at the White Mountains Mr. Richard F. Bond proceeded to 
the Station House to take observations there, and Mr. George P. 
Bond and Mr. Tuttle, attended by guides, started for the summit 
of Mount Washington, which they reached amid a drenching storm 
of rain and hail on the afternoon of Thursday the 25th. **The 
storm raged fearfully and the wind rushed around the summit with 
great velocity.''^ The rain continued on Friday, and as there was 
no appearance of its abating, at a quarter before 3 P.M. the party 
returned. After reaching the Glen House, there being indications 
that the clouds would clear away, the telescopes were adjusted for 
observations, but they were again doomed to disappointment. 

The same month. May, 1854, Mr. Tuttle reluctantly resigned his 
position at the Observatory. J "Too constant application to astro- 
nomical work brought on a serious difficulty with his eyesight, oc- 
casioned in part by the action of the intense light of celestial objects 
seen through the great refractor, and by reading the divisions on 
finely graduated instruments at night, A system of treatment failed 
to relieve them, and he was obliged to suspend observing altogether. 
After some delay, finding no relief for his eyes, he reluctantly resign- 
ed the position of Assistant Observer, a j)()sition which had been 
the aim of his life to attain. "§ Prof. Bond, in his annual report in 
1854, thus refers to this event :

•* The personel of the Observatory has never been large; and, in the order of events, 
thoftc who finjt turned those magnificent instruments to the heavens are now no more. 
Tbe lamented William Cranch Bond superintended the construction of ilie Observatory, 
and waj» its first Director. His son, the late George Phillips Bond, was appointed first 
ai£4»taDt observer, and on the death of his father in 18.59, became Director. Charles Wesley 
Tattle was appointed an assistant observer in 1850, but his eyes proving unequal to the 
scTere demands of astronomy, compelled him to resign after a few years service. Tru- 
man Henry Saflbrd, the eminent mathematician, who has won independent titles to 
distinction by important researches in theoretical astronomy, was then appointed assistant 
observer- These four embrace all who have had any official connection with the Oserva- 
torj from its establishment in 1847. 

*• There are, however, three well known scientific gentlemen who have been acting assist- 
ants at various times within the last ten years— Mi\ior Sidney Coolidge, U.S.A., who 
fell in the great battle of Chickamauga, while gallantly leading his regiment to a 
charge; Horace Pamell Tuttle, now in Europe and attached to the United States Navy ; 
and Prof. Asaph Hall, now of the National Observatory at Washington." 

{ AnoDtymoos memour before quoted. 
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During the year some changes have taken place in regard to the assist- 
ants at the Observatory. Mr. C. W. Tuttle found himself under the ne- 
cessity of resigning his connection with the Observatory in consequence of 
the failure of his eyesight, a circumstance much to be regretted as he par- 
ticipated faithfully and ardently in our pursuits, and had proved an emi- 
nently capable assistant during the four years of his engagement. A jour- 
ney to the West, affording relaxation from an undue exertion of his eyes, 
has so far arrested the progress of the malady as to enable him partially 
to resume his duties as an assistant, while at the same time he has entered 
himself as a law student at Dane Hall. In July Mr. T. II. Safford, of the 
graduating class of this year, was engaged as an observer and computer. 
More recently Mr. Sidney Coolidge has joined the Observatory.* 

Mr. Tuttle still kept up his interest in astronomy. " lie not only 
made occasional telescopic observations, but he com})uted the para- 
bolic elements of the comet of 1857, of the three that appeared in 
1858, and, in 1860, observed the occultation of Venus ; and his 
several reports were published in the ' Astronomical Journal,' 
printed in Boston and edited by Dr. Benjamin Apthorp Gould. "f 
He lectured on astronomical subjects, and contributed many articles 
to tlie magazines and newspa})er8 on these subjects. 

On leaving the Observatory he was undecided what profession to 
adopt. After much consideration he chose that of the law. In 
September, 1854, he entered the Harvard Law School, where he 
remained one year attending the lectures, which gave him an oppor- 
tunity to rest his eyes. 

In 1855, while connected \\\i\\ the Law School, he went to Eng- 
land with one of the Chronometric Expeditions of the United Statea 
Coast Survey for determining the difference of longitude between 
Liverpool, England, and Cambridge, Massachusetts. Of this ex- 
pedition Mr. Tuttle had joint charge with his friend Mr. Sidney 
Coolidge. "In this important undertaking about fifty chronome- 
ters were transported across the Atlantic, a strict surveillance being 
maintained over every circumstance which could affect their per- 
formance. It was a work demanding constant care and a great 
amount of labor and skill in conducting the astronomical observa- 
tions and in the treatment of the valuable collection of instruments 
employed. To the fidelity and scrupulous care in the discharge of 
this res[)onsible service must, in a great measure, be attributed the 
complete success of the enterprise. The results of these expeditions 
form the most important contribution which has yet been made to the 
determination of the zero of longitude for the western continent." 
Messrs. Coolidge and Tuttle left Boston in the steamer Asia at 
noon on Wednesday, August 15, 1855, and arrived at Liverpool 
Saturday, August 26. They returned in the Africa, which left

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Liverpool at noon, Saturday, September 1, and reached her dock 
in Boston Wednesday, the 12th of that month.* 

While in England Mr. Tuttle visited many places of historic in- 
terest with which his reading had made him familiar. f He kept a 
diary on his voyages to and from England and during his brief stay 
there. His keen powers of observation are shown by his graphic 
entries, which have frequently a touch of humor. 

The sea-voyage and a long period of comparative rest improved 
his eyes, so that on his return from England he was able to enter 
the law oflSce of the Hon. Harvey Jewell, of Boston, and complete 
his law studies. In 1856, at the March term of the Massachusetts 
Superior Court, held at Boston, he was admitted a member of the 
Suffolk bar, and authorized to practise in the courts of this state. 
He began practice that year at 20 Court Street,. Boston, but re- 
moved to Newburyporl? in the spring of 1857, where he continued 
to practise his profession. Two years later he returned to Boston, 
where he practised till his death. His first ofBce was at 46 Wash- 
ington Street, where he remained till November, 1859, when he 
formed a law partnership with Mr. Richard S. Spofford, Jr., and 
removed to No. 81 in that street. They had also an office at 31 
State Street, Newburyport. In November, 1860, they removed 
from Washington Street, Boston, to 27 Tremont Row, and took an 
office with the Hon. Caleb Cushing. In July, 1864, Mr. Tuttle

kindness, provided a situation for them, as well as for the Coast Si^rvey Electric Clock 
and spring governor apparatus, at the Observatory. 

•* Messrs. Coolidge and Bond were detained a month in England, under the necessity of 
waiting for a steamer of larger size than the America, and i)osscssing better accommoda- 
tions. On the 20th of July the chronometers were placed on board the Asia and sailed the 
same day, arriving at Boston on the 4th of August. After making the requisite observa- 
tions and comparisons, the chronometers were replaced on board the Asia in charge of 
Messrs. P. S. Coolidge and Charles W. Tuttle on the 14th of August, and landed at the 
iJTerpool Olwervatory on the 26th. Favorable weather intervening for observation, the in- 
stroments were put on board the Africa on the 1st of September, and were received at the 
Cambridge Observatory on the 12th. The condition of the atmosphere having been again 
nrofpitioas for observing, they were again transferred to the Africa on the afternoon of the 
25th of September, Messrs. P. S. Coolidge and J. F. Flagg being charged with the duty of 
making the requisite observations and comparisons. 

*• It having been ascertained that there was sufficient accommodation in the state-room 
of the steamer for nine more chronometers, that numlnjr was accordingly added to the 
Ibrtj-two embarked in the America, making the whole number lifty-one. * — {Report of the 
UnUtd States Coast Surrey for 1855, pp. 275-6.)

The history of his book on Mason is briefly this, Mr, Tuttlc's inter* 
aait in the founder of New Hampshire begun many years ago, when

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ed a^^ent of Maaon in the colony on the Paacataqiia. In 1871 he 
einboclied the result of his researches in a paper which he read before 
the New Hampshire Historical Society on Wednesday evening, the 
14th of June, in that year. The paper was repeate<i before the New 
England Historic Genetdogicid Society, April 3| 1872, additional 
matter obtainetl by subsequent reaearches being introduced. 

Soon after, he was invited by the Prince Society, of which he was 
an officer, to prepare for the Publications of that society a volume 
on Mason in which shouhl be embodied a reprint of Mason's tract 
on Newfoundland, first published in 1G20, his only known publica- 
tion J the several American charters in which be was a grantee ; and 
other papers illustrating the history of Mason and his culonization 
enterprises. This invitation Mr. Turtle accepted, and continued his 
reseuixihes as he had opportunity. He dela^^ed however to prepare 
the work for the press, in the hope of obtaining more materiala. 
His principal hope was that the English Commission on Historical 
Manuscripts, wliich had brought to light many important documents 
found in private hands, would discover valuable manuscripts illus- 
trating the life and services of Capt* John Mjison, and that possibly 
tlie papers of Mason himself would be found. These would thro^" 
much light not only on the events of Mason's life, but upon tfafl 
early history of New England. After Mr. TuttSe's death his un- 
finished work on M»iaon was placed in my hands to prepare it for 
the press. This I did to the best of my ability, and in the autumn 
of 1887 it was given to the public by the Prince Six^iety as one of 
its Publications.* It is evident froui the materials which he left titat 
he intended to make it a more elaborate work than it was deemed 
advisable to nttemi>t. No one regrets more 
Mr. Tut tie did nut live to complete the book 
the press. 

ilr. Tuttle also prepared a paper on Capt. Francis Chaniper- 
nowne, which was read before the Maine Historical Society at Bath, 
February 19, 1873. The next year he began writing a series 
articles on Champernowne, three of which appeared in the Regis 
TER for April, Jtily and Octiiber, 1874.

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Mr. Tattle*8 coDtribullons to Iiistorical literature are of great 
raJue, Their trustworthinesiS is a marked characteristic. He was al- 
ways ready ta falh)w truth though it letl him to give up preconceived 
opinions. Hia researches were thorough and unremittiug. Ilia 
teai(>erament prevented him from leaving a suiyect before he had ex- 
hausted it as far aa there was a possibility of doing this ; before he had 
imthere*! all the facts concerning it within his reneh ; in fact, before 
i€ had eecn it on all its j^ides. Another characteristic was a breadth 
of diought which enabled him to comprehend all the bearings of 
the dubject on which he was engaged. He was critical in the use 
of'- li^e, and bestowed much labor on the construction of his 
t , and in correcting and polishing them. The result was 

tiidi he L^jtpressed hie ideas with clearness and perspicuity, and yet 
idth beauty and grace. 

The Rev. Andrew Peabody, D.D., LL.D., of Cambridge, has 
fiimished me with the following reminiscences of Mr. Tuttle : 

1 6r4t knew Mr. Tuttle as a youa<T lawyer in Newburyport, where he 
WW held in ver)* high regard by the best people. Afler I becuiie a resi- 
deol of Cambridge I saw him often, aad he soon became and coutiDued 
dimaglt the rcMidiie of his life a not infrequent visitor at my house. I be- 
cme gT>eatly intereste<i in him as a man of superior scieutific atUdaments, 
Eterary taste and genera! culture, and as tlioroui^tdy conscientious, upriglit, 
hi^h-fuindctl aad true-hearted. At an early i^tage of my intimacy with 
hm be delivered a course of lectures on astrouomy ia Boston to a small, 
lit: ' .-tit aadienoe. I commenced attetiditig the course for his sake; 

J I Attendance for my own. The lectures showed a strong grasp 

iii -riipre^jeusjou of the science, and a rare capacity of stiiteuient 

iii Nun. With the advantages of voice and manner which he hicktid, 

ht ive coramundt^d and dtlighted large audiences. I had from time 

k> lerences with him on hi^tori^^al subjects, e^sjiecially on matter8 

a|iptsruuni(ig to the early history of New nam[»shire, in wliich we had a 
c^umnoii iaterent. Urn honesty would not suffer tiim to perlurm any work 
in thAt department otherwise than faithfully to the utmost of liis ability ; 
md he hail a love for such work that enabled him to perform it with no 
fderetict! lo any possible revenue of reputation or of gain, bnt solely as a 
iiibcir of love, I of course knewnothing in detail of his professional stand- 
ing, but I have been told, by those wlio knew, that he was a well read 
tftvyer* Slid capable, prompt and trustworthy in the discharge of business. 
In inj eaiiinate of hia character, he seems to me to have possessed a large 
Mikmmeut in talents of pure gold^ while bis chief deficiency was in brass, 
vkksb^ if not the mo8t precious of metals, is often neederi to keep gold in 
ourrtuiey. 

The Hon. Charles Levi Woodbury, of Boston, well known as an 
ille lawyer, who shared Mr, Tattle's hiatorical tastes, thus wrote 
oanceming him :

K Charles had livedo feeling a sympathy for his already distiu- 

^1 1 peculiar career, very kindly ^ave him the appointment of a 

•• « 'ner of the Circuit Court of the United States.** The duties of 
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this position were those of a committing magistrate under the United States 
penal laws, and the taking of de[K)sitions, etc, in civil matters — a kind of 
Master in Chancery work. Mr. Tuttle very readily acquired a familiarity 
with these duties, and obtained good success in attending to them. Par- 
ticularly useful to him was the employment of taking down and presiding 
over the long examinations of the numerous witnesses and experts in some 
of the contested Patent cases. I have myself sought his service in such 
cases, and indeed pc.-rhaps I was one of the first to do so. This was many 
years ago. I know that afterwards he had some patent cases himself, 
which he attended to with morlel assiduity. 

Mr. Tuttle had considerable and varied business in the State Courts, and 
also in tln» Federal Courts, both here and at Washington. This he per- 
formed with scrupulous care, and with a skill that indicated a knowledge 
of the principles and practice of the profession. As his historical studies 
grew upon him, he formed a resolution to banish them entirely from the 
usual business hours of the day ; and he kept this resolution with an ad- 
mirable self-control. The consequence was not so well for him. Before 
and after office hours a second day's work would go on, earnestly and with- 
out self-restraint, until tired nature drove him to his bed exhausted, to rise 
the next day and renew the routine. The bow was ever strung, and the 
ton^h hickory failed at last. 

Thouj^h Mr. Tuttle could not be called an orator, he argued a point very 
well. Occasionally, many years ago, he indulged in political oratory on 
the stump with decided success. This was more duo to his straight-forward 
honesty and blunt sincerity than to the conventional rules which Quintil- 
lian and David Paul Brown have laid down for the forensic art. Though 
always attractive and amiable, he would not sacritice his opinions to please 
others. lie enjoyed the respect of the Courts where he practised and the 
eftt(;em of his comrades at tlie bar. He was a good talker, and whenever 
he concentrated his attention on a subject, he showed natural powers of 
mind that made him the peer of any other laborer in the particular deld. 

He had a strong affection for New England. I recall that when the 
executors of Gen. Cushing wished to employ him to go to Minnesota and 
look after the titles, &c., of the large landed property of the estate there, 
he declined, remarking, with decided emphasis, that he did not wish to cross 
tlio Hudsou river ever again in his life 1 

Mrs. narriet Prescott SpofFord, the well known author, whose 
husband was a law-partner of Mr. Tutlle, thus wrote to Mrs. Tut- 
tle concerning him : 

When I first saw Charles, the impression that he made upon me had a 
strange romance aI)out it. He had come to the place where I lived a com- 
parative stranger, but we all knew that he had been compelled to abandon 
the aim of his life and the dream of his heart, owing to threatened blind- 
ness, and to open a new path for himself; and that fact gave him a sort of 
heroic cast in our thoughts. I never divested him of a certain j)oetry that 
hung about him then; he seemed to belong to the region of great unknown 
equations, to be a part of the world of stars out of which he had come into 
our more common and prosaic life. He had lived among those stars ever 
since he was a child, fashioning with his own hand when a boy the tubes 
for a telescope, to buy the lenses of which he had saved all his little peu- 
nies; but when he took it out, finished for its trial, his excitement was so 



great that he couUl not look through it, and another who had been nearly 
a0 much interested in it as he himself was» ha<i to take the first view of the 
satellites of Jupiter and the phases of Venus* 

He was just as eagerly iuteut on everything he undertook all his life 
long* Oti the Observatory roofs he used the ^istronomical instruments till 
his eyes were nearly destroyed by the star and lunar rays ; and later in life 
he made his historical studies and research with the same rapt ardor, piirsu- 
log a theory or hunting down a fact to the ahsohite forgetful nes8» for the 
tifue l>ein^, of almost everything else in life* with small idua of the passage 
of time or tlie value of money. Perhaps his leading characteristic was this 
eminent singlemindedness ; and the power of concentrating thought helongiiig 
to it, gave him a singular force. The mathematical habit of his mind pro- 
duced in him a rare discernment and discrirainatioii almost like another 
2<euse, the sense of truth, and when he stated a thing jxisitively you would 

I sure that it was as fixed and demonstrable as one of the immutable facts 
of the universe* With this, moreover, there was the transparency and the 
guilelessness of a child, although far from him were all childish things; for 
the nature of his own pursnjts made everything less noble appear frivolous 
to him. and it seemed indeed as if he never saw such things hut tliat his 
extetideil \dsion looked over them and beyond them* His mind was a trea- 
9Tjre-l»ouse of great ideas and reiilities; un<l earJiest, passionate and natural 
to the lust degreCt he never coubl fit the words to tliem fast enough as they 
poured forth in any moment of enthusiasm. His affeetions partook of this 
general earnestness of his nature; where he bad once bestowed them the fibres 
of his being went with them ; and unlike most of the promoters of science, 
he was singularly tender-hearted, lie loved a cbdd, a singing bin!, a flower, 
IS he loved a star; but it was the star that led him away into regious 
where he saw the beckoning hand of God ; for be had his times and sea- 
sons of that devoutness which the poet Young thought must seize every 
ttudent of the nightly heavens who is not mad. 

1 never shall forget a night that I spent with him in the company of my 
husbantl, — who wa& long in close professional and family relationship with 
him, cherishing between them a most tender attachment, — in the Cam- 
bridge Observatory looking through the immense telescope there. It would 
bave l>een no different had we gone into the realm of unreal things^ and 
imong the arcana of magic, while that great engine tipped at the touch of 
the finger, while the swift sliding stars shot like meteors over the field before 
the clockwork was attached, while the iron dome turned and cracketl its if 
the lieavens rolled together like a scroll, while we had the freedom of the 
Yast outer universe where douiile stars resolved their separate splendor and 
cebul.Ti shed their shining vapors and hung revealed a moment. In his 
knowledge, his enthusiasm, his gentleness, bis genius, I thought of him that 
night as a greater wontier himself than the wonders be showed us ; he seemed 
like the lord of Oie domain into which one night years afterward he was 
•0 (iwiflly and fortunately translated ; and 1 think of him now only with 
the old llosicrucian legend, 

Aitra coitra, Numen lumen. 



Mr. Frank W. Hackett, of Portsmouth, N. H., writes me bm 
foUows : 

You have asked me to give you my impressions of the character of our 
late friend, Charles W. Tuttle. I take pleasure in bo doing. 
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In my bojhood at Portsmouth I used to see Mr. Tuttle occasionally, and 
I looked up to him with a boy's admiration. My recollection is (and I 
may be wroiif^) that he was then connected with the Observatory at Cam- 
bridge. I distinctly remember from the first he used to speak warmly, I 
may suy enthusiastically, of Portsmouth and its neighborhood, so that some- 
how I got from him an idea that it was highly creditable in me to have 
been born there. Of course, 1 later saw plainly enough that it was the rich 
historic material and the associations of the early period that most attracted 
him. 

When I had begun the practice of the law at Boston, a little more than 
twenty years ago, I had frequent opportunity of meeting Mr. Tuttle. I 
shall not forget how cordial and encouraging were his greetings, and how 
kind were liis inquiries for my professional success. Leaving Boston in 
1871, it was my fortune to l>e there three or four times every year, and 
I often availed myself of the occasion to call at his office for a friendly 
chat. lie w^as, as you well know, genial and simple in manner, and very 
fond of his friends. The conversation was more likely to turn upon Cham- 
pernowne and Capt. John Mjison than what was going on in the courts. 
He loved to talk about Strawberry Bank, speaking with animation and re- 
spect of our antiquary, Mr. John Elwyn, of John Scribner Jenness and 
others. You know that it was owing to the advice and encouragement of 
Mr. Elwyn that lie undertook to investigate the history of Francis Cham- 
pernowne. Ho once said of Elwyn: *' I have walked with him again and 
again over all the venerable acres of old Strawberry Bank, and far beyond, 
and heard him discourse as no one else could of the olden time." I could 
not thus meet with Mr. Tuttle, and listen to what he said, without feeling 
that he Wiis imparting to me somewhat of his ardor for a study of our early 
annals. 

Our friend, I should say, had a warm, sympathetic nature that laid hold 
of an accpiaintanco and soon made of him a friend. He was quick to detect 
a taste in another for his favorite pursuit, and he inspired one with a confi- 
dence that ho sought accuracy above all things, sparing no pains to be ac- 
curate, even in matters of apparently trifling moment. A lover of truth, 
no man surpassed him in the relish with which he set about its discovery. 

I think I do not err when I characterize him as having been remarkably 
unselfish in his method of exhuming and using historical facts. By this I 
mean he cared nothing for gaining the credit of finding a paper or a book, 
as a first discoverer — thought little of enlarging his repute as an antiquary. 
He was intent only that the fact should be brought to light for what it 
might be worth, not to him but to the world. Indeed, he displayed a gen- 
erosity in this field that was most admirable. Mr. Tuttle was tolerant. 
lie may have been impatient of the blunders of others, but so far as I ob- 
served notliing in word or tone escaped him that savored of harsh criticism. 
His thoughts and energies seemed to be concentrated on the men of the 
early time, and their doings, rather than on what was going on around him; 
and he welcomed every worker in the field of historic research who sought 
his aid or advice. 

Of his affectionate nature others can better speak than I, but even one 
who but slightly knew him felt its ever present charm. His untimely death 
is sincerely mourned, and the memory of him is precious. As the years go 
by, and the early history of the Pascataqua becomes more clearly outlined, 
the value of Mr. Tnttle's labors will be all the more appreciated. His per- 
sonal traits, however, lend an indescribable delight to what he has written; 
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and it ii but simple ja^itice to his merat»ry, tbat his warm-hearted* lova- 
We nrUnrc should be known af by those who iii future years will recur to 
the treasares he freely gathered for lovers of history. I feel that it i« 
wircely fiosstble to 3ay too much in his prabe. 

The Rev. Edmund F, Slafter wrote a memoir of Mr. Tattle for 
tU Massachusetts Historical Society, which has before been quoted.

Towards the close of 
last year in Harvard Univer&ity our class was invited to visit the Ob- 
itory. It was on the occasion of this visit that I first met Mr. Tuttle. 
Hft waa then an assistant of Prof. Bond. An accidental conversution led 
Do a friendship which lasted through life. His sterling virtues endeared him 
to me* The modesty of his nature, the loyalty of his friendshi[>, the 
fCre&gtli of his intellect and the accuracy of his scholarship were traits that 
tmUd not fiail to win regaixl. Apart from my sense of personal loss, it is a 
pfolbuDd regret that a man so capable of public usefulness was removed iq 
tke prittte of his [Kjwers. The constant expansion of his mind was fitting 
Um for broader work. Had his life been spared, doubtless his later labors 
WOlM have still more conspicuously illustrated the clearness and breadth of 
Ui imcUigence. 

Pkx>f. Truman H. SalFord, of Williams Collego, Williamstowii, 
Ma£S*» writes of him : 

In his position at the Observatory he made great progress outside of his 
mellfed duties. He discovered one comet in 1853, independently of Father 
Seodii !it Homo, who preceded him by two days, and his calculations of 
tlH» c»ri 'se bodies are still keptopou record in the catalogues of such 

vorki' 4 in Germany. He went once to Europe in cbnrge of the 

diroiKiiDeters which were sent backward and forward iu the interest of the 
loo^ tilde* work of the Coast Survey. This was a mission that reipared 
A ^ery good observer, as whoever went was obliged to take observations at 
Liverpool in company with Mr. Hartnup, the astronomer there. Mn Tut- 
tle iuul also great mechanical skill, which was called into play in various 
way* tm thiJi mtiision as well as at the Observatory. For myself, Mr. Tut-

He waa married January 31 » 1872, to Mary Louisa Park, only 
daughter of the Hon. John C. Park. Her interest in hia literary 1 
bors and in hia reputation a^ an author is shown in the careful presei 
vation of his nuinuscripta after hi;s death, the collection of facte illus- 
trating his life, and the provision in her will for editing and print- 
ing hii^ unpublished manuscripts. 

Hi.s health had been failing for a year or more before hie deatht 
and in tlie t^pring of 1881 he unide a brief trip to the island of Ber- 
muda » partly for hia health and partly to search the records for facta 
which hia friend, the Hon, John Wentworth, LL.D., was desirous 
of obtaining. He did not survive his return long, dying at Boston 
on Sunday morning, July 17, 1881, aged 51. Services were held 
in King's Chapel, the Rev, Edward 11, Hall oflSciating. His fune- 
ral was attended by many relatives and friends, among whom were 
members of various societies with which he was connected. Hia r^^^ 
mains were then deposited in Forest Hills Cemetery- ^H 

The New England Historic Genealogical Society, at its quarterly

formation upon the points he was investigiuiug. His '* Life of Capt. Jolm 
fiLison, tiie founder of New Hampshire;" his ** Conquest of Acadia by the 
Dutch ;*' his ** Life of Francis Champertiowne," and other works which 
he had utuiei taken, and on some of which he had bestowed years of patient 
toil, would have added much to the reputation he had already gained as a 
trutbfu! historian, had he lived to complete them.

7, laSl, l*y the president, Hon. MiirHhidl P. Wilder, LL.D. Feeling tributes were paid 
to his memory by Hon* Charles Levi Woodbrary and Mr. Frank W. Hackett, and acom- 
nitu^ w;i* ippohitetl to prcpi^re resolmions to bo i-eporfcd at the oexi meeting tor action, 
Oekilier 5, Mr. Jtremiiih Colhuni reported the uliove resolutions, which were umuiimously 
adopted, after remarks by PrcMdent AVilder, the nc\% Dorus CInrkc, D.D., and the Rer, 
Edmund F. Slalter.

JOHN TARBOX OF LYNN, AND HIS DESCENDANTS.* 

By the Rev. Ikcjlbase N. Tarbox, D.D., of West Newton, Mass. 

TETE family name Tarbox has generally been regarded as French 
Huguenot. In the work entitled " The Huguenots in France 
and America," published in two volumes in Cambridge, Mass., in 
1843, there is given in the Appendix a '' List of the names of 
Huguenot Families in America." In this list the name Tarbox 
appears as derived from Tabaux. Other writers have suggested 
Tabeaux and Tarbeaux as the original name. 

It ifl, however, by no means certain that it was originally a French 
name. Three and four hundred years ago there were families in 
Lancashire, England, of some note, of the name Tarbock. The 
name in those times was variously spelled — Tarbock, Tarbocke, 
Tarback, Torbock and Torbocke. Standish is a Lancashire name, 
and there were intermarriages between the Standish and the Tar- 
bock families. It is not unlikely that the name Tarbox is a cor- 
ruption from Tarbock or Torbock. 

In this connection a letter recently received from F. T. Turton, 
Esq., of Huyton, near Liverpool, England, will be of interest. 
yii. Turton is tlie author of a learned article entitled "Notes on 
the History of Huyton, especially with reference to its Church," 
read on the 12th of January, 1882, before the Historic Society of 
Lancashire and Cheshire, and published in the 34th volume of its 
Transactions. He writes : 

In answer to your letter and inquiries respecting the Tarbock family, 
I beg to send you a few farther notejj taken from ancient local records and 
charters not printed. 

This family was formerly verj active and important, and also one of 
the oldest in Lancashire, but are not now found in the neighborhood. The

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name is a place name, probably of Danish origin (Thor-beck, the brook or 
beck of Thor), from the beck or brook which still runs bj the site of the 
Old Hall, now a farm-house. 

The word is usually pronounced Tarbock or Tarback, of which proba- 
bly Tarbox is a variation ; aud I certainly incline to the idea that the name 
you bear is of English origin, as no doubt the family would be dispersed 
at the sale of the manor to Thomas Sutton, Esq. 

Tarbock is about six miles from Liverpool, and is now of little import- 
ance, being a purely agricultural township, and is only noted as having 
given name to the once well-known family of Tarbock. 

The sale of the manor to Thomas Sutton, above noted, took place 
before the year 1615. 

If Tarbox was originally a French name, there can be no doubt 
that it had become domesticated in England before coming hither. 
The name was brought here in its present shape, and in the same 
shape it still remains in England, though rare. 

1. John Tarbox, according to Lewis and Newhall's History of Lynn, 
came to that town in 1640. But by the Essex Court Records it is 
made plain that he was there in 1639, as the following entry will 
show : " John Tarbox pi. agt Daniell Salmon in aco. of Debt. Jury 
find for pi. 27' damadgs and 11' costs. 25'*^ of 4*^ mo 1639." As 
this transaction was in the 4th month of 1639, there could hardly 
have l)een time in the previous months of that year for the forma- 
tion of a debt which should have passed through all such stages as 
should bring it into court for collection. It is likely, therefore, that 
he was an inhabitant of Lynn before 1639, but as we have no ab- 
solute proof of this, we fix upon that as his first year in New 
England. 

That he was a man of good character and a substantial citizen, 
appears from various items in the early records, of which the fol- 
lowing may serve as a specimen : 

"Geo Fraile4mo. 1664. 
Inventory of estate of George Fraile of Lynn who deceased 9*^ 
of lOmo. 1663, taken by Thos. Houghton Thos. Putnam, John Put- 
nam and John Tarbox : Amount £184 14' 0. returned and al- 
lowed 29. Mar. 1664." 

John Tarbox died in 1674. Lewis in his History of Lynn says 
of him : ** John Tarbox, one of the first farmers of Lynn, died 26 
May, 1674. He had seven acres of upla'nd on Water Hill, an or- 
chard, three cows and nine sheep, at the time of his decease He 

was a small proprietor in the Iron Works." The Iron Works of 
Lynn, started in the infancy of the Massachusetts colony, was a very 
important branch of industry, and seems to have been regarded as 
a patriotic and public-spirited enterprise, which might or might not 
be found immediately profitable. Men outside of Lynn bore a part 
in the development of this industry. Gen. Robert Sedgwick, of 
Charlestown, who afterwards went back to England to help Crom- 
well in his war against the king, was one of the proprietors in these 
Iron Works. 

The will of John Tarbox, made only a short time before his death. 
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U on recortl in the Probate Office at Salem, and the following sen* 
tences are copied from it ** I bequeath my houi^e and housing with 
orchard and all my land and meadow, with a Greene nv^g and a

The name of John Tarboi's wife, who florvived him, was proba- 
bly Rebekah. Hia children were :

Mary, wife of John Tarbox, died Nov. 19, 1G90. Her husband 
was alive Jan. 8, 1723, when he sold his homestead to his son Eben- 
ezer. The exact date of his death we have not found. 

3. Samuel' Tarbox (John^) was married (1st) to Rebekah Armitage, 
Nov. 14, 1665, and (2d) to Experience Look, Oct. 16, 1678. There 
is an interesting history connected with Rebekah Armitage. Her 
father, Godfrey Armitage, on coming from England lived first in 
Lynn. Afterward he married in Boston a woman of the name 
Webb, and they lived in Boston. In 1654 Rebekah Webb, a wid- 
ow, the mother of Godfrey Armitage*s wife, died, leaving all her 
property to her grandchild Rebekah Armitage. This will is on 
record among the early wills of Boston, and runs in this primitive 
fashion : 

*♦ Rebekah Webb.'' 

** Gmndchild Rebekah Armitage sole executrix to pay all my debts, 
possess all my goods, debts and estate : Lo?eing friends, Thomas Bu- 
tolph and Peter 01i?er Administrators. 

Committ unto y*" the care of said grandchild and my said iroods, 
debtM, ^oods or estate to improoue to the best behoofe of said Grand- 
child, also to dispose of her in marriage (if she live to be capable 
thereof) or at sixtcene years of age, then she hath liberty to dispose of 
hir estate hir sclfe, in case God take hir away by death before mar- 
riage : but at twenty years she hath power over hir estate, but not of 
hir person in marriage without [the consent] of hir father Godfrey 
Armitage Thomas Butolph & Peter Oliver. If God take away said 
Rebekah by death before the age of sixteeno years, then Administra- 
tors & Sonn Armitage have all my estate to be equally divided amons 
yn they paying such legacys asfolloweth (vizt) to Seaborne Cotton and 
John Cotton forty Shillings apiece. To Mr. John Wilson Junior forty 
shillings ; to his sister dauenport [Danforth] forty shillings, for her 
love and care of said grand child, and sixe pounds a year with her for 
two years. Above named Administrators and said sonn in law twenty 
shillings a piece. Witness my hand 10^*^ of Dec. 1654.

Fifteen years later, in 1669, Godfrey Armitage made his will, 
and he left a legacy to his ** daughter Rebekah Tarbox," she hav- 
ing been then four years the wife of Samuel Tarbox. This will is 
also on record among the early wills of Boston.

Ensign Samuel Tarboz died August IG, 1715. lie had been 
much employed in different ways in the service of the town. A 
fthort time before liis death he made a will, which was in advance of 
his time, as the following eztract from it will show : 

" Having but a small estate, and my children considerable grown 
up, and mostly taken care for, and I have done for according to my 
capacity, and my beloved wife being in years and a lame woman, 
mj will is, and 1 doe hereby will and bequeath unto my beloved 
wife Ezperience Tarboz her heirs and assigns for ever, all my estate 
both real and personal, housing and lands, with all my movables 
both within doors and without doors, to be at her own pleasure, to 
give sell and dispose of as she see cause for her own comfortable sub- 
sistence. If my afore said estate may remain more than for her sub- 
sistence afore said my desire is that she doe, as I doubt not her lov- 
ing nature will move her to dispose of the same among my children 
as she see cause." 

In 1685 Samuel Tarbox was one of twenty-five petitioners to 
the General Court setting forth the trials, hanluhips, damages and 
losses which they suffered in that terrible war of 1 G75-G, and asking 
some 8i>ecial remuneration. 

'*Ou the 3"* of June, 1G85, the Court granted them a tract of 
land in Worcester County, eight miles Sijnare, on condition that 
thirty families, with an Orthodox minister, should settle there with- 
in four years." 

After the death of Samuel Tarbox in 1715, his wife Experience 
went to hve with her son Thomas in Wenham. There she con- 
tinued for many years, dying March 2, 17o8, in the S-Kh year of 
her age. Her tombstone stands plainly to view near the front en- 
trance of the Wenham burial-ground. 

We come now to the third generation^ an<l we will take the names 
that are to be further illustrated according to the order in which 
they stand in the preceding lists. 

L Joii.N* T.\RBOi {John,^ John^), born in Lynn, April 3, 1G08; with 
wife Elizabeth settled in East Greenwich about 1G95, where his 
eldest son John was born, Oct. 14, IGOS. It is not unlikely that the 
daughter Elizabeth was the first born of the children. l\\ his will, 
made Sept. 12, 1747, he enumerates eight children then living, pro- 
bably without reference to the order of tlieir birth. To seven of 
them he gives only the sum of fire shillings each, reserving the bulk 
of his estate, which was inventoried at £211 9s., for his dauirhter 
Keziah, who had probably taken care of him in his old age. Fie was 
then 79 years old. This will, which is on record in the Kast Green- 
wich, II. I., Probate Office, was admitted to probate March '2S, 1748.

Ebenezer Tarbox, Sen., died Dec. 2, 1723, and letters of admin- 
istration were granted July 6, 1724, to ** Mary, Relict Widdow of 
Ebeuezer Tarbox late of Lynn." The estate was divided by order 
of the Probate Court, each child receiving £17 20s. 9d., except 
that John the eldest received a double portion, £34 5s. 6d. The 
whole amount given to the eight children was £154 4s. 9d., and 
the widow had her portion.

Though he himself lived to be 82 and his wife 78, his eight chil- 
dren, six sons and two daughters, all died in early manhood aiwi

In I7.'J9, when bia oldest child was 17 years and his youngest years 
of age« he sold all his real estate in Lynn and its neii;bborhood. and 
bought a Urge tract of land in the south part of Hebron, Ct,, bor- 
dering on an inland lake known then and now as Norlh Pond. This 
lake, a mile and a quarter in length, is fed only by springs from 
the bl^h and rocky hills that skirt it. Its waters tberolore are er- 
ceedujgly pure and clear, and it has always been a favorite resort 
for fishing and boating. The chief motive that led to bis removal 
was doubtless that his motlier Eleanor, left a widow more than 
twenty years before, had become the second wife of John Gott, and 
waa living in Hebron. He had also three sisters tbere, who had 
[>ne thither witb their mother when she married Mr, Gutt. Two 
Rf theije were already married, with families of children growing up 
Around them* Through a birge part of his life in Ht-brun he waa 
known as Capt. Godfrey Tarbox. His two daugliters were married 
into two of the leading families of the town, and his four sous !iad 
farms assigned them out of his hirge landed estitte^ which, by his 
will, in 17G7^ he gave to them and their children. He died in 
Hebron, Dec. 29, 17G8, aged 73. His wife died May 9, 1774. 
The inventory of his estate was £2606. There are some reasomi 
for thinking that his removal from Lynn to Hebron took place in 
17^K. He was certaitdy there in 1739. 

The writer of this sketch was descended from Godfrey* Tarbox^ 
through Thomas,* Jonathan* and Thomas,' 

This North Pond, on the norilieru and we*ttern shores of which 
stretcbe<l the lands of Godfrey Tarbojc, has had an interesting his- 
tory* The outlet of the lake is on its western side, and so high op 
IS the lake among the hills, Umt the stream issuing from it runs

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down a long slope before it reaches the level of the itream into 
which it empties. On the lower grade of this alope the present 
nmiiufacturiug yillage of Tumerville stands. 

Very soon after Godfrey Tarbox*a death, a Mr. Cbappell, who 
owned laud ou the easterly or Lebanon side of tlie lake, innocentlj 
thought that he might cut down the channel of the oallet and draw 
off the water to a lower level, and so uncover lands which might be 
ftdded to his estate. To this procedure David and Solomon Tar- 
box, whose farms lay on the western slope, made serious objection. 
The question was carrie<l to the Colonial Assembly of Connecticut, 
and is reported in the 13th volume, p» 438, of the Connecticut Colo- 
nial Records. We co[»y a few sentences from this report: 

" Whereas the General Assembly holden at New Haven, second 
Thursday of Oct, 1770, upon the petition of David Tarbox and 
Solomon Tarbox of Hebron* against Joshua Chappell of Lebanon, 
praying said Assembly to lake the circumstances of a certain pond 
lying partly in Hebron and partly in Lebanon aforesaid into coa^ 

sideration,'^ &c &c ** Themupon it is resolved by this Assen 

bly that said David and Solomon Tarbox, their heirs and a$sij_ 
have liberty, and liberty is hereby grante«i them to raise and floi| 
said pond again to it^ natural level and no higher upon cond 
tioUf that they shall erect build aud maintain a grist-mill or milll 
on the stream of water issuing from said pond.'* 

And now again, at the end of more than a hundred years from 
this colonial legislation, this lake has been before the General As- 
sembly of Connecticut on a very different issue. Mr. P, W. Tur- 
ner, from whom the village of Turnerville is named, has been 
trying to gain the same absolute ownership over this lake by 
virtue of owning or leaaing all the land upon its borders, wbicb & 
man may acquire over a piece of land. But the legislature at its 
last session (1887) decided that a man cannot establish any such 
entire and complete ownership over a body of w^ater, — That the peo- 
ple at large have certain rights and privileges, as lisbing, boating, 
bathing, &c., in these lakes and ponds^ which cannot be extingdsbe 
or passed over to any single individual.

The busJnosB specially assigned for this afternoon 13 to listen to what our 
honort'd associate, Mr. Heary Fitz-Gilbcrt Wat<?rs, of Salem, has to tell us 
of his lubors iu Somerset House, anrl elsewhere in En inland, in procuring 
what he iiio<3estly callg ** glranings** from the rich stores of materials there 
deposited, illustrative of the transatlantic history of such of our American 
families as are de^ceiiJL'd from Euglish^peaking aucesU*y.

It redoubles our sympathy and causes poignant regret to observe, in view 
of Mr. Wat4.^rs*s discoveries, that Mr. Chester was thus bafUed in the pur- 
luit of an object so dear to his heart, and which, had he known it, lay 
&imo(it within hife grasp, and would assuredly have been attained by him 
kid he fallowed the course atlopted by his fortunate successor. Hear him ; 
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March 9, 1878. 
.... Yon must recollect that I take as deep an interest in the Rogers pedigree aa 
you or any bv^dy elne can, as there is no doubt a))t)ut my descent from Rev. John 
Rogers of Dedhtim, and if I had been able to add anything to what I have hereto- 
fore publishe<l, 1 should have done so. I have been pursuing thew inquiries here 
for now nearly twenty years, and you may be sure that I have left do stone 
unturned. 

The other letters, which I will not detain you by reading, were even 
more positive in the assurance that ** If any further pro;j:res9 is ever made 
[iu these inquiries] it will be by accident;" and he adds in the letter last 
quoted, " But my impression is that the earlier ancestors of the family were 
of a rank in life so humble that they never got into the public records. If 
I could think of anything more to do, you may be sure tliat I would do it. 

. My Rogers collections are enormous, and I know of nothing that 

has escaped me." 

You will have learned, before we adjourn, that Mr. Chester's prediction 
that the discovery of any traces of the Rogers line before Ricliard would 
be accidental, was not verified, and that Mr. Waters's success in tracing 
the line was the result of the comprehensive and regular method adopted 
by him upon mature delil)eration and pursued with patient industry. 

In like manner Mr. Waters's discoveries relating to the parentage of the 
founder of our oldest University, with which all are familiar, were shrewdly 
anticipated by a guess which Mr. Chester ventured to communicate to the 
editor of the Rkgister a short time before his death, though at the same 
time ho, with the instinct of a true genealogist, mo<lestly declined to claim 
it as a discovery until it should be corroboratt'd by unquestionable proof. 
The process of consecutive ** gleaning" w^ould undoubtedly have led him 
on to the demonstration which Mr. Waters has made, of the date of birth 
and the family connections of him who has, not irreverently, been called 
by one of our most eminent historical scholars, " Mc Melchisedec of New 
England" Let us remember that, in pursuit of some satisfactory trace of 
the parentage of John Harvard, the late Hon. James Savage, that indefati- 
gable stiident of New Kngland genealogy, nearly fifty years ago, crossed the 
Atlantic, but failed to find more than his signature and the mention of his 
name anywhere recorded. He is known to have declared ** that he 
would gladly have given live hundred dollars to get five lines about him in 
any capacity, public or private." 

I take this opportunity to ask such of you as may have been expecting 
from Mr. Waters interesting fragments concerning pedigrees in which you 
are parti(?ularly interested, to consider whether or not the results already 
atUiined by him have proved the wisdom of his course, and at the same 
time to entreat you not to be impatient for items which will assuredly be 
"gleaner!" in due time, if they are in existence, and then be brought out 
with such a wealth of important concomitant facts, ramifying in numerous 
directions, as to make the acquisition all that the most curious genealogist 
could desire. 

Another subject which I cannot too earnestly press upon your attention, 
is our need of funds to carry on the work already so triumphantly proso- 
cuted.

but have been ever ready to contribute towanls defrajiog the expense of 
the work, and to solicit subscriptions from olhera. 

It is most gratifying to remember this cordial cooperation in a good 
work. Let lis hope that the spirit of hearty good will thus exhibited will 
ever continue to exist between all societieB engaged in a common pursuiti 
though in lines not always coincident, and, perliaps, by means not prodao- 
tive of results, in all respects, equally valuable to tlie general blstarijui. 
The leading spc^cialities of this society are local history and genealogy, and 
these researches of Mr. Waters are legitimately and peculiarly witbin the 
latter province* We therefore coniidontly, and as a matter of right and 
duty, appeal to the lovers of American history everywhere to assist tis in 
this great and most promising enterprise to dispel the obscurities whidi 
have hitherto shrouded the antecedents of those men of great and good ill' 
tentions, who rescued the territory now poflaeased by their descendants from 
the savage tribes that here held feeble sway in what we may properly call, 
as applied to this western hemisphere, prehistoric times. 

Those early iramigrauis who, though they *' bulided better than they 
knew," and who cannot, in the inexorable judgment of history, escape 
censure, especially if tested by the high standards of our present civiliza- 
tion, were onr common progenitors, of whom it is our pride to believe 
that, notwithstamling their failings, they were not inferior, iu all that con* 
BtitQtes nubility of nature and loftiness of aim, to the contemporaneous lui- 
cestry of any people on the face of the e^rth. Everything, therefore^ 
wbicFi tends to bring out more vividly and particularly the incidents and 
surroundings of their early lives, and to show by what influences their 
characters were moulded, and from what sources their peculiar ideas were 
derived, it should be the common interest of all to endeavor to obtain with- 
out a jealous thought as to the channel through which the information ia 
derived. 
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I know jou will join me in disclaiming any selfish desire for precedence 
in the claim to merit for Mr. Waters's discoveries. So that we may be 
issared that the good work will be continued to the end, the credit of 
patronizing it we consider a secondary matter; and J venture to aihrm that 
I have your full concurrence in adding that we are willing to divide the 
lionors, or yield them altogether, rather than have this invaluable work 
abandoued, or even longer suspended. 

But I must no longer detain you from the pleasure of listening to Mr.

GENEALOGY OF THOMAS POPE OF PLYMOUTH. 

By F&AJTKLiN Lbonabd Pope, of Elizabeth, N. J. 

THOMAS POPE is said by Savage to have been an inhabitant 
of New Plymouth in 1631, and to have been 67 years of age 
in 1675. Although the authorities for these dates have not been 
found, there is no reason to doubt their correctness. If born in 
1608 he would have been 21 years of age in 1620, and it may be 
conjectured that he came to this country soon afterward. A\''e are 
told in Blake's Annals of Dorchester, that 

In y* year of our Lord 1G29, Divers Godly Persons in Devonshire, 
Somersetshire, Dorsetshire & other places Proposed a reinoue to New-Eng- 
kod, among whom were two Famous Ministers, viz Mr. John JMaverick 
(who I suppose was somewhat advanced in Ago) and Mr. John Warham 
(I s«pix)se a Younger Man) then a preacher in y*^ City of Exon or Exe- 
ter, in y*^ County of Devon. These good Peo])le met together at Ply- 
mouth, a Sea-port Town in y* S** County of Devon, in order to Ship them- 
selaes and Families for New England ; and because they designed to Hue 
together, after they should arriue here, they met together in the New Hos- 
pital in Plymouth and Associated into Churcli Fellowship and chose y* 
S* Mr. Mauerick and Mr. Warham to be thtnr Ministers and OlHt'ers; the 
Rev. Mr. John White of Dorchester in Dorset (who was an active Instru- 
ment to promote y* Settlement of New England, and I think a means of 
procuring y*^ Charter) being present & Preaching ye fore part of ye Day 

and in y*^ latter part of y^ Day they i)erformed y*" work aforesaid 

Thev set sail from Plymouth ye 20th of March, rG20-;JO,* an<i ar- 
rived at Nantasket (now Hull) y'' 3()th of May 1G;J0. 

These colonists settled at Miittapaii in June, 1630, and gave their 
mtlement the name of Dorchester. 

The surname of Pope was very common nt that day, and is still 
common in Devon, Dorset and Somerset. It is not improbable that 
Thomas Pope and Jolm Pope were among the passengers of the 
Jlary and John. John was a freeman of Dorchester, September 3, 
1634, and in his will (1616) he mentions a brother Thomas, who

Of ihe life of Thomas Pope little is kuown beyond the brief en- 
tries which appear in the record i3 of the town and colony of Ply- 
mouth, but the8e are sufficient to show tliat lie was a man of posi- 
tive character, and of some considcratitm in tlic community. His 
promptness in ret^enting a real or iancied injury, and his independent 
expressions of personal opinion* more than once caused him to be 
arraigned before the magistrates of New Plymouth, and no doubt 
ultimately led to his removal to Dartmouth , where he passed the 
List ten years of his life. 

Tlie records of the colony show that in the list of rates impos' 
by the Court, January 2, l<i32-2, and again January 2, 1633—4, 
he was taxed Da. October 6, lG3fi, he was granted five acres of

Winslow to Ann, daughter of Gabriel FallowelL He sold 
his property at the fishing point to John Bunham August 29, 1640, 
perhaps on account of the death of liis wife, the precise date of 
which event is unknown.

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bronght in equally pjuilty, and damnges paid. He was chosen sur- 
Tevor of highways July, 1648, and again June 6, 1()51. In 1()52, 
July 2fi, and in 165(5, he is ''on an Enquest." In "December, 
1663, Thomas Pope and Gyles Rickard, Seni'r " were arrested 
"for breaking the King's peace by striking each other, and were 
fined each three shillings and four pence;" and "said Pope, his 
striking of said Rickards' wife, and for other turbulent carriages, 
in word and deed, the Court have ccntonanced him to find sureties 
for his good behavior." But nevertheless his temper soon got the 
better of him again, for we find him, Fcburary 7, 1664, and also 
May 2, 1665, quarrelling with one John Barnes about that fruitful 
subject of dispute, a boundary. He is recorded as having taken the 
freeman's oath in 1668. In 1670, June 7, he was again overhauled 
by the authorities, and as the record says, " fined 10 shillings for 
Tilifying the ministry." Although he was now over 60 years old, 
these troubles doubtless influenced him in the determination to seek 
a new home, and accordingly we find him with others petitioning 
the Court in 1673 f(»r a grant of land at Saconnett (now Little 
Compton, R. I.). For some reason not ascertained, this project 
was unsuccessful, for it appears in the record that he is " Granted 
leave since he and others cannot secure Saconnett neck according 
to the grant, to look out some other place, undisposed of, for their 
accommodation." Acting upon this permission, lie secured a large 
tract on the east side of the Acushnet river at Dartmouth, tradition 
eays by direct purchase from the Indians. This location, however, 
must have been included within the prior purchase made by Brad- 
ford, Standish and their associates, from the sachems Wesamequen 
and Wamsutta, on November 29, 1652, which had been, by order 
of the Court in June, 1664, erected into a separate township to 
'"be henceforth called and known by the name of Dartmouth." At 
a meeting of the proprietors of this purchase, held in Plymouth 
M:irch 7, 1652, tlie township was divided into thirty-four equal 
shares, and hence it seems likely that Thomas Pope may have ac- 
quired one of the shares. A list made in 1652 shows that his 
mother-in-law, " ^listris Jenney," was one of the Dartmouth jn'o- 
prietors, and two of her sons, Samuel and John Jenney, were among 
the early settlers of D. in the inunediate vicinity of the Popes. 
Another original i)roprietor of Dartmouth was Robert Bartlett, 
wh(»sc son Joseph married, about 1(562, Hannah, daughter of Tho- 
mas l\)pe by his first wife. The date of the removal of Thomas 
Pope to Dartmouth has not been ascertained, but it must have been 
about 1674. The settlement at Dartmouth was a scattered one, 
and ft)r better security and defence against the Indians, who had 
already begun to evince a hostile dis[)ositi()n, a fort or garrison house 
was built on the east side of Acushnet river, about half a mile north 
of the village of Oxford, the remains of which were visible until a 
recent date, on the lands of John M. Rowland. 
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In the early part of July, 1G75, his son John, a young man 
of 22, his dauf^hter Susannah and her husband Ensi^ni Jacob 
Mitchell, were killed by a party of Philip's Indians, ** early in the 
morninjr as they were fleeing on horseback to the garrison, whither 
the Mitchell children had been sent the afternoon before " (Register, 
XV. 266). This occurrence took place near the " frog pond " on 
the south side of Spring Street, between William and Walnut, Fair- 
haven. The settlement at Dartmouth being isolated, scattered and 
difficult of defence, was shortly abandoned, and the deserted plan- 
tations were quickly laid waste and the buildings burned by the 
savages. 

The following order of Court passed by the government at Ply- 
mouth, is of interest here : 

[1075, 4th of October.] This Court, takcing into theire serious considera- 
tion the tremeiidus dispensations of God towards the people of Dartmouth, 
in suffering the l)arbonis heathen to spoile and destroy most of theire habi- 
tations, the enimie being greatly advantaged therevnto by theire scattered 
way of liueing, doe therfore order, that in the rebuilding or resettleing therof 
that they soe order it iis to Hue compact together, att least in each village, as 
they may be in a capassitie both to defend themselues from the assault oi 
an enimie, and the better to attend the publicke worship of God, and minnes- 
try of the word of God, whose carelesnes to obtaine and attend vnto, wee 
fear, may huue bine a prouocation of God thus to chastise tlieire contempt 
of his gospell, which wee earnestly desire the; pt^ople of tliat f)lace may seri- 
ously consider off. lay to hart, and be humbled for, with a sollisitus indeauoi 
after a reformation thereof by a vigorous puting forth to obtaine an able 
faithful! dispenser of the word of God amongst them, and to incurrage him 
therein, the neglect whereof this Court as they must not, and, God willing 
they will not prmit for the future.* 

No attempt appears to have been made for some three years tc 
reoccupy the ruined settlement. Where Thomas Pope and his fam- 
ily found an asylum during this time, has not been ascertained. 
The following extract from the Plymouth records perhaps serves tc 
throw a glimmer of light upon this question : 

Wheras Phillip, late sachem of Paukanakett, and other sachems, hie 
accoin[)Iises, haueing bin in confeaderation and plighte<l couenant with hig 
ma***' collonie of New Plymouth, haue lately broken couenant >vith the 
English, and they and theire people haue likewise broken out in open re- 
bellion against our sou' lord Kinge Charles, his crowne antl dignitie, ex- 
pressed by raising a crewell and vnlawfnll warr, murdering his leich peo- 
ple, destroying and burning tlieire houses and estates, expressing great 
hostillitie, outrage, and crewellty against his said ma*'*" subjects, wlierb} 
many of them were psonally slaine, and some bercaued of theire deare 
children and relations, among which said rebells an Indian named Popa- 
nooie is found to be one, who hath had a hand, and is found to be ver]f 
actiue in the great crewelty and outrage acted vpon seuerall of the inhabi- 
tants of the towne of Dartmouth, in the said his ma*^** collonie of New Ply-

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month, in pticular it being manifest that Iiee was very active towards and 
about the debtruction of seuerall of tlje children of Tliomas Pope, hite of 
D-artmoiith aforsaiiU and seuerall others of the said towue; in considera- 
tion wherof after due examination hud of the piuises, this Court doth 
herehy contiemne and centance him, the said Popanooie, and his wife and 
children, to J>petuall servitude, they likewise l)eing found coeptenor with 
hiu) in the said rebellion, and pticularly that hee, the said Popanooie, is to 
be sold and sent out of the country. {July 13, 1G77.J 

It appears also that about a year previous to this (June 12, 
1676), several Indians who had been captured and sent in by Brad- 
ford and Church were *' convented before the councell " at Ply- 
m^mtii, being "such of them as were accused of working vnsuffcra- 
ble mischieife upon some of ours." 

One of tliese prisoners, named John-num, bcin": accused by his 
fellows, acknowledged, among other misdeeds, that he was con- 
cerned in the murder of " Jacob Mitchell and his wife and John 
Pope, and so centance of death was pronounced against them, which 
acci»rdingly emediately was ekecutcd."* 

The folIi)wing order of Court relating to the resettlement of Dart- 
mouth explains itself. 

To John Cooke, to be cofiiuincated to such of the former Inhabitants of 
Dartmouth as are concerned herein. 
The coimcell being now assembled, considering the reason and necessitie 
of that order of the Generall Court made the 14*" October, 1G75, respect- 
in;; tiie rebuilding or resettleing the Towne of Dartmouth, a copy wheof 
is hf.-rewith sent, and considering with.ill that all the people of that place, 
by theire deserting it, haue left it to the posession of the enimie, which, 
thn>ui:h the good liand of God on the indeauors of this colonic is now 
recouered againe out of the enimies hand, <lo soe much the more look at 
it as a duty incombent on this councel to see the said order effectually at- 
teiil^d. doe therfore hereby prohihite all and euery of the former iidiabi- 
tAi\:< of the said towue of Dartmouth, or tluiire or any of theire assigns, to 
iD:ike any entrance on, huilding, or settleing in any pte of the said former 
tovvii>liipp of Dartmouth vntill satisfactory eccuritie be first «:ivon to the 
O'kurt or councel by some of the principal psons heretofore belonging to 
tli.-tt place, that the said Court order shall in all respects be attended by 
thtfm. as the transgressors of the prohibition will answare the contrary att 
theire pill.f 

Of the subsequent history of Thomas Pope little is known beyond 
what may be gathered from his will, which is as follows : 

ir,S3. July the 9th. The last will and testament of Thomas Pope, 
hi'W'^ A^ed and weak of body but yet in perfect understanding and memory 
wherein I have of my estate as followeth ; I give unto my son Seth as an 
ad«iition to what I have formerly given him ten shillings in money also I 
give unto my grandson Thomas Pope all that my twenty-five acres of up-

the aforesaid land pay three pounds sterling unto my grandson Jacob 
Mitc^hell when Jie comes to age of twenty one years. Also I give unto 
my daughter Deborah Pope five jwund in money, and to each of my other 
dauglittM-3 live pound a p<.*ace in nu)ney ; also my meddow lying at the 
soutli Meddowes in Plymouth or the value of it. I give to be equally divid- 
ed amongst all my sons an<l daughters ; also I give and bequeath unto mj 
son Isack all my seate of land where I now dwell with all the meddowes 
belonging thereunU) and all the privilages thereunto belonging. To him his 
heirs and Assigns forover, but an<l if it shoiild please god that he should 
decease without an heir before he comes to the age of twenty and one 
years, then my said seat of land shall belong unto the sons of my son Seth. 
Also I give unto my son Isaack all my housing and household g(H:)ds of all 
sorts, also all my cattle and burse kine and swine ; Also all sorts of pro- 
visions, also cart and plowcs with all the takeling belonging unto them. 
Also I give unto my said son Isaack all my money except that which I have 
given to my daughters, and I order my said son Isaack to pay all my just 
debts and to receive all my debts that are due unto me also I order my 
Indian Lydia to live with my son Isaack until he 1-=^ one and twenty years 
of age, and my Indian gerle I give to him during his life, also it is my 
mind and will that my son Isaack shall make no bargain witbout the con- 
sent of his overseers until he be twenty years of age, I have made 
choice of John Cook, and my son Seth and Thomas Talker to be for over- 
seers to see this my will performed. Thomas Pope his J mark. 
Signed and sealed in [)re3ence of 

John Cook 

and Thomas Tabor. 

Isaac and Seth Pope took out letters of administration on the 
estate November 2, 10^3 ; which approximately fixes the date of 
the death of Thomas. They gave bonds in £400. 

The homestead farm conveyed by the above will to Isaac Pope, 
contained 172 acres, and comprised the larger portion of the tiiickly- 
settlcd portion of the present town of Fairhaven. Its north line 
was a little south of the south line of the street leading east from 
the bridge. 

Before the Acushnet cemetery was laid out, which was during the 
reign of Queen Anne, about 1711, an acre of the Taber farm, half 
a mile or more north of the bridge, on a point of land projecting 
into the river, had been set apart for a burial ground, and it is there 
that Thomas Pope was probably buried.

REV. AARON CLEVELAND. 

By Benjamui Rand, Pli.D*, Cttmljridge, 5Iass, 

IN the Preaident^s Hue of ancestry one cannot fail to be greatly attracted 
by the persomility and eventful life of the Rev. Aaron* Cleveland. 
Th*» ^r<»r%t'graud father of this clergyman was the early settler Moses Cleve- 
I 1G35 is believed to have come from Ipswich, County of Suf- 
^ lid, who settled at Woburn, Mass., in 1G41, and was there made 
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a freeman in 1643. The name of bis graiirl father was Aaron,^ aa was 
that of his father, Aaron ;* the hitter having also the military title of Cap- 
tain* The Rev, Aaron* Clevelan*! was himself the father of the legislator 
Aaron,* the grandfather of Willium/ the great-gramifather of the Rev, Kich- 
ard Falley/ and the great-great-grantlfjither of Grover* Cleveland, who 
to-ftay has the honor of holding the highest office in the trust of the Amer^ 
lean (leople. 

Authorities diflfer as to the [dace of his birth. Tlic honor has been be* 
Btowed upon Medford, Charlestovvn and Cambridge, An examination of 
the recor(is in the clerk's olfice of the latter dty makes certain, however, 
that the birth of Aaron* Clevelaiuh the son of Aaron* and Abigail (Waters) 
Cleveland, is there recorded under date of Oct* 20th, 1715, and it U thus 
altogether prabable that he was born in the classic city of Cambridge. Ho 
was, moreover, baptized in the church at Cambridge, Oct. 30thj 1715. The 
father was born July !}lh, 1080, at Wuhuru, the original town of the Cleve- 
Jandis, and Wii* married t^ Abigail Waters of the same place on June 1st, 
17U1-2, In 1704 he removed to Medford, and livt?d there until 1700. He 
then dwelt in Cambridge until 1710, wlien he returned to Medford* lie 
Buhse^uently resided in Charlestown, from which place he removed in 1738 
to East Ilaildaio^ Conn., where, by successfiil investments in land, be ac- 
i|uired cousiderabie wealth. The mother of the lie v. Aaron Cleveland b -faid 
to have been an ** accomplished and lovely latly \* and wa^, doubtless, care- 
ful that the op[»ortunities for the education of ber son should be in no wise 
neglected, aa we lind that at the age of sixteen he erjtercd Harvard Col- 
lege. Concerning hia undergraduate course no record can be foun<b lu 
athletic sportii he cert-tiiniy excelled, and all accounts agree in the dei^crip- 
tion of him as a young man of magnilioent physique, •" a prodigy of pUyai- 
cal strength and agility.'^ Dut whether, as a student, he was of those 
whose work while in college gives promise of their future succesSi or of 
lliosa whose period of marked intellectual developinent falls later than their 
academic career, can now be judged only from a ytudy of his maturer years. 
President Wadsworth, whose patient wrestling with the demon of illdieallh 
was in such striking contract to the youtliftd vigor and activity of tliis col- 
lege athlete, must nevertheless have exercised over him at this time an in- 
fluence which contrilnited much to the formation of his character, eo simi- 
lar is the language in which teacher and pupil have alike been portraye«L 

In 1735 Aaron Cleveland graduated from Harvard; and three years 
later accompanied the family on their removal to Eant Iladdam. The year 
11 o\) was a most important one in his life, since in it occurred his first sot^ 
tleuient as a pastor, and likewise his marriage. The young lady whom he 
hnd chosen to share the fortunes of his life wiis Susannah Porter, born in 
17 Hi, and a daughter of the Rev. Aaron Porter, of Medford. She was 
related to some of the best families of Massachusetts, was much .ad mired 
for her personal beauty and character, and had numerous wealthy Boitors ; 
but with the true nobility of womanhood she accepted the proffer of mar- 
riage from the corn|>arativeIy poor but promising young Harvard eler^- 
niuu who had won her heart's a3\jct.ious, and Uy whom she ever proved a 
most loving and worthy help-meet. One month prior to the marriage* 
which took jjlace August 4th, he hatl accepted a call to the pastorate of the 
strict Congregational Church in Iladdam Society. He was the third reg- 
ular minister of the church, having been preceded by the Rev. Jeremiah 
Uobart (1700-1715) and by tlie Rev. Phinehas Fiske (1714-17^8), the 
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fotmtr a gradoate of Harvard, the latter of Yale, His own settlemeut Uisted 
Ihuii 173t) U> 174G. Dr. Duvid Dudley Field, a later pastor, in writing 
mwcetnmtot tliis churcli^ sayi^: ** Mr* Cleveland was a gejitlemau of re- 
ipifitetjla talents, and a popular aud eugiigln^ preacher*' [in Field-%, IMiddle- 
KS Cos Ct.]. AVe can well undertitand bow at this period of life the 
lldqiiefice and fervor of Whitefield should have produced such a deep iin* 
peMiofi upoo tlie ardeut young miuiHter of Haddam. With a soul deter- 
ttuuti^ i^ii j>rogres8» he yearned for poine guide into richer spiritual fields ;

Excellency ia so good, that he gives us Groujid, and builds us a IMeeiiug 
House at his Cost." [News-Letter, Jan. 8th, l7oL] The Congregational 
Church in Halifax, of which Mr* Cleveland thus became the Hrst pastor, 
was nametl Mather's Church, after the great New England divine, and the 
work thus commenced by him bus been continued with unabated zeal to 
this day* The present pastor of this church (now St, Matthew*^ Presby- 
terian) is the Rev, Robert Laing. 

Rev» Mr, Clevtdand was not the only one of his name or family who 
removed about this time to Halifax. In a list of the families who settled 
in Nova Scotia between 17 41) and 1752, now kept in the Crown land otlica_ 
at Halifax, the following bear the name of Cleveland : 
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The above mentioned Samuel and Josioh were brothers of the Rei 
Aaron Cleveland, Samuel here met a tragic fate at the bauds of the Iu 



IS. lie had sailed on May ICth, 1753, witli Mr. Bannerraan, one 
lOny Cast eel antl four linrgGmen, under government coraaiission to 
douvey three Inditins to Isidore, now named Jedore^ n few leagues to the 
ettfitwanl of Halifax. The next diiy the |>!irty urrived there and were civ- 
illy treated hy tlie Indians. When they b;id com{iIeted their business aud 
were abont to depart, Mr. Uannerinfin tmd the four hands ashore were &ur- 
|irieed and taken f risoners. The Indians then went on hoarrl the sloop* 
eeased Capt. Cleveland and Casteel, carried them ashore, and after a long 
coiifiultation killed and scalped the entire party ^ with the exception of the 
illlerpreter Casteel, who escaped by calling hlmsielf a Frenchman.

voted X2r> to the :vidow, Sarah Clevelaini, for her interest in the vessel, 
ich had been burne<l, and likewise £30 as a gratuity, together with sim- 
snms to the other parties concerned* These events occuiTod in the 
ililrd year of the Rev, Aaron Cleveland's miuijstry at Halifax. Ilk pastor- 
ate» it would appear^ contiimed only for another year, as we re4Kl in the 
Halifax Gazette of June 15th» 1754 : ** Yesterday the Kev, Mr. Cleveland ar- 
rived here from Connecticut in order to settle his Affairs; but whether he will 
twry among us is uncertain." A change had gradually taken place in liis re- 
ligious views, which led him away from the more striagcnt tenets of those 
to whom he had heretofore ministered, and brought him into harmony with 
doctrines as held by the Episcopalians. He resolved tt> take orders in the 
Episcopal Church, aud consequently proceeded to England where he waa 
crdained by the Bishop of London. It has been stated that during^ bis vkit 
lo England he became convinced, by inquiry at the Heralds* College in

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Bion at Newcastle by the Society for Propagating the Grospel. As he wte 
a gentleman of a butnaiie Hud pious disfKtsition, iudefsitigable in his uiiuii^ 
try^ eaay and aiLible in bis conversatioQt open and sincere in bb friendsbi|i, 
and abo?e every frpecies of meanness and dissimulation, his death is grently 
lamented by all who knew him, as a loss to the public, a loss to tlie Chutci 
of Christ in general, and in particular to that congregation who had pft> 
poaed to iheiDselves so much satij^factiou from bts late appointment amc 
them, agreeable to their own request.*' The sage and statesman thus fbc 
in bim a man worthy of sincere regard and admiration. Intellectaal 
Hpi ritual progress characterized, throughout, the life of the Bev* 
Cleveland.

Pedigrees, preserve*! at the 
British Mus^eum and other public institntiociB, fire, doubtless, valuable so 
far as they go* but they are generally sudly deficient in dales and cither 
local particulars, and therefore are oftentimes indistinct rind uni- r 
The same uncertainty exists in the copies of Wills preserved n 
Commons and ebewhere., records of Deeds jiiid other conveyances, t 
formation contained in which, althoufjh important, 18 never cotnpkj 
decisive* The oidy sources from which reli.'dile particulars can be d* jr^ii 
are, nnquest ion ably, the various Parish Registers throughout Eiiirl tii-i, 
wherein were recor^led the Baptisms (closely succeeding the Birtbts) Mar- 
riages and Burials of the entire population of the country. 

I propose a careful, thorough and systematic examination of these regis- 
ters — ^parish by parish and county by county— a lalior which, if performed 
throughout Engluuib would rerpilre much time and expense, and which 
could not be properly performed except by one imbued with a love of the 
pursuit, and also possessed of more than ordinary facilities for engaging in 
it. These records are not thrown open freely to the inspection of the pub- 
lic, and the regular, established fees that would have to be paid to their 
various custodians, were every parish in Kngland thus inspected, would 
amount to an aggregate tndy startHng, Fortunately I should be able to 
overcome ranch of this diJ^culty. In the prosecution of certain literary 
labor during the past two years, I have made the acquaintance, either per- 
sonally or by correspondence, of a very large proportion of the clergy of 
the Kstablislted Church, who would generally, I am persuaded, place the 
regifstera of their respective parishes at my disjiosal. 

To examine all the parish registers of England would necessarily involve 
the labtir of years. I propose, therefore, to commence with a single county, 
or rather, to take a circle, say lifty or sixty miles in diameter, embracing 
the northern portion of the county of Essex ami the southern portion of 
Suffolk — within which limits is comprised the region from whence roost of 
the erirly New" England settlers emigrated — at least, those of the most im- 
portance* This section embraces from three to four hundred parishes — 
although, owing to nuraermis unions, the registers of two or more parishes 
will be found deposited at present in one place. 

I propose^ being furnishe<l with a list of surnames — say twenty, fifty, or 
even more — such as may be deemed of the most importance — t^i go care- 
futly and patiently over every one of these registers, from the commence- 
ment down to as late as say IG'jO (or even 1700). and extract every entry 
referring to one and all of those surnames — including baptisms, marriages and 
burials, with their respective dates— *a3 well as any other entries in which 
those names may appear — and also to make the ^ame careful examination 
all the monum^^ntal inscriptions in the various churches and cliurch-yards 
from which ad"Utional items of great importance are often gleaneiL 

1 propose also, when visiting these parishes, to ascertain if any families 
are still remaining bearing any of those surnames* and to acquire from them 
any informatiou in their possession^ either of a traditional character or to 
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he derived from their ikmily records^ — securing, if possible, any autograpli 
letter*, portraits, &c &c,, that may throw light upon the subjects of my in- 
Teftiigntion. 

I have the best reasons for believing that a flystem thus carefully and 
airaesdy pursued, cannot fail to result in the illscovery of valuable aildi- 
tioos not only to the genealogy, but to the personal history of the fathers 
of New England. The mass of materials thus acquired can afterwards be 
mdily arraiiged in tabular form, or otherwise, as may seem best and most 
eonveoieul for reference. 

Having completed the examination of thLs particular district, the import- 
aoce aud value of the results can be safely tested — and it csin then be de- 
tenxuDed whether the labor shall be pursued in other neighborhoods*

Under date Oct. 16, 1743, the records of the church in 
De<lbani read : ** Ujwn the desire of Mr. John Wight the church TOted hit 
dismission and letters testimoiiiai in order to his regular imbodjing with 
those who purpose (God willing) to lay io the foundation of a church ifl 
New Marblehead, in the Eastern country,** Over the Congregational So* 
ciety in this town, now Windham, 3Ie., he was onlained December 14, 
1743, I presume the settlers of this town derived their origin as well w 
their name from Marblehead in Massiichnsetts. In a volume of the record* 
of the First Church of Marlilehead, Mass*t now or recently kept in lo 
office in Boston, I tind the follow in t; :

In ^iheriD;^ material for a history of New Marblehead, now Winrlliam, 
Me., I have diligently searched for items concerning Rev. John Wight, the 
ftrfit oiiiiL§ter of the first cliurch. It is very pleasant, therefore, to find a 
kitiamiui of his^ with the true instiDct and method of the genealogist, writ* 
kg an account of the family. From my own iuvestigationa I am able to 
■upplr a few missing links* 

SevenU of the earliest settlers of Windham came from Rhode Island 
iDd the ** South Shore/' and it is likely that some of these knew Mr. 
WIgtit and intluenced his settling in the township. He preached there 
tune %\t months before his settlement Much of bis pastorate was spent 
With his people, shut up together with their families in the old ** Block- 
tlcHua^ or "^^ Province Fort" He, as "first minister," drew a full right 
in the township, and his heirs received this aflerwards, and the records o£ 
the conveyances of their shares give clues of their locations.

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All the data we have concerning Capt. John ehow the above age 
to have been some eix years leas than that given upon his grnve- 
etone, and to have been incompatible with many points in his \ub» 
tory. He wa^ admitted freeman 1640;* rcpreaentative eiJc years 
between 1651-74. He ia said to have had three wives — first, Sa- 
rah, who died January 4th, 1644; second, Elizabeth Stream, who 
died June 25th, 1688, aged 64 years; and third, widow Mury Lor- 
ing» who survived him. Hid children (most if not all born of hia 
Bccond wife) were — Johni married Abigail Pierce, dau^^^hter of 
Capt, Michael; a daughter, married Simon Whitrnarsh ; Abiezer; 
Hunnuh, marries! Ephrairn Pierce, eon of Capt. Michael ; Grace, 
married Joseph Xaeh of Boston ; Samuel ; Loi^ and Eunice, twine ;

Capt. Holbrooke was a very enterprising man of business, and 
his real estate operations were quite extensive for his day. He wad 
also prominent in military affairs, wa^ Lieutenant of the local com- 
pany, and, August 8th, 1664, was chosen to go upon some service 
as Lieutenant in the company of Capt. Hudson, but his wife and 
family being sick at the time, Ensign John Thurston, of Hingham» 
was appointed in his stead. In the time of Pliilip's war he was in 
command of the local company, and in the spring of 1676 was ap- 
pointed to command one of the companies raised and sent out to 
suppress the ** Insolencies *' of the Indians and to "range the woods 
towards Hassanamesit." The following papers pertain to that ser- 
vice. Capt, Holbrooke died November 23, 16U9, leaving a large 
estate to hi^ numerous heire.

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freeman 1B40> and representative for eiprht years between that 
1653. .By first wife he had childreu^ — ^^lary, JoHN, Susanna, Sa- 
rali, and probj»bly others. 

Capt. John, son of "Elder" John, as above, born in EaaeZy 
England, about 162<>, married first, Martha Reyner, daughter of 
Huruplirey, ^ho died February 24, ltJ79 ; married second, Eliza- 
betli, June 28th, 1(>80. By first wife had children — John, l>oni 
July 15, KI57; Matthew, l>orn 1658; Joseph, born June 8, 1666; 
Susan, Sarah and Anna. lie was appointed Cornet of the Ipswich 
Troo|i before 1675, and Captain in 16*^3 in place of Capt. John 
Appletivn. lie was Lieutenant m Crtpt. Paige's Troop at Mount 
Hope, June, 1675, and was appointed Captain of a troop raii<ed for 
service under Major Savage in Alarch, 1676 ; was with the army in 
the unsuccessful raanccuvring of that campaign. In the letter of 
the Council to Major Savage, dated April Ist, 1676 (Register, 
ante, voL XXXVII, p. 373), is found the passage, "Touching that Ke- 
buke of God upon Cap* Wliipic and y* poore people at Springfield it is 
a matter of great shame and humbling to us." This w^as in answer 
to one from Major Savage of March 28th, dated at Hadley, in 
which lie says that they have had advice from Springfield that ui^^ht 
Indians as^^aulted sixteen or eighteen men, besides women and child- 
ren, as tliey were going to meeting from a place called Long Mea- 
dow, "and killed a man and a maid, wounded two men, and car* 
ried away captive two women and two children," Major Savage 
says further, that being apprised of that affair and the way the In» 
dians went, he sent out sixteen men in pursuit, wlio came up with 
the Indians, wlio, as soon as they found tlie English in close pur- 
suit, killed the two children, and striking the women with their 
hatchets upon the head, left them for dead and fled. The horse- 
men brouglit hack the four bodies, the women being yet alive, one 
recovered ; and this disaster was a severe reproach to the guard, 
who in a popular rhyme of the day are remembered thus : 

** Seven Indians, nnd <jne witliout a i^iin, 
Cuuscfj Capt. NijcoB iind torty men to run." 

I am inclined to think that by the Comicil, Capt. Whipple, 
commander of the troop, and perhaps at that time with them, 
held responsible for the disaster. 1 know nothing of Capt. Nixo

He was in command of a foot-company of 
iboQt eighty men at Medfield, when, on Febmary 21, 1676-7, the 
toWD %va8 attacked by a large body of Indians and partially de^troy- 
id. There were besides this company of Capt, Jacob a dctaclx- 
flimt of twenty troopers under command of Lieut. Edward Oakes 
(antcr Vol. xjcxvii. p. 283) and the "train-band" of the town, 
ibaut one hundred in number* These were quartered about the 
town in the various houses, and there were no scouts abuut the 
(own fo keep watch and ward, and the enemy crept in and about 
. and just before day-light, at a given signal, fired the 
,-„,,. iiuuses, near which they had placed ambuscades, and when 
Ee people and the soldiers quartered there ryeheil out, they were 
Jioc doiTO, The main guard, stationed near the meeting-house, 
Md m caanon which they &ed several times, which alarmed the ia^ 
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habitants and probably frightened the enemy, who fled across the 
river towards Sherburne, burning the bridge behind them, thus cut- 
ting off the slow and clumsy pursuit of the scattered troops. The 
fullest account of this affair is given by Major Daniel Gookin in his 
'^Hiistory of the Christian Indians.'* He says the Indians burnt 
about forty houses* near half the town, and killed and wounded 
about twenty people. Among the killed was Lieut. Henry Adaxns^ 
the military officer of the town, of whom and the Medfield garrisjon 
a full account is to be given in the proper place. After the lieu- 
tenant's death, his widow Elizabeth had been taken to the house of 
the minister, the Rev, Mr. Wilson, near the meeting-house, and 
here a very sad and strange accident occurred ; for Mrs. Adams, who 
had retire<l to the chamber, and was lying upon a bed just over the 
room below, in which Capt, Jacob and some of the officers and 
guards were gathered, was killed by the accidental discharge of a 
gim in the hand of Capt, Jacob, just as he was passing out of the 
house to his quarters, and having his gun "^half-bent,** i*e. at half- 
cock, the muzzle pointing upward, the bullet piercing through 
" the floor and mat through and througli the body of the lieuteniuit^s 
widow," He was with Capt. J«>hnson in the Narraganset cam- 
paign, and on the Captain's death took command of the com|iany. 
He was afterwards engaged during the winter with Capt. ^Vads- 
worth in guarding the frontiers from Milton to the Plymouth Col- 
ony bounds, Weymouth, Ilinghum and Hull being assigned in par- 
ticular to Capt. Jacob, John, 2d, inherited his Narraganset claim.

Judge Bell in behalf of that company. The venerable Dr, Slnngbtcr is a f»on of 
Capfe. Philip Slaughter, erne of tno oria:iDal Culpeper Minute Men formed in 1775, 
who did good service in the Revolutionary War. Capt. Slaughter kept a joamaJt 
which unfortunately was lost from Dr, Slaughter's house during the late civil war. 
A duplicate of a few of the earlier page& is, however, prenerved, giving an aeeoual 
of the fonuation of the com^jany and Home of ite Venice in the field. The Culp€i>er 
Minute Men were dissolved in 1776, and the soldiers were merged in the militia, 
where they showed their spirit as patriots and soldiers. Another oompany with tlie 
same name waa or/^nized eighty-four years later, July 4, 1860 ; and in the lttt<? war 
they showed their bravery and their devotion to the cauw they had espoused. Like 
its prototA'pe this company hod a brief separate exifitenco. In 1879, however, a new 
oompany "wajs formed, whioh still exists, and t-o this company the preeeutation wa» 
made. The addressea of Dr. Slaughter and Judge Bell are valuable additiODi to 
the military hLstofy of Virginia.

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THE HON. AMASA WALKER, LL.D. 

By Francis A. Walker, LL,D., of Boston, Mass. 

A^L\SA WALKER, the oldest son of deacon Walter Walker, 
was born in Woodstock, Conn., May 4, 1799. His parents, 
Walter Walker and Priscilla Carpenter, had been married on the 
3d of April, 1798, and at the time of his birth were living in the 
village then known as Muddy Brook, now East Woodstock. 
Here they remained until tlie following spring, when they bought 
the estate in the Xorth Parish of Brookfield, in Massachusetts, on 
which their son, Amasa, subsequently lived and died. 

Owing to &mily circumstances, however, their young son was left 
with his grandfather Carpenter, in Woodstock, for an entire year 
after the removal of his parents to Brookfield. 

Amasa Walker was a very feeble and delicate cliild, and lack of 
physical stamina was manifest tliroughout all his youthful days, de- 
priving liim of the enjoyment of most of the athletic sports prac- 
tised by his companions. The fact, however, had its compensation 
in the impulse given to study and reflection, and, perhaps, in a 
iiglier capacity of intellectual enjoyment. 

On his father's estate in North Brookfield, Amasa Walker was 
reared, attending the Centre District School, near the old meeting- 
house ; and, in the intervals of study, working upon his father's farm, 
or sticking card-teeth for the card manufacturers of Leicester. Natu- 
rally a good and even brilliant scholar, the child and youth took the 
utmost advantage of the limited opportunities offered by the village 
school of those days, and acquired that thorough training in Eng- 
lish which, in later days, without the advantage of a college educa- 
tion, enabled him to discuss the most abstruse questions of political 
ecience clearly, effectively and agreeably, and to address Senates 
and Universities with acceptance. Among his principal competi- 
tors in school was Ebenezer Strong Sncll, afterwards Professor Snell 
of Amherst College. Among the teachers of his early youth, Mr. 
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Walker placet! hin:bc9t, Mr. Harry Brigham (1811), as tlie most 
etimalating and helpful of schotiliiiaaters. In the intervals between 
the public schoola, the boy used to recite to the Rev. Dr, Snellt 
having among hia fellow pupils William CuUen Bryant and Elijab 
Meade. 

In 1814, young Amaaa became a clerk in Col. Ilenshaw's store. 
Probably no clerk \sm ever more dlHgent and faithful or had a higher 
scnee of the importance of his work. The qualities which after- 
wunls secured his success in business, on his own account, were fully 
exhibited in his early youth, and commanded the ci>mplete confi- 
dence and respect of liis employer. 

During the winter of 1^15 to '16, he was laid up a£ the result of 
a physical injury, but in the spring of 1816 went to live with Dr* 
Crossfield, who had opened a store in South Brookfield, just across 
the river. In June of that year the store was burned, and he be- 
came clerk to Captain Moses Bond, then trading on the old green. 
North Brookfield, afterwards known as the Lower Village, 

In 1817, he began to fit for Amherst College and waa placed 
under the tuition of the Rev. Dr. Snell. His zeal in study ■ooii 
outran bis strength and his healtli completely broke down, compell- 
ing tlic abandonment of the college project. For three months, 
during tlie winter of 1817 to 1818, he taught school in District No, 
6, and then went again to live with Captain Bond, For two years 
folio win 
tion, 
worked upon the farm at home. 

In October, 1820, he, in company with Allen Newell, bought the 
store and stock of Mnjor Holt in West Brook field. The partner* 
sbip continued successfully until February, 1823, when Mr, Wtdker 
sold out his interest to Mr. Tain tor. In writing of this, later in 
life, Mr. Walker said, '' I put in $136, and my father let me have 
about $050 : in all, about $800. I took out in ca^h, $3,550. Pro- 
bably no young man had ever cleared so much in so short a time, in 
triide, at that period, in that part of the country. It was a day of 
very small things." After withdrawing from the partnership, Mr* 
Walker left Worcester County, and became agent of the Methuen 
Manufacturing Company. lie acted in that capacity for two years, 
still suffering much in health. In 1825, he entered into business in 
Boston with Charles G. Carleton, under tlie title of Carleton & 
Walker, and on the 6th of July, 1826, married his partner's sister, 
Eraeline, daughter of deacon Jonathan Carleton, of Boston- Mrs. 
Walker died July 24, 1828, leaving one cbild, who died in infancy. 
In 1829, Mr. Walker went into business by himself, where his en- 
ergy, ambition and liigh standard of duty and honor, enabled him 
speedily to achieve a large success ; yet, notwithstanding the urgent 
demands of bis business and bis always delicate health, often threatr 
ening complete prostration, he took a prominent part in a great va- 
riety of politicalj social and intellectual efforts.

In 1840, owing to increasing bodily infirmities which scorned 
likely to cause speedy dissolution, Mr. Walker retired pennanently 
from business. The scale of his mercantile transactions had been 
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Tery ejctensive, and he had done raore to open the trade of Boston 
with ihe South and Southwest than any other merchant uf his 
generation ; but the large profits of his business had been, of course, 
^eaily impaired by the almost total wreck of trade and industry in 
1837 and 1839, so that ilr. Walker retired with only a moderate 
competence, sufficient, however, for all hia needs. Not even ill 
bealth could diminish his interest in ptdjlic affairs, and he took an 
exceedingly active part in the Harrison Campaign, strenuously advo- 
cating tJie establiehment of the Sub-Treasury system, as it at present 
exi.*t.^. For this he was suljjected to a degree of obloquy which it 
be difficult to conceive ; but the results of forty years' tinancial 
Lice have completely demonstrated tlie sagacity and soundness 
views.

In 1853, Mr. Walker wad elected a member of the Convention for 
revising the Constitution of Massachusetts, and became the ch >' 
of the committee on sulfrage. He was also in this year api 
one of the examiners in political economy at Harvard Uuiver&iry, 
which office he held for seven years. 

In 1854» he took a prominent part in the drganlzation of dij 
North Brookfield Savings Bank, of which he was the fir^t pre^itl^at- 
lle waj* this year appointed lecturer on political economy in Atnhertt 
College, where he delivered an extended couri*e of lecturer, Ifl 
185r>, he wns president of the Agricultund and Horticultural SocictJ 
of North Brook fieUK 

Tlie year 1857 was one of great import to the life uf Mr. ITnlkcr. 
Enrly in that year he began the publicaiion, in Hunt's Menlnn^' 
Magazine, of a eeries of articles on political economy. The serki 
had already progressed so far as to give Mr. Walker's views on 
money, when tf»e fi tianeial panic of 1857 commenced. Almost bf 
cliance ilr. Walker jUtendcd, early in October, a large mei'tlu.' ^^ 
the merchants ui B<istun, iutciidi'd to fortify the hanks of that ")' 
in their deteriuinalion to uuiititain specie payments. At this mcii- 
ing Mr. Walker took the ground strongly that the banks could ni** 
possibly maintain specie payments for more than two weeks, tttW 
that it was desirable they sliould at once suspend, instead "'f'-t^- 
ing the failure of the best merchants of t!ie city, as tliev ' - * 
inevitably do, by refusing discounts in n vain attemj)t to gavi; (I ' ^ 
own so-called honor. This speech created a great sensation r.t c'«^ 
time, and gave rise to a heated discussion in the public pred«j bflt 
the suspension, within twelve days, of every bank in Boston* nnff 
causing the failure of great numbers of the beet mercantile ho'i- 
6omo of them worth millions of dollars* gave so striking a f iii r- 
xnation to Mr. Walkers views as to bring him into prominent*' ^* 
an authority on finance, and to cause him to be invited to writ« *a4 
lecture far beyond the limits of his time and strength. Thi.'^ epi'^rl^ 
mav properly be conriidered the turning point in Mr* W:ilkrs" ■ ' 
tellectual career. From this lime till the day of his death the Mil> 
ject uf the Currency remained the most absorbing of all wLicJi M 
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previoaslv engrossed his mind, and his interest increased with the 
passage of time. 

Late in 1857, Mr. Walker published a pamphlet on the Nature 
and Uses of Money, to which he added a " History of the AVicka- 
boagBank," a work which had a large circulation. Mr. Walker's 
Tiews on money, as presented in this pamphlet, were essentially 
those of the so-called "Currency School," of which Lord Overstone, 
Cul. Torrens and Mr. George Warde Norman were the leaders in 
England; and of which Mr. AValker, Mr. William SI. Gouge and 
Mr. Condy Raguet became the best known writers in the United 
States. 

Mr. Walker's attention had been especially called to the defects 
of the American system of paper money by the financial convulsions 
of 1837— 9, and his exile in Florida, during the winter of 1840-1, 
wiiither he carried the works of Adam Smith and Hicardo, gave him 
opportunity for much reflection, of whicli the results appeared in the 
pamphlet referred to. Mr. Walker did not, like many American 
writers who were driven to extremes by the flai2:rant abuiJes of ^' wild- 
cat" or " coon box " banking at the West, altogether condemn the 
issue of bank notes ; but he recommended such requirements as to 
the basis of issue as should place the paper money of the country on 
substantially the same ground as that secured for the Enorlish circu- 
lation by the act of 1844, in order that the fluctuations of such issues 
should be controlled by the same influences which would, in a similar 
lituation, govern the movements of a purely metallic currency. 

In July of 1859, ilr. Walker vij^ited Europe in company with 
Dr. Warren Tyler of North Brook field ; and in the fall of that year 
he was elected to the Massachusetts House of I\e[)rc5entatives, 
'^•Jicre, in conjunction with Honorable Samuel Hooi)er, of the Sen- 
ate, he took an important part in the revision of the laws relating 
to banking and the issue of paper money. At the presidential elec- 
tion of L'^GO Mr. Walker was chosen a member of the Electoral 
0»ll(»ge of Massachusetts, of which he became secretary, casting his 
Vote fur Abraham Lincoln. 

The outbreak, 1859-GO, of the disease among neat-cattle, known 
as Pleuro-Pneumonia, led to an enactment by the Legiislature of 
^lassachusetts, at a special session, of a law for its extirpation, and 
a conunission was appointed by the governor for this purpose, of 
Vrhich ^Ir. Walker was made chairman. The conimis.^ion i)erformed 
its work so vigorously and thoroughly as to secure the complete ex- 
tirpation of this pe&t. 

Beginning in 1859, Mr. Walker continued for several years to 
deliver an annual course of lectures on political economy in Amherst 
0>llege. In the fall of 18G2 he was elected a Kepresentative in 
Congress, for the unexpired term of Dr. Bailey. During the session 
of 18G2-3, Mr. Walker made several speeches on finance, and 
moved the issue of Compound Interest Notes, in a bill which 
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became a law. In 18G6, Mr. Walker published bis main worki 
economics, entitled The Science of Wealth. This work passed, in 
the fullowinL' years, through not less than eight American editions, 
was translated into Italian by Professor Cognetti, of Turin, and 
received very marked attention and the warmest commendation from 
the economists of America and Europe. Subsequently a student's 
edition of this work was issued and extensively used. In the main, 
the Science of Wealth belonged to the so-called orthodox school of 
political economy. It contained, as might have been expected* the 
views on paper money banking set forth in the pamphlet of 1857^ 
greatly elaborated. The other features of the work were (1) the 
absence of even a suggestion of the Wage Fund doctrine, then ab- 
solutely undisputed in England and largely adopted by American 
economists, but now utterly exploded j (2) the importance assigned 
to questions relating to the Consumption of Wealth, a department 
which the political economists of that day were agreed in neglect- 
ing, or even formally rejecting, as out^^ide the limits of their imjuiry, 
but now" recognized as the most liopeful field of economic investiga- 
tion ; (3) the profusion of illustrations drawn from practical affairs, and 
especially from finance and the larger operations of commerce ; (4) 
the moral enthusiasm, confidence in the right, and hope fur rhe fu- 
ture, which pervaded the book, and which, together with its wealth 
of examples drawn from American lilc, gave it a peculiar interest 
to writers and students of political economy in Europe.* 

In 1867, Mr. Walker received the degree of Doctor of LawSi 
from Amherst College, During that, and the years following, until 
his death, he continued to write extensively in the magazines , 
especially in Lippincott's Magazine, of Philadelphia, and in the 
weekly and daily papers. His leisure gave hiui frequent opportu* 
nities for travel, and he spent not a little of each year in visits to 
Boston, New Haven or Washington, or in trips to Florida or 
ifomia. 

Always a singularly cheerful and sanguine man, in spite of 
delicacy of health and frequent attacks of pain and sickness, the 
years of his life were liis happiest years. He continued his physi 
and intellectiml activity unimpaired up to the very instant when, 
the 29tii of October, 1875, without a word or a sigh, and without 
the slightest premonition of approaching diasolution, he ceased to 
breathe. Hiul the end been foreseen it would have been most wel- 
come, for he had in July lost his wife, his companion for more than 
forty years. His father, Walter Walker, had in like manner closely 
followed his mother to the grave. 

Mr. Walker was in figure slender and erect, and waa very quick

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and graceful in his movements, producing the effect of being 
much taller than he really was. Ills features were remarkably 
regular and clear cut, and his whole a))|)carance at once engag- 
ing and commanding. His voice was of unusual richness and 
power; and in pubhc speaking he had a singular faculty of 
iolding closely the attention of his audience, however large or 
kowever unfriendly. lie made little use of rhetorical ornament, 
or of the ordinary, so-called, graces of speech, but ^\n)k(i with a 
fiilnej-s of knowledge, clearness of expression and earnestness 
of purpose, seldom surpassed. lie was very fond of company; 
tnd his delisjht was in the comnuinication of his ideas and senti- 
mf'nts, or in learning the purposes, feelings and wishes of the young. 
Wherever he travelled, he easily and quickly made acquaintance, 
and immediately seized the occasion either to accpiire or to impart 
information. 

Next to discussions relating to finance and currency, his keenest 
enjoyment was in reminiscences relating to bis early life ; he de- 
lighted to talk of his old schoolmates, of his old school teachers, of 
the early magnates of North Brookfield and of his own initial experi- 
ences in business. lie was very fond of giving advice ; and it must 
be said, his advice was generally very good, for no man ever un- 
derstood better the secret of success in life, either in business or in 
the learned professions. 

In p<ditic8, ]Mr. Walker's history was as follows : he was brought 
up among Federalists ; became a Jackson Democrat, on the issues 
of paper-money banking and the sub-treasury : joined the Liberty 
party in 1844 ; helped to found the Free Soil party in 1848, and 
the Kepublican party in 1850. 

In religion Mr. Walker was brought uj) an Orthodox Congrega- 
tionalist ; early joined tiiat church and became a deacon in the Union 
Clmrch of North Brookficld, which he aided and contributed much 
to found. His theological views, however, were never strict, but 
corresponded more to th(» general theology of the present time than 
to that of fifty or sixty years ago. 

In private chariiies, and in contributions to enterprises of public 
interest, he was liberal and even lavish. 



JAMES LxVNE OF NORTH YARMOUTH, ME., 
AND HIS DESCENDANTS. 

Communicated by Rev. James P. Lane, Norton, Mass. 

k MONO the early settlers of New England in the 17th century 
J^ were a dozen or more of the name Lam:. Attempts to trace 
their pedi<rree to a common ancestor have been only partially suc- 
oe«sful. The name was common in various parts of the British 
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dominion, and it is Btikl that one of the name came with William 
Con(|uemr in the 10th ceutm-y* There are various theories of ad 
gin ; one that the name originally designated a dao of wool-groi 
ers amonpr the French Ilugnenots, lana^ meaning wool ; anot 
that it is identical with MeLane, of which name there are numer 
families. In early records tlie name is variously impelled — I 
Luine, Laync, Lesxn, and the name witli the prefix Mac or Mc. 
the same variety of form. 

Kinship between several of these New England settlers of 
name has been discovered, and much valuable informatioa reap 
ing nearly all of them and their descendants has been collecte 
Sketches and brief notices of some of these have been publidho 
bnt no adequate account of James Lane, of North Yarmouth, Mc.^ 
ItiGO, the immigrant ancestor of a nnmeroua line. 

L James^ Lane was a brother of Job Lane, Sr., of Maiden^ Mass*, 

of Edwnrrl Lane, of Boston. Another brother, John Jvane, re- 
mained ill Enixbuirl. and there is tradition of one who settletlia Kew 
Jersey, and of another who settled in Virgiuii*. One account ^v*, 
** the family prolialily came from Eilstone or Welbourne, near Kir- 
l>y, Morrsifle Ea.«it Kirling of Yorkshire, England." Another, tint 
thej were *'froni Rickmansworth in Hertfordshire, Englaud, about

He was a tradesman in London in 1 Go4, a member of the

settled on ihe east side of Cousin's river in Free port, a pari of tb* 
ancient We8fcuston;o or North Yarmouth. The point and island n**' 
took his name^ which the_v retain to this day. He became a brge 
land*holilcr here and in Falmouth, and was chiefly employed in tU 
development and improvement of tliis i)roperty. He was the com- 
mander of the traln-l>and of Nortii Yarmouth, a section of the uiili' 
tary company of Casco Bay. This t>fficer was armed with a lialtxjnli 
a coml)iitatioii of axe and spear, set on a long handle, and also c»^ 
ried a sword and pistol.

live whom they had previously taken farther east, in a most savage 
and cruel manner. Their bodies were found by some of the gar- 
rison and buried on the main. Soon after the garrison removed to 
Jewell's island, one of the moat distant from the main land on Casco 
Bay, and built a fort there to secure themselves till they could re- 
turn to Massachusetts* Not long after the building of the fort it 
iras attacked by a large party of Indians from the main ; but waa 
resolotely defended until many of tlio Indians being killed, the 
others tliought proper to leave the inland. A vessel soon after took 
the Inhabitants from the island and conveyed them to Bostcn« in 
which and its neighborhood they dispersed themselves.

' Joax* Lane (Jamei*) came with his parents from Maiden, Mass., 
in 16G0, to North Yarmouth, Me. lie married Dorcais Wallis, 
daughter of John Wallis, who came from Devonshire, England, was 
I iio early inhabitant of Falmouth, Me., and one of its foremost citi- 
tens. He settled near bis wife's father at Porpoodock Point in 
1687, and here bad five children. On the second deslructiou of 
Fdmoutli by the Indians he came with his family to Gloucester, 
Mass., and settled in that part of the town which took his name, 
and 13 known to this day as Lanesville. He had probably been in 
Gloucester a few years when he and Daniel Day received in 1701 
tt grant of swamp-land ^* up in the woods above their houses, with 
the consent of John llaraden, Siimuel Sargent, Edward Haraden 
and the rest of the neighbors.'* In 170-1 he had a grant of ten acres 
on the Cove, to which his name was subse^jueatly attached. In 1726 
he was living on tlie northern part of Plum Cove Neekj when he 
had a grant of hiud there near bis bouse. lie also had large rcid

iJi^otes. — The record in Gloucester Records gives the residence of 
rj Ashby as '*of Beverly." A friend who searched the records 
irrites: ^ Besides the two children (first named) there were former- 
ly on the record Martha, Ebenezer, Deborah, Andrew and another; 
all more or leas illegible several years ago, and now almost gone." 
We here !ind a connecting link in the chain of ancestry of the late 
Ebenezer Lane, of Oxford, Ohio, who, with his brother Andrew 
Lane, founded the well-known Theological School in Cincinnati^ 
itjfled, in memory of its foiniders, " Lane Theological Seminary.** 
Elj€nezer, one of the children " formerly on the record and now 

ftlmost gone/' was the grandfather of these founders. In replj to 
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a letter of inquiry addressed to Ebetiezer Lane of Oxford, m 1 8G9, 
he wroU% dated 24th October, ** My graudfuiher was a native of 
Gloucester, MosSm followed the sea, and mailed as Master of a veaad 
from the Port of Cape Ami. lie removed to New Gloucester, Me., 
in the year 1770, and was among the first settlers of that town. In 
Maiue he followed the farming and lumbering business* aud kept a 
Hotel in New Gloucester for over forty years* He died at his resi- 
de uee in that [>luce at the advanced age of niaety-ihree yearsi with- 
out, 60 far as 1 can learOf having a day^s gickness in his life. He 
had six children, three sons and three daughters. My father, Ebeo- 
eier Lane, Jr., was the olde&t, born at Gloucester, Mass., in 1763, 
and died of apoplexy in New Gloucester, Maine, in 1810. My 
father followed the farming and lumbering business, and was part 
owner of several mills, but became much embarrassed in the latter 
part of his life and left his family poor. I was his eldest son, and 
left at the age of seventeen with nothing but my mother and three 
of the youngest children to sup(*ort ami debts to pay* But poverty 
is a good thing to begin the world witli, and if rightly improved we 
can I earn something useful from it, that we never would learn if 

* born rich. My father had Line children, five sons and four daugh- 
lei's ; one sou died in infancy ; all the other children arrived at ma- 
ture age. My brother Andrew was in the mercantile business with 
me some years in New Orleans, La., and died in New Haven, CU, 
in 1862, aged 66, leaving an estate of about SCO,000, With the 
aid of myself and Andrew, brothers William and George were eda» 
cated at Bowdoln College, Maine. William graduated in 1819, 
went to Louisiana, was Professor in Louisiana College, resigned in 
about a year and went into the mercantile business and then to 
planting cotton, and now resides on his plantation in East Feliciana 
Parish » Lu. George, after leaving college, went to Princeton to 
study fur the ministry. After remaining lliere one or two years, 
was taken sick with consum[itirjn, went to Virginia and died. One 
sister, the youngest of the faunly* is living in this state, 

'* I mairied in New Orleans in 182^>, Celesta Hearsey, daughter 
of Edward Hearsey, Esq., a native of Charlestovvu, Ma.ss. I lost my 
wife tliiee ye^rs ago [18ij7J last April. We had four children, two 
sons and two daughters. My oldest son, Edward Paysou Lane^ died 
last May, leaving a widow and four children. Both mother and 
son died enjoying n good hope through grace of a blessed immortAl- 
ity. My sun Jolm Howard Lane is married and lives in Memphia* 
Tenn. Ojie of my dangliters remains unmtirried, the other married 
a Methodist minister who has charge of the Methodist church in 
this place." 

The above sketch, written when over seventy years of age, fa of 
special interest as giving valuable information which could not oth- 
erwise be now obtained. By furtht^r research we hope to supplft* 
ment this graphic outline of family history with items of nam€«t 
dates and memorial notes, which may complete the record of tliii 
goodly line. In the same letter giving the above sketch Mr. Lift® 
writes of the Seminary as follows : "The plan of founding that h** 
stitution originated with mystilf. My brother Andrew Lane joined 
me in a donation to it. It has able Professors and a good lihraf)' • 

^and I trust it has done good. But it has not met my ei:peci 
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The object of its establishment was to prepare indigeut young men 
for the Gospel Ministry, and the maDual labor systera was to be 
made a prominent feature of the Institution, by which young men 
oould preserve their health and meet all or nearJy all their ne- 
cessary expenses. But the manual labor department was badly 
managed and was abolished. About this time the slavery ques- 
tion <aused much excitement, and resulted in one of the best 
Professors and about sixty of the student^s leaving and going 
to Oberlin. This was a heavy blow to Lane Seminary, but was 
A great means of building up Obeiliu, which is now the largest 
and I think the best institution in the state. I still have the 
strongest confidence in manual labor schools when well managed. 
But we all know nothing prospers badly managed, I believe in 
educating the sexes together* and the manual labor system made 
mores prominent than it ever has been in any Institution. Twelve 
hours in the twenty -four should be equally divided between study 
and labor. The health and expenses of the student require six hours 
lalior per day^ and ^ix hours devoted to mental culture will enable a 
young man of fair tidcnts to get a good education, and one who can- 
not get it in this time is not worth educating. There are many young 
men and women in the country who could obtain a liberal education by 
their own daily labor if suitable institutions were ei^tabliiihed, It is 
the poor we should asdst in rising in the world. The rich can take 
care of themselves. I have a good farm iierc of 107 acres* and a 
house 38 by 7G feet, sufficiently large for the beginning of a manual 
labor school, and would use it for this purpose if 1 could get a suit* 
able person to join me iu establishing a school of this kind.*'

It is traced from un 
ittrlj chart (sans date) of the New England coast deposited in the 
J*ublic Record Office, London, It was found by the writer while 
Searching for origbal material to embellish his Commeixial History 
>f Long Island Sound. 

This fac-i*iniile shows about one-eighth of the original projection 
rom Cape Briton I^jland and to the Renslow Ilills, which are located 
ibout the position of the Highlanda of Nuve-Sinkc in New Jersey, 
latitude 40^ 25" North and longitude 73^ 45" West, and being 
be most southern point laid down on this chart, which we judge 
as constructed by a Hydrographical Survey party of British officers 
)etween the years 1720 and 1730. The Coast Soundings both sides

On the chart from which this section is taken, the coasts towna 
are briefly noticed. The entrance orer Sandy Hook Bar gives 
BOundiDgs of three fathoms, and New York is noted as a " very fine 
and large city — ^good roads and harbor and a place of great trade 
with many farms adjuining." Long Island Sound is shown as a 
narrow arm of tlie sea, and off Sands Puint '^ ye cydes of flood 
partcth at ; and at White Stone then runneth East and West,*' The 
Stratford Shoal Grounds, now marked witli a lighthouse called 
'* Sand Banks," then probably dry, except at high water, and when 
visited by Block in 1614, tliere were two islands called ''De Veers** 
New Haven town, showing a church and several houses, is mew 
as ""on a small river witli many good farms, ^ and the " Iron \\ 
lias importance enough to be noticed alone, and on a river of con- 
siderable magnitude. The Thimbles arc called "^Onc Hundred 
Islands,'' and Faulkner s Islaud called "* Falcon's Island,** The 
Connecticut river, " a place of great tnide — many vessels built and 
much copper ore," and at New London Mr. Winthrop's house is 
plainly located, a church, with houses, also the fine harbor noted. 

This chart has data enough noted upon it to form the basis of a 
most interesting artielci which the writer proposes to give at a later 
date.

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WENTWORTH GENEALOGY— THE HITHERTO 
UNKxXOWN COUNCILLOR PAUL. 

By Hon. John Wentworth, LL.D., of Chicago. 

THE histories of New Hampshire, of Dartmouth College, and the 
Wentworth Genealoi^y, make allusion to Paul Wentworth, who 
was one of Gov. John Wentworth's council, and was generally spo- 
ken of as Paul Wentworth of London.* Gov. Wentworth in his 
last return to the Home Government, dated March 30, 1775, says: 

Paul Wentworth, resident in London ; not yet sworn in, appointed in 
1770. 

In one of Gov. Wentworth's letters he expresses a desire to have 
him made Lieutenant Governor. His name is mentioned in several 
New Hampshire land grants, in one of which his name is coupled with 
that of William Wentworth of Barbadoes, West Indies. In 1789 
Dartmouth College conferred the degree of LL.D. upon him. He 
had a large estate in Surinam, where he died in December, 1793. 

Rev. William Perkins' Apthorpe (971-3 of the Wentworth Gen- 
ealogy) writes from Tallahassee, Florida, 13 March, 1873, that 
this Paul Wentworth created an annuity for Mr. Apthorp's grand- 
mother, sister of Lady Wentworth. Rev. Mr. Apthorp also says ' 
the plantation where Paul Wentworth died was called Kleinhope, 
and was some distance up the river from Parimaribo. Rev. Rich- 
ard Austin, of the Church of England, owned the plantation at latest 
dates. 

This exhausted my information until I caused a search of the Bar- 
badoes records for Went worths. The records begun with 1640.

Xt)r can we 
ascertain the relationship between the two Williams, abstracts of 
whose wills are printed above. The first William, however, calls 
Paul his son, whilst the second William alludes to projKTty acquired 
throuirh Paul deooascd. between these wills is the ditteri'nce in 
years between 17r>() and 17l>7, and in the records between Vol. 30 
and Vol. 52. St> it is possible that the second William may have been 
a son of the first Williuni and a brother of Paul. This would make 
Johannah Went worth, the wife of Ivcv. Kichard Austin, who was 
living on the estate of Paul at last dates, the niece of Councillor 
Paul.

This Richard' Walderne came to America, it is said, in 1635, 
" to Sec the Country, lie stayed about two Years and returned to 
Enghuid and there Marryed a Gentlewoman of a very good tamily 
(who^e parents were very unwilling She Should come away) her 
names are not remembered nor of w^ place."* 

The matter above quoted is from the fragment of a letter from 
James Jeffrey to Councillor Richard' Waldron, the Major's grand- 
son. 

Major Walderne came to America with his young wife about 
16.-57 ; after whose death he married Anne Scammon, sister of Rich- 
ard. His children were — Paul," who died in Algiers about 1669 
(probably on board one of his father's vessels). Timothy,' who died 
while a student in Harvard College. Richard," born 1650. Anna,' 
married Rev. Joseph Gerrish. Elnathau,' born July (3, 1(>5*J, in 
Boston; died Dec. 10, 1659. Esther,* born Dec. 1, 1660, in 
Boston; married (1) Henry p]lkins, (2) Abraham Lee, June 21, 

168(), (3) Richard Jose, and (4) . She died in the Isle 

of Jersey. Mary,* born Sept. 14, 1663, in Boston, died youny. 
Eleazer,* born May 1, 1665. Elizabeth,* born Oct. 8, 16«»(J; 
married John Gerrish, of Dover. Maria,* born July 17, 16l)8; 
died about the age of fourteen. 

Richard,* the son of Major Walderne, changed the surname io 
Waldron, and tlie family has since been known as Waldron. lie 
married (1) Hannah Cutt, Feb. 16, 1681, who died Feb. 14, l<)Si, 
at the birth of her first child; (2) Eleanor Vaughan, who died 
September, 1727. He died Nov. 3, 1730. His children were— 
Richard,^ born 1682 (by his first wife), who died aged alwut 
eleven months. Richard' (2d), born Feb. 21, 1693-4; ilargiiret,' 
born Nov. 16, 1695; William,^ born 1697; Annie,^ born I<)99; 
Abigail,' born 1702; Eleanor,' born 1704. 

It is supposed that Major Walderne was a man of some pro[)erty 
when he came to this country, as he purchased a large tract of land 
at Cocheco (Dover, N. H.), where he settled about 1640, erected 
saw-mills, established his business, and made his home. He was i 
man of remarkable enterprise and al)ility, and by wise investment 
and diligent use of his opportunities acquired a large pri»j)erty for 
his times. He established a truck-house for the accommodation of 
the Indians, and his own gain, at Pennacook, in 1668, and it \«tt 
there that an Englishman, Thomas Dickinson, was killed by an 
Indian who was drunk, and whom the Indians immediately i)unished

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with death. An investigation ensued, and Major Walderne was 
accused of selling or furnishing liquors at his truck-house, which 
made the Indian drunk, contrary to the laws and the special terms 
of the treaty. The papers in this case are preserved in the Mass. 
Archives, Vol. 30, pp. 154-161. The liquors w^ere said to be sold 
by tlie hand of Paul Waldeme, son of the Major, and Peter Coffin. 
During the investigation, the Major was suspended from his office by 
his brother magistrates, but upon his own oath as to his entire inno- 
cence of complicity, either direct or indirect, in the affiiir, and upon 
the evidence, he was acquitted as well as his son, and was restored 
to his office and power, while Peter Coffin was convicted and fined 
fifty pounds. He was much in public life, and exerted a wide in- 
fluence in various ways. He was representative to the General 
Court for thirteen years, and was Speaker of the House for seven 
years ; was appointed to be a magistrate for the North Circuit of old 
Norfolk County, consisting of Portslnouth and Dover, and also of 
the County of York. 

Major Walderne seems to have been in full sympathy with the 
strictest puritans of Massachusetts Colony, and a sturdy champion 
of colonial rights and ecclesiastical authority, if we regard his severe 
treatment of the Quakers within his jurisdiction, as zeal for the 
church. His wide influence among the people is seen to have 
been due to general popularity, by his large vote at elections in the 
times when people dared to put their will, and meant to put their 
. conscience into their votes. In his extensive trade with the Indians 
and in constant comnmnication with them, he seems to have kept their 
confidence, and to have had very little trouble with them in the thirty- 
five years that he had lived near them. There had been provoca- 
tions doubtless on the part of the P^nglish as well as the Indians, 
and the Major, in common with other magistrates, was obstinate and 
stupidly severe in the administration of English law upon a wild, 
heathen people, who had no more idea of its meaning than of 
Sanskrit. The Indians knew the meaning of gratitude as well as 
vengeance ; they could bide their time and dissemble suljmission, but 
they did not forget. Dover was a frontier town, and, several years 
before the war, houses had been fortified and a stockade set up 
about the meeting-house to prevent a surprise. Large numbers of 
Indians were coming and going among the settlers, were received 
and entertained in their houses, were well acquainted with the habits 
Md peculiarities of their home-life and ways of business and wor- 
ship, and it is probal)le that there was no other place in the Colony 
r where the relations of settlers and Indians were more free and kindly 
[ than in this settlement at Dover. At the same time, here as else- 
where, the English regarded the Indians with ill-concealed contempt 
M inferior beings, and not really worth conciliating in permanent 
friendship, but to be tolerated till such time as they could be con- 
Teniently driven away. 
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It i? probable that in militarv matters, as in all others, the direc- 
tion had been in the hands of Major Waldemc. The first record I 
have t'uiind relating to this is the following commififiion from the 
General Court, Oclt. 7, 1G74:

AVheu the alarm of the attack upon Swansea reached the people, 
measures were at once taken to secure these frontier towns, and the 
colonial authorities took steps to assist the more exposed and weaker 
settlements. The following letter will show the Council alert also 
to secure active cooperation of forces all along the lines :

An account of the expedition referred to in the letter, has been j 
given iu a former chapter relating to Capt. Mosely. The Penna- 
cooks anil their allied families took no part in the war, but they did 
not and perhaps could not prevent the hostile or " strange ^ Indians 
from passing from tribe to tribe, and occasionally small war parties 
going back and forth frv>m the East to the West, found entertain- 
ment in these tribes, but were not joincil by them in their hostile 
moveiuiiits, though some of their young men may liave been enticed 
to j*»in the lu'Stiles on occasions. 

In the beginning, the Indians, bent mostly upon plunder, seem to 
have broken up into small parties, which could easily find out and 
strike tx[H»sed points hero and there, and when necessary for some 
large enterprise, could swiftly concentrate their forces at any given 
time ami place. 

The first depredations of these Indians upon these northeastern 
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□tiers began in September, 1675, at Oyster River (now Durham, 
H.) ; they burnt two houses of "the Cheslies," killed two men 
ft canoe upon the river, captured an old Irishman and a young 
n, both of whom escaped in a few weeks by the help of a friendly 
lian. Three Indians, viz., John Sampson, Cromwel and John 
ide, waylaid Goodman llobinson and his son, of Exeter, on their 
Y to Hampton, and killed the father, the young man escapinfi; to 
mpton. These same Indians captured Charles Randlet, of Ex- 
r, who soon after escaped. The house of Richard Tozer at

^apt. John Wincoll, who lived at Berwick, seems to have been

The above letter of Major Walderoe sofBciently explains the eita- 
tion of affairs at the Eastward. The entire population withdrew 
lito their fortified houses, which were garrisoned as well aa possible 
ath the inhabitants of the townsj Major Walderne holding a email 
erve force at Portsmouth and Dover to assist whenever one set- 
ement was more threatened than another. The great tribes which 
Dnfronted the eastward settlementa and had the controlling influ- 
Boe in the war in these parts were, the Amnioecogginig, who lived 
pan what is now called the Androscoggin River ; the Pequakets, 
hose chief rendezvous was at the head waters of the Suco in the 
sent town of Fryeburg ; the Ossipees, near the lake of that name ; 
Pennacooks, who held a large tract of country in the vicinity of 
oncord, N, H* These larger had gathered the remnants of several 
powerful tribes which had held the lands along the coast from 
iDebec to the Piscataqua, but wliich had been almost annihilated 
tiie internal wars which raged after the overthrow of the great 
shaba," who had lived on the Penobscot and had held all these 
tribes in subjection* In the struggle for supremacy which 
'ncceeded, a great part of the fighting men in all the tribes were 
le^royed. This was at its height when Sir Kichard Hawkins vis- 
ted the coaat in 1615» A great plague followed this war, which 
riy depopulated the whole region along the shores before the 
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Pilgrims came to Plymouth in 1620. The Aramoscoggme and Pe- 
quakets were hostile to the English, and it was their depredatiorw, 
assisted by the restless tribes on the Kennebec and bejond, thui 60 
troubled this easteru frontier in the war of 1675-7* 

The Pennacooks had alwaya been peaceful towards the Engliili 
since the first settlement. Passaconaway w^as their chief at tlie ew- 
Heat mention we have of them, and was still alive and active for tim 
welfare of his tribe in 1663, thoui^h at great age, for it was proba- 
bly about this time that Major Gookin saw him (as he writes la 
1677) "alive at Pawtucket when he was about a hundred and twea- 
ty years old." lie seems to have been a chief of remarkable ability 
and wisdom, and had some sort of dominion over many tribes, and 
there is some evidence that he bore the sway of a '^ Bashaba,** or 
Great Sagam^ire. He was reputed by the Indians to be a jg^rcst 
" Powow " and to possess supernatural powers, and was held to be 
a " sorcerer " by the English, and doubtless had some wrts of the 
jugtjler by which he gained this renown. 

He had several sons and daughters, one of whom married Witi* 
ncpurkitt, eaehem of Sangus, whom the English called Grorgt 
Kumuey marsh, upon the story of whose marringe, found in Mor- 
ton's "' New Canaan," the poet Whittier based the legend of liii 
poem, "The Bridal of Pennaeook/' There is evidence that another 
of his daughters married '' Numphow/* ruler of the WamesiU* 
father of " Sani'^ Nutnphow." 

A petition to the General Court, October 10, 1G65, sh«> 
names of those who petitioned several years before for pei 
" to redeerae our pore brotlier and cuntryman " " out of pri- 
bondage, whose Name is Nanamocomuck ttie eldest son of i ^ ->- 
conewa," He is said to have gone to the Auimoscoggins soon allLf, 
and it is probable that he died there. The celebrated K i 
was, it is supposed, his eon, and was sachem of the Penmi 
Wannalancet retired ; he will be mentioned later on. The 
lish called him John Ilogkins. 

It is said that near the close of his life Passaconaway called hii 
people together and gave them his farewell charge, recounting hii 
own early struggles against the English, which had proved in vala* 
and, showing the steady increase of the white people everywhere to 
spite of all opposition, he urged upon them their only safe policj, 
peaceful su I amission to and friendship with the English. 

Upon Waunalancct'a succession to his fither^s title and atati'Ti, 1(« 
kept faith with the English as his father had done and advised, linl 
notwithstanding the many wrongs and provocations received hr hii 
people, and tlie urgent appeals of hostile tribes, he remained tniti 
and was held in high esteem by the authorities of the colony. Itii 
probable, however, that moat of the power of his father 
tribes fell away from him, for he seems to have had littl 
witli the Aramoscoggins or Pequakets when war was onoe beguti, 
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When he saw that it was to become a general war, and foresaw 
that, remaiining in the vicinity of the English settlements, his peo- 
ple could hardly fail to be drawn into eome active participation in 
it, either for or against the English, he prudently withdrew to 
Mfe retreatd whenever the hostile forces approached his country ; 
uid be displayed not only prudence but, in the case when Capt* 
Moaely marched to Pennacook and burnt bis village and dcstro3^ed 
the property and stored food of his people, great patience and 
power ; for he restrained bis warriors, who pressed biin earnestly 
for permission to ambush and cut o0' lIosely*s company, which 
Uiey were in capacity, both of numbers and opportunity, to do. 

To the friendly intercourse which Dover kept up with Wannalan- 
oel wa» due, probably in some measure, its immunity from repeated 
tisaiilta. The AVameaite, living at what id now Lowell, formerly 
Chelmsford, were under the supervision of Lieut, Richardson of that 
town, and were a quiet, reputable "praying village" under the nn- 
Iteodiate nde of ** Jfumphow,** who, as has been intimated, was pro- 
'btbly the brother-in-law of Wannahincet, These Indians suffered 
I great outrage at the bands of some English Lidian abaters, who 
opan the burning of a barn of Lieut- Richardson at Chelmsford by 
lome s^kulking hostile Indians, immediately and without nulhority as- 
nulled these helpless Wamesits, wounding five women and children, 
md killing outright a lad, wounding his mother, daughter of Saga- 
more John and widow of another sagamore, " Tohatoonee,** a tried 
friend of the English. Numphow, with his praying village, fled to 
Pennacook to Wannalancet, and wrote to Lieut. Henchman com- 
tmndtng at Chelmsford garrison, a letter explaining their flight. 

It was by such outrages as these that those Indians who inclined 
to peace were alienated, and those already inclined to war embitter- 
^y and many of the young men of the Wamesits undoubtedly joined 
ttia hostile Indians, and passed to the eastward to swell the ranks 
«iid uicrea«e the eflSciency of those bands of Ammoscoggins and Pe- 
quakets, who, with the " strange Indiana " from the Nipmucks and 
wedtem tribes, were carrying destruction to the eastward settlements. 
The Indians were said to be led in general hy " Squando,'' sagamore 
«if SttOO, formerly a great friend of the English, but, outraged by the 
treatment of his wife and child by some English sailors, became 
with vengeful hatred towards all the English* These sailors, 
said, seeking to test the common report that Indian children 
aM swim naturally, like the young of beasts, malicioualy upset 
I conoc containing the woman and child ; the child sank in the river, 
lit the mother diving to the bottom saved it, which, however, soon 
dying, its death was imputed to this treatment, Squando was 
to be n great powow or wizard, and was probably the most in- 
lutntial chief from the Penobscot to the Piscataqua. It was not 
PitiHp's, but his own war that he was fighting against these eastern

Indians gathered into larger bodies, with the evident deeiga to rediiee 
these garrisons one by one, while they warily watehed to cat off aU 
Btragglera who attempted to pass from one to another, October 7th 
was observed as a day of public humiliation, and on that day thr«c 
men were killed near Newichewannock, and soon after a garrison w« 
assaulted and an old man named Beard was killed just outside tfat 
honse, and other houses were burnt* On October 16th a large body 
of Indians, said to be a hundred, gathered towards the settlement of 
Salmon Falls, and surprising Richard Tozer at hia house half a mik 
from the garrison, killed him and captui'ed bis son, Lieut, BogBt 
Plaisted, who was in command at the garrison, hearing the guoi rf 
this attack, immediately sent seven men to find out the cause, wh«i 
they were ambushed, and two or three were killed, and the othert 
barely escaped back to their garrison. Lieut. Plaisted at once 
patclied a messenger with tJie following letter to Major Wald 
which Mr* Hubbard, believing it to have been " the last Time 
ever that good and useful Man set Pen to Paper," inserted ia 
history, and probably obtained the letter for that purpose from Mt*

Major Wftlderne was in no condition now to weaken his own 
sons, and had not the valor of Lieut. Plaisted outrun his discr 
his garrison as well as himself and family would have been safbJ 
their defence ; but venturing out with an ox-team guarded by tws 
meni to bring in their dead for burial, they fell into an amUushi 
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]iey had recovered the body of Tozer, and bad returned to the 
iwamp near the garrisoD where the others lay dead. It was the old 
Jtory, a total surprise, a brave but vain detenoe, a sullen retreat, 
ind Lieut, Plaiated with his sons, bravely covering the retreat, was 
lurrounded and overwhelmed, but with proud defiance choosing

) and buried tlie dead. Within a kw weeks, however, they 
turned and began depredations in the same places, and ventured 
far as Sturgeon Creek, where Capt* Frost had relaxeil his vigi- 
and was working on his farm near his house, in which it is 
hie his boys were set to watch. The Indians crept up and 
bed a volley at him before he was aware of their presence ; but he 
»ped unharmed to his own house, where he began to issue orders 
a loud voice as though he liiul a large company of soldiers, which 
frightened the Indians that they passed on and left him unmo- 
led, though his entire force was but three boys, possibly Ins sons.

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Before June, 1676, the southern Indiana, scattered and pursued 
from their tribes and homes, and fearing extermmation , had hiddes 
themselves amongst these eastern Indians, and hoped to escape thua 
the vengeance of the English. In the mean time the eastern tribes 
themselves, through tlie mediation of Wannalancet and Major Wal- 
deme, were trying in various ways to atone for past crimes. June 
3, 1676, Wannalancet came in with several others of his sacJiemB 
and brought some English captives, and also the Indians who bftd 
been engaged in the killing of Thomas Kembal of Bradford, a month 
before, and the capture of his family. This Indian was called 
" Symon ^ in the petition of Kembars widow for reilress, August 1, 
1676. Two others were taken and delivered up at this time, "An- 
drew,** who was inipHcated with Symon, and Peter, engaged in another 
crime ; these were delivered by Wannalancet and his chiefs, and 
the captives, among them Kembars family, were offered as a token 
of their repentance and as an atonement for their crime • But our 
magistrates, a little doubtful that the price was sufficient, threw 
these three Indiana into prison at Dover for the time, from which 
they soon escaped, and going to the eastward joined the Kennebec 
and Aramoscoggins in the renewed hostilities later on.

He 
ijgije his mark to these articles, but later in life and before 1750 he 
vaa fu£ScientIy educated to attach hid own signature in very good 
Btyle to legal papers.

The historio^n':4»her would iiitoriu the sooiecy. that the sketches pie- 
pared tor the Rkgister are iie^.v^iviruy hriot in oonseijuenoe of tha 
lliuited space which caa be appropriated. All ihe facts, however, he ii 
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able to gather, are retained in the Archives of the Society, and will aid in 
more extended memoirs for which the " Towne Memorial Fund," the gift 
of the late WDIiam B. Towne, A.M., is provided. Four volumes, printed 
at the charge of this fund, entitled " Memorial Biographies," edited by 
the Committee on Memorials, have been issued. They contain memoirs of 
all the members who have died from the organization of the society to the 
year 1862. A fifth volume is in preparation. 

The Rev. John Bathurst Deane, M.A., F.S.A., of Batli, England, a corresponding 
member, admitted March 2, 1847, died at Bath, June 12, 1887, in his 90th year. He 
was a son of Captain Charles Meredith Deane of the 24th Light Dragoons,' and was 
bom at the Cape of Good Hope, Aug. 27, 1797. His mother was Ann, daughter of 
John Deone, of Hartley Court, Berks, J. P. and deputy lieut. for the county. She 
was the author of A Tour Through the Upper Provinces of Hindostan between the 
JMTS 1804 and 1814, published at London in 1823. Her husband, early in 1799, 
niled to India with her, taking their son Bathurst with them. They remained there 
till the son was in his eighth year, through a period of disturbance and warfare. 
The father performed various distinguished services, and on one occasion was re- 
warded on the field by Lord I^ake, with the promise of a cornetcy in his own regi- 
■ent, for his eldest son Charles, then a boy of fourteen in England. 

Bathurst was brought home to England by his mother, and sent to the Bath Gram- 
ttar School. He was a boy of great spirit, talent and imagination, and under Mr. 
Morgan, the master of the school, gained special proticiency in elegiac Latin verse. 
From Bath he was removed to Merchant Taylors' Scliool, London, and thence to 
Pembroke College, Cambridge. This was ** the college of the martyrs llidley, Kogers 
nd Bradford, of the poets Spencer, Gray and Mason, and of the Ulustrious states- 
Bin William Pitt." He took his B. A. degree in January, 1 820. 

A year later Mr. Deane was ordained deacon, and was appointed to the curacy of 
Flnnpton, Devon, and soon after to Ivy Bridge. " In 1822, he was invited to accept 
ijonior mastership at Merchant Taylors' School — the beginning of thirty- two years 
of trduous but satisfactory work. A strict disciplinarian and highly successful mas- 
ter, he was feared and venerated by his pupils. He had a commanding presence and 
Toicc, his individuality was strong, and his talents were undeuiuble. Those who 
W€ie boys under him, several of wliom became distinguished men, never forgot him, 
ind heartily thanked their • dear old master ' for the solid mental training by which 
they had been benefited throughout their whole career." 

He held the curacies respw'tively of St. Benet Fink and St. Michael, Wood Street, 
London, and was elected in 1828 to the lectureship of the chapel of the Philanthropic 
Society, •* a post much sought after in those days when pulpit eloquence was held of 
ioremoMt importance." He was elected a fellow of the Society of Antiquaries in 
1829, and a few years later was placed on the Council and admitted into the Anti- 
qauian's Club, which was limitcKl to the most eminent members of the Society. Mr. 
Way, Mr. Koach Smith and Mr. Deane, with three other gentlemen, originated the 
Archipological Association, and the first number of the Journal was planned in 1846 
It his house in Finsbury Circus, London. In that year he seceded, in conjunction 
vilh Mr. Way and other gentlemen, from the Arelueological Association, and founded 
tile Archarological Institute, now fiourishing under Koyal patronage." 

In 18.5.5. he was appointed to the living of St. Martin's Outwieh, London, and 
chaplain to the Merchant Taylors' Company. In 1872, St. Martin's was united with 
St Helen'.s "one of the most interesting and venerable churches in Ijondon." In 
that year " Mr. Deane's active literary career was brought to an end by a sad event 
—the los» of hiB sight. It was. however, in the sixteen remaining years of life that 
the strength and -courage of his character became conspicuous, in liis cheerful en- 
Airince of this deprivation, his unfailing brightness of mind and his unselfish 
temper."

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Hf ira« married the second time. May 17, 1865, to Miss Mary Isabella, daughter of 
Hon Leonard Chase, of Milford, N. II. From this marriagu there were two chil- 
dren, Mary Isabella and Leonard ('hast', >vho with their mother Kuriivi'. 

Since 1858, Mr. Wason's home ha» been in lirookline, where he has been prominent 
in m>oiety, and an active and influential member of the Harvard Con<;r('<;ational 
Church, lie bore an important part in the building of the present beautiful stone 
church in which the Harvard congregation worships. 

WiLUAM Perkins, Esq., a life member and benefactor, admitted May 0, 1870, was 
bom in Boston Oct. 4, 1804, and died at his residence on Beacon Street, Bo.ston, 
July 13, 1887. His father was Samuel Perkins, born in Boston, Sept. 2, 1770, and 
his mother wa« Elizabeth Call, bom in Boston, in 1773. His grandfather, William 
Perkins, a Major of Artillery in the Revolutionary Army, and commander of Port 
Independence, was bom in 1742, and die<l Oct. 27, 1802. 

Mr. Perkins has been a Boston resident throuj^hout the whole of his long life and 
has been a prominent citizen, holding many offices of public responsibility and trust. 
He wa» l*re»ident of the China Mutual Insurance Company, succeeding Mr. Prancis 
Bacon in this office in 1877. He was president of the Tremont National Bank. He 
vas trained for his active business life in the store of Hubert (x. Shaw, and afterwards 
became a member of the fimi. He was l*resident of the Provident Institution for 
Savings, and a Director in the Xew England Mutual Life Insurance Company in its 
ttrlv days. 

ifr. Perkins was united in marriage in November, 183o, with Miss Catharine C. 
Amor>', daughter of John Amory, of I)orclu>ter, Mass. Prom tliis marriage there 
were four children, three sons and one daughter. His son Junies Amory Perkins was 
killed at Fort Wagner, in August, 18(53. Another son, Capt. William Edward 
Perkinff, who served in the' war of the rebellion, died in 1879. Hie leaves an only 
dinghter, the wife of Dr. John Ilomnns. 

In a ripe old age he closes a life of usefulness, dignity and worth, a good represen- 
totive of Boston's substantial citizens of an earlier day. He was familiarly associated 
in public duties and cares with our late honored President, Hon. Marshall P. Wilder. 

Jonathan Edwards, M.D., a life member, admitted Dec. 13, 1879, was 
bom in Troy, N. Y., Oct. 5, 1841, and died in New Haven, Conn., June 19, 
1^86. His father was Jonathan Edwards, born in Hartford, Sept. 27, 1798, and 
hi; mother was Maria Champion, born in Colchester, Conn., Sept. 2;>, 1813. 

Hi# earliest American ancestor was Wiliiam* Edwards of Hartford, Ct. (H)39), 
who married in 164o Mrs. Aj^nes S|)encer. Then tlie line from him ran throuj^h 
Richanl^ Edwanls ami Elizabeth Tultle; Timothy^ and Esther Stoddard; 
Jonathan^ and Samh Pierreijont; Jonathan. I).l).*, known as the younirer 
Rlwanl'*; Jonathan W.*, a distiniruished lawyer of Hartford, and Jonathan^ of 
Hartford, to Jonathan the subject of this sketch. Not many men are permitted 
to look back along such a line of ancestry. Timothy' was a gra«luate of Harvard 
b 1»I91 : Jonathan the great metaphysician.

Hero 
we have fix continuous generations of college iiraduates. 

Ihr. Edwanls's early years were passed in Xew Haven. lie commenced his 
preparatory studies for Yale College with Addison Van Xame, and completed 
them with Ilawley Olmsted, LL.D., of the Hopkins Grammar School, Xew 
Haven. He was graduate<l at Yale in the class of 1803. 

The year after his tjrad nation he commenced his medical studies in Troy, 
K. Y. He attended lectures at the Albany Medical School, and comj)leted liis 
coarse in connection with the College of Phvsiciaus and Surgeons in X'ew York 
CitT. 

W'e cannot better complete tliis brief sketch tlian by copying from the Yalo 
Obituary Record of 1886. When he had finished his medical studies, the record 
ttfi:

Milton is f'dr many rcaHons one of the most intcrestin<; towns in Maflsacbusctts, 
and it is well tliat its history has been written }>efore all the elder inhabitants, in 
whose ineniorie*< oM traditions and facts lie stored, have ))af\sed away. This histoiy 
covers a ;:reat deal of irround and tn-ats of man}' subjects. First in every scnM 
comes what mi«j:ht he tilled the natural history ot the town ; the rare beauty of iti 
situation lictwecn sea sh(»re and country ; itf river to which the Charles payi 
tribute; its Hlue Hills which uive a name to the State they adorn : the unrivalled 
l)eauty of the views fruin its various heifrhts ; its quarries, its water power and 
its tl'ini. The Indian life in the town, inoiudini; the settlement of Punkapoag, IB 
noticed ; and letters are jjiven from Or. J. Hammond Trumbull explaining the mean- 
ing of the Indian name, Unquctyquissct. and settling the origin of the name Massa- 
chusetts. An account follows of the early inhabitants of Dorchester, who settled 
on the Booth ot the river before the inrorporation, with an ancient plan showing the 
location nf their gnints, and the first tax lists. There are notii»es of several of the 
old Itunilies, and of someof the mt^re distiniruished inhabitants, as (toy. Hutchinson, 
Gov. Belcher, Rev. Josej)h Emers.>n, Kev. Samuel Man, Rev. Peter Thacher, Got. 
Robhins. Gen. Sumner, (X:c. There are chapters on (dd houses and landmarks, on 
highways and byways, and in cimnection with these last is a m«>st excellent his- 
torical map showing all the old houses and roads ; all the roads l)eing dated, and 
the earlier ones so carefully distinguished that they can be detected at once. A 
chaj)ter on *' First Things " claims for Milton several useful inventions or ** intro- " 
ductions '' besides the railway, pai)er mill, chocolate mill and grist mill which haie 
always b«*en allowed to her. A recent reviewer spetiks of the Grist Mill U ' 
Ix'longing to Milton " by construction " only, as it is on the Dorchester side of the 
river; hut as it was set off tt> Milton by the original act of incorporation in 1668, 
has always been and still is, taxed in that town, it seems as if Milton^s claim might ' 
be regarded as mon? than a constructive one. 

The famous Suflolk resolves are given in full, the only satisfactory thing to do in 
such casis. In a monumental work like a town history space should not be con- 
si<lered in comparison with the prenTvation in completeness and under one cover of : 
all important docunicntH. The chapter on the procee<lings relating to small-poi in \ 
180y will probably be a surj^rise to all hut the very few who have .«een the now nie I 
pamphlet which was printed and distributed by the town at the time. We would 
gladly have st'cn the whole proceedings reprinted. The History of Milton CemetefT '. 
is reprinted with some alterations from a j)amphlet issued several years ago; ana 
the military reCiird of the town has of course a good deal of space devoted to it, with 
a notice of Capt. Samuel Wadsworth. killed at Sudbury. There is also a v«y 
amusing acc<nint, hitherto unpuhlinhed, of a letter written to Gov. Hutchinson ht 
souie of his Milton neiirhbors on his departure for England, and the way in wbich 
the town " took them to Task " for it I Rev. Peter Thacher's diary is printed for 
the first time, but unfortunately its owner *' has seen fit" t) withhold parts of it 
Rev. Dr. Tcele, the Editor as he modestly calKs himself, claims as discoveries the 
followiuir, among others: — 

1. The ))robability that the First-Meeting House was on Milton Hill. 

2. The fact that a ministerial house was built on the Robert Vose lot in 1663. 

3. The fact that the tract of land in the southwest part of the town, about 340 ! 
acres, was obtained from Braintree in 1751.

We have rarely passed two or three hours more agreeably or profitably than in 
emsin^ this book, which not only contains a great many important and useful 
ij^j^tions to the compiler of a family history, but very valuable lists of the 
■meroiiB sources from which genealogical matter is to be obtained in England, 
ith moch information as to the means of getting at these sources, whether printed 
r manoAcript. The chapters on the surname, heraldry, kinship and systems of 
aaealog^y alone are sufficient to entitle the author to the thanks of every true 
CDcalogiBt, and yet these chapters, full of much needed instruction and common 
mte directions as they are, precede others of still more value, and which none but 
a experienced, practical and scholarly genealogist could have written. Mr, 
UIUinoTe shows that he is well acquaintecf with the metliods of investigation in 
jacTJrn ; and his familiarity with our prominent publications and standard authori- 
iv will attract the attention of the reader. In illustrating the ** Register method '* 
• introdooesa portion of the pedigree of Dean, as published in the Register for 
BG8, ahowing the descent of its present editor. He acknowledges in his preface 
idebtedneflB to Mr. Henry F. Waters, the Society's agent in England, and to other 
rell known and accomplished genealogists. 

It is a ''consummation devoutly to be wished" that every author of a family 
{■lory might be able to follow the plan which Mr. Phillimore outlinc.<i, as it would 
wolt in a most thorough and complete work, but we fear that often a lack of 
Mans, if not of material, will render this impracticable. On page 59 it is sug- 
{Hted that it is well to give a list of books and records examined without result, 
■ well as of those from which matter was obtained ; the only objection to this is, 
that it \» possible that some clue might escape the most patient investigator, which 
by chance another would find. If a person proposes to write the history of a family, 
weean think of no better preparation for him than to read carefully Mr. Phillimore's 
book, which will be of the ^reiitest assistance to all such, both in the old world and 
Ibenew. There is a good index, and the print is excellent.

The author of this valuable history of the career of the College of California, 
■ow merged in the University of California, was from the very start an earnest and 
penifltent worker in the cause to which he gave so large a share of his attention 
ad influence. Himself a graduate of Dartmouth, he was fully equipped for the 
M[; yet, not content with his own ideas, ho sought and received competent advice 
boiD the east, prominent among which was that of Rev. Dr. W^illiani M. Rogers, 
tf Bofton ; Rev. Henry Durant, the first professor in the College ; Rev. Dr. 
Binhnell, of Hartford, Conn. ; and the Society for the Promotion of Collegiate and 
Ibeological Education in the West. 

How labors were expended, the preparatory school started, various sites examined, 
lioids sought and secured, the college chartered, officered and opened, young men 
•docated and graduated, the public instructed through the j)ress, other depart- 
■eofci crystallized in the collcije town, till the University evolved, is delightfully 
told in iaene pages of Dr. Willey, who forgets not the historic duty of a list of the 
■embers, of the board of trustees, of the faculty and teachers, of its graduates and 
IliOfle upon whom honorary degrees were conferred. It is a remarkable record for 
ifteen yearjs, 185^1870. 

The appendix is devoted to a series of able, instructive and important papers, 
aoosiftiDg of commencement, anniversary and association orations from eminent 
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men, a poem from Bret Ilarte, a list of resident graduates in the State of Tariooi 
coller^eH throu<rhi)ut the United Stiitos, and a copious index. The first part of this 
volume was notiecil by us last July.

In a previous issue of thiti periodical, January, 1885, a short review of a sketel 
bearin:; the ahovc title w.is presented to our readers, and the author, profiting by 
the accumulations of additional material, has expanded his first narrative to the 
larj;er pro]V)rtions of a b;>und volume of nearly three hundred pages. Theanthori 
Mr. Darnell Davis, is an oificer in Her Majesty's customs service at Georji;etown, 
Dcmerara, British Guiana, and he brin;{s to this work the talents of an expert an- 
tiquary, as we have before had occasion t > speak of his archasological labors. The 
writer is co;!tiizant of his c mstant and valuable contributions to the history of 
the colonial )> )ssessions of En^;land on the Atlantic Coast as they have appeared 
in local puhlie-ations, and als.j aware of his generous assistance to Americto 
students in ri'spoct to questions of mutual interest to these islands and the aei* 
tlement of New Mnirland. The relations which existed l>etween these colonial poe- 
sessions diirin;i: the sixteenth century were more intimate than is i^eneraUy suppoo- 
ed, and the volume iK'fore us brings this out in several ways. These islands were 
often but the steppinij; stones for emigrants bound for New England — often tbej 
became proloni^ed abiding places. The subject of the volume is sufficiently indi- i 
cated by the title, and the author, with a mine of references at his command to f<^ ' 
tify his position, describes in an interesting narrative the varying fortunes of the 
two political factions in Barbados during the troublous times of the civil war. In 
that remote colony party spirit ran as high as in the old country, and each side 
made as much of their turn in ))Ower as their leaders did at the scene of action ia 
Kngland, and the author easily cnirries the reader through to the end by his grace- 
ful style of telling hist*->rical facts. 

The typographical appearance and press-work of the book is most excellent, and 
with its uncut edgi^ and ample margins is pleasant for a book-lover to behold. 
So many valiial>le documents are quote<i and citations given, that it seems Strang 
there should be no index, which would much enhance the value of the book, fur it 
must become a reference bf)>k for future gleaners in this field.

A glance at the four titles enumerated above will furnish tangible evidence that 
Dr. Shea, who ft)r the past thirty years has been the jrreat historical student in the 
field of lioman Catholic literature, is still doing yeoman service in his chosen field. 
No words can add to the reputation he has made already as a careful andinteIlij|eQt 
recorder of events relating to the establi«*hment of the Roman hierarchy in Amerm. 
These four tracts are contributions he makes to that history, and they are not only 
valuable as records, but interesting for perusal. This is i>articularly so with thf 
*' Account of the Voyage of the Ursulines to New Orleans in 1727," an early jottP- 
nal of a transatlantic pilgrimajre. The ** First Epic of Our Country," by uiptii« 
Gaspar de Villagra. a descriptive poem of thirty-four cantos, published in 161fti 
and relating in Castilian measures the Conquest of New Mexico. The sermon \i$ 
Rev. Matthew O'Brien, D.D., on the *• Death of George Washington," ie ■ 
patriotic tribute to the first president.

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A History of the Establishment of Diplomatic Relations with Persia, Marietta, 
Ohio : £. R. Alderman k Sons, Printers. 1887. 8vo. pp. 55. 

This work is '* compiled mainly from the official records and communications of the 
United States Gi>vernment and from contemporary writings." In 1880, when the 
Koords ioTnded Persia, though tliere was tlicn a treaty between that country and 
tbe United States, we had no diplomatic relations with it. The American Presby- 
teriAn Board of Forei^ipi Missions had for some time a mi&sion station at Oroomiah, 
ft point attacked bv the Koords. Though the mi&<ionaries were not molested by 
tbe invaders, this fact excited the hostility of the Persians. The lion. Kufus R. 
Dawen. a member elect of the 47th Congress, whose sister, the wife of the Rev. Dr. 
J. H. Shedd, was with her husband, a missionary at Oroomiah, wrote on the 20th 
oTNoTember, 1880, to Mr. Bvarts, the Secretary of State at Washington, requesting 
that measures for the protection of the missionaries be taken. The British govern- 
nent wan asked to extend its good offices in behalf of our countrymen, which was 
imdily granted. 

In February, 1882, two months after Air. Dawes took his seat in Congress, he in- 
troduced a resolution of inquiry on the subject of diplomatic relations with Persia, 
•ad subsequently brought forward a bill to establish such relations. It met with 
obstacles, but Mr. Dawes pursued the matter w^ith persistency, and overcoming 
■tuy obstacles, had the satisfaction of seeing in August, 1882, the bill passed by 
CoDgreris and signed by the President. The first niinititter to Persia under this 
Kt was lion. Samuel G. W. Bci\jamin, who has since published two works on 
Persia. 

The work before us contains letters and other documents, giving a particular 
hintory of this interesting subject. Mr. Dawes has prefixed this address to his 
childien : *^ It has seemed desirable that the records and papers here published 
ihoald be placed in your hands in compact and durable form. The principal labor 
b preparing the papers has been assumed by your Mother.'' 

Idft of Amos A. Lawrence^ with extracts from his Diary and Correspondence. By 
his son William Lawre.\cr. Bost<m and New York: Houghton, Mifflin & Co. 
1888. 8vo. pp. X.+289. Price $1.50. 

This volume is an interesting and well-written memoir of an esteemed and 
prominent citizen, who while sustaining as a business man of marked ability and 
unswerving integrity the reputation of his father and uncles, was characterized by 
patriotism, public spirit, and an unselfish interest in the welfare of others. In his 
loyhuud he spent some years at the old homestead of the Lawrences, in Groton, and 
hid a love of nature and of country life, which he preserved throughout all his 
•dive and useful career. Graduating at Harvard University in 1835, he then re- 
tolved, as bis journal records, to be a merchant, but at the siime time to be some- 
thing more, and in the midst of many responsibilities and cares he was always ready 
to give his time, as well as his means, to the sustaining of wortiiy institutions, and ' 
to tiic furtherance of l)eneficent purposes. Tlie chapters relating to the great struggle 
Id Kansas Initween freedom and slavery are of historical value, and Mr. Lawrence, as 
treasurer of the Massachusetts Eniijrrant Aid Association, did as much, if not more 
than any other individual to place Kansas in the list of free states, often supplying 
thousands of dollars to save the cause from failure, and devoting all his energies to 
it. In recognition of his services, the city of Lawrence, in Kansas, was named for 
bim, and the people of that state would gladly have shown him other honors. 
Conservative by nature, he was ever ready to use all lawful and honorable means to 
aoeomplish what he believed the best interests of the country demanded, but man- 
fully withstood whatever was unlawful, and disloyal to the constitution. During 
the war Mr. Lawrence took an active part in public affairs, and did all in his power 
for the preservation of the Union by assisting in the raising of troops, and in many 
other ways, lie was the founder of Lawrence University in Wisconsin, and an 
fsrly benefactor of the Episcopal Theological School at Cambridge, to which he 
presented the fine building; known as Lawrence Hall, with the land on which it 
•tends. Tlie erection of Memorial Hall at Harvard University was due largely to 
kneffortci, and with his brother William he built the Church of Our Saviour at 
Longwood. Limited space will not permit us to refipr to his many other good works, 
Bor to the events of liis amiable private life. We cannot close this brief notice 
Vithout mentioning that the memoir contains numerous extracts from his Journal^ 

^riuch he kept from boyhood, and that these add much to the interest of tbe book.

Ili8 eon Jonathan Thompson 
tras the first male ach(x>l teacher emphjyed under the autliority of the town ; and 
H'nburn's most distinguished native, and tlie most eminent member of the family, 
IR Benjamin Thompnon, Count Rumford. This ccle!)ruteil man was born in Wo- 
iMim, March 26, 1753, and died in Paris, France, Au^tist 2\, 1814. His birth-j)Iace, 
rtill standing in that part of the town known as Nortli Wohurn, was purchased by 
the Kumforti Ui.c'torical As«5ociation, orpinizcd in 1877, and is now the depository 
)f a library and whatever illustrates his career or times.

No 
ODewill fail to find here all the information on these siilijects tliat is required, l^ut 
they will find much more. One of the most striking additions to the usual census re- 
port** i<» that rt'latinij to the history and topography of the state. *' The su])erinteiid- 
tntof the Census," Mr. Perry infi)rms us, *' is required to furnish such an acciMUitof 
tbe natural filatures of the state and of its historical events as will throw liirht on 
the statistical tables given in sul)se(iuent pages.

"We continue in this number our quarterly notices of recent publications. 
The first book on our list, a bulky volume of over thirteen hundred pa^jcs, is on 
the Sharpless family. The American iamily is descended from John Sharpies, 
who Btttled in Pennsylvania in 1082. One of the earliest ircnealoixies printed in 
this ctmntry was an account of this family, by Joseph Slmrpless, publiehed in 1816. 
The present book is by Gilbert Cope, of West Chester, Pa., an experienc(;d gene- 
alogist, author of several valuable works. The bicentenary of the settlement of 
John Sharpies in America, was celebrated at Went Chester, Pa., August 21, 
1682. less than six years ago, on which occasirm a rt»solution was passed a])pointing 
a committee to *• prej)are and publish a memorial ol the event and an extension oi 
the genealogy.'* Tlie profe.*ssional services of Mr. Co|)e, who '* by years of research 
had collected such complete'' genealogical data relating to this family *' as could 
no where else be found in the stsite," were engaged for this work, and the volume 
before us is evidence that the selection of the committ<.'e was the best that could 1)0 
made. At one of the meetings of the committee it was voted that the services of 
Henry Fishwick, F.S.A., an able English antiquary, should Ikj engaged to make 
Teaenrches into the early history of the family prior to the emigration. Col. Fish- 
wick. besides furnishing other information, wrote a chapter on the Sharpies Family 
of Lancashire, England, which Mr. Cope has liere printed. In 1878, a few years 
before the bicentenary commemoration, Mr. Henry W. Sharpless, of Philadelphia. 
employed the late Col. Joseph I... Chester, D.C.L., to make an investigation, and 
hiB rcfM)rt is also printed in this volume. Mr. Cope has used other materials 
rtlating to the history of the English family. The American portion of the work 
is very fully carried out, descendants in the female as well as the male line bcinc 
included. The biugmpliy, as well as the genealogy of the family, is deserving of 
pmibc lor its fulness and minuteness. The book is handsomely printed on heavy 
white paper, with large type and a wide margin. It is illustrated with well 
executed views, fac-slmiles ol ancient document**, plans and portraits. It is a good 
example of what can be done by a family to preserve its history by a liJ>eral outlay 
of money with the assistance of a competent genealogist. The book has a very full 
index. 

The next book, the Conant genealogy, is mainly devoted to the descendants of 
Roger Conant, a prominent character in the early history of New England, of whom 
a memoir by the late Kev. Joseph B. Felt, LL.D., was printed in the Kkgister for 
July and Octol)cr, 1848. Roger Conant was a native of FJast Budleigh in Devonshire 
Where he was baptized, April 9, 1592. A brother of Ri»ger, the Rev. John Conant, 
lector of Lymington, was distinguished as a Puritan divine and author. Mr. 
Conant has caused recent res«'arches to be made in England, and has been fortunate 
in the antiquary employed an<i in the results he has obtained. New and interest- 
ing matter concerning Roirer Conant, his ancestors and other kindred, has been olj- 
temed. The author lias been collecting, as his leisure afforded him time, for the 
Iwt nine years, materials for the genealogy of the Conant family, and four years 
•go, published in tabular form a '* Pedigree of the Conant Family," embracing 
** eight generations and giving the names of about six hundred descendants of 
Roger Conant." This pedigree was noticed by us in April, 1884. The book now 
before us, a handsome octavo of about six hundre<i and fifty pages, contains the 
records of 837 families, descendants of Roger Conant, besides records of descendants 
of (jeorge CVtnant, who came from Exeter, England, about the year 171(>, and 
ftttied at Plymouth, Mass., and a numlver of families by the names of Connet, 
Conni'tt and Connit, whose ancestry has not been traced Leyond the last century. 
Ibe bo<»k shows excellent taste, and great industry in the collection of facts. It is 
imnged sahstantially on the Register plan and has full indexes of the Conants, of 
OCfaer surnnmes and of places. It is illustrated with facsimiles of three ancient 
documents, namely, an indenture, dated Nov. '25, 1529, a document in the hand- 
Writing and bearing the signature of Roger Conant, and the will of his son Lot,

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signed by him ns a witnera. It has niso Tiews of places in Knjzland with which 
the Coimnts were AKsociatcd, many purtraits, numerous facsimiles of autographs 
and other eni()clli8)iments. 

The Ludlow tnhulur pedigree was compiled by Mefvrs. G. D. Scull and Eleniy 
Ilunifcrt'ord Ludlow- Bniirrrt. The iiamily has an interest for both Knizlislnnen and 
Anieri^Tiiis. tiie famous Edmund Ludlow Ixung a member, as was alwi Roirer Ludlow 
de))uty governor of Mat^saeliu (set t8 in its early colonial days. A portion of thL* table 
has been reduced to Uegister form and is printed in the present number of the 
Register among Waters^s Gleanings. 

The Pope (Jenealogy, though intended for a history of the Popes of Dorchester, 
has an appendix devoted to other families of that name and *" Noti*s upon several 
intermarry ini: families." The article on the Plymouth Popes by Mr. Franklin L. 
Poi»e in the Ukgister for January has been reprinted here. The author of tliis l»ook. 
the Kev. Ciiarles U. Poi>e, has l)een indefatigable in collecting fiiers,and has visitea 
KngUind in jmrsuit of irenealoi^iiml information, with gratifying results. The Rev. 
Mr. Pope hasarranurd the material .so la U^riously collected in a clear and intelligent 
manner, and has had it printed in a handsome octavo volume with clear type and 
go<»d paper. The book is well indexed. A view of the *' NewIIospital in Plymouth," 
which t<t«.)od till the year 1859, and in which the colony that betiled at Dorchester, 
Mass., kept '* a St)lemn day of fasting,*' in March, lri"J9-30, previous to their em- 
barkatioM for New Kngland, makes a lronti>piece to the volume. 

The Stone genealogy is devoted to the descendants of Jt)hn Stone, an early- settler 
of Guilford, (.'t. Among the distinguisheil personages l)clonging to this family was 
the late Col. William I^ete Stone, editor of the AV/c York Commrrcial Adcvrtiser, 
and author of the Life t»f Hrant and other biographical and historical works. Tbs 
author j)f the present work is William Lcete Stone, 2d. son of the preceding, him- 
self tt Will kni»wn historical writ<T. The book is well written, full in details and 
clear in its arrangement. It is handsomely printed by Mesttrs. Joel MunsclPs Sons, 
of Albany. N. Y ., and is embellished by a pv)rtrait of Col. Mone and views of the Old 
Stone House in (jiiiilford, said to have been built iti 1G39. The publiMhers have a fair 
copies on hand after sup[)lying sul)scribers, which they will sell tor the prcbent st 
the subscription prie^?, three dollars. 

The book on the Nic(»ll family was compiled by the late Chief Enirinecr AVilliam 
N. NicoU, U.S. N., who died July 2, 1887. It was privately printed for distribu- 
tion among his friends. It is a well prepared book, elegantly printed, and illus- 
trated by views of residences and facsimiles of autographs. Only a small edition 
was printed. 

The Andrews Memorial, by Lieut Andrews. U.S.A., of Fort Snellinc, Minn., is 
devoted to the hi.»<tory of John Andrews, of Bost<m, Mass., and his descendants. 
The basis of this book, as the author informs us, is a record in an old Family Dible, 
which says: ** John Andrews a .sea-cooper, from Wales, came to America al)out the 
year ir»G3, married Susannah White in Boston, by whom he had John, Samuel and 
Kdmond." The information found in the Bible record is printed herein tiibular 
form. Lieut. Andrews by his researches has extendtni this brief pedigree, so as to 
give us the names and records of nearly nine hundred descendants. The records* of 
many of the individuals are very full. The book is well arranged, well printed and 
well indexed. 

The l)t»dd b<K)k which is privately printed was partly reprinted from the Supplement 
to J ud::e Baldwin's l)ook on the Bjildwin Family. This Supplement is now in presB. 
The book before us is embellished with a portrait of B. L. Dodd, A.M., M.D., who 
prefaces the reprint with an address to bin relatives. 

The King pedigree is a large table 22 in. by 27i in. in size, folded and secured in 
a portlolio. It is devoted to the descendants of William and Dorothy King, of 
Salem, on whoso children, Mr. Waters wrote an article for the Eksex Institute, in 
1880, which was reprinted as a pamphlet. Five lines of descent are carried out in 
this table, which is the work of^ Mr. Rufus King, of Yonkera, N. Y., who has 1»" 
stowed much time in investigating this family. 

The memorial of Eider John Prince and his descendants relates to a family of 
whom the mcxst distinguished member was the Rev. Thomas Prince, pastor of the 
Old South Church and compiler of the New England Chronidogy. A tabular pedi- 
gree of thia family, by Samuel G. Drake, the historian of 6o.ston, was printed in 
the Rkgistkr for October, 1851. The author of this book, Mr. George Prince,* 
skiKul antiquary, has added much to the informatiim contained io Mr. Drake'i 
article, and has brought down the lines to the present time. 
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Tht Hutchinson tabiilf\r pedigree is on a sheot Mi in. by 24 in., and i8 fohiod and 
encl^tnl in ii fHjrtlolio. It ;^ives the descendftrita uf Henry Uutt-'hiriHon, of liimton, 
l>»rn lTit3, died 1833, to the tifDh geuenitiun. Mr. Barbiiur the compiler is a

Remarkably beautiful, with a beauty 
age and death left almost unchanged;

Her 
many and great griefs but made her 
spirit the lovelier : she truly was " in 
the world, and not of the world " ; she 
taught the beauty of a Christian liJfe, by 
living it. Almost a part of the nation's 
history; her grandfather fought at 
Bunker Hill ; her son in Mexico ; while 
one, almost a son, died in battle May 
6th, 186 i; her memory abounded in 
the most delightful reminiscences, tales 
of old Puritan times ; of the dignified 
Boston of the early nineteenth century ; 
and of the history that was then being 
made ; of the journey across the moun- 
tains ; and of many an interesting story 
of her later life ; remembering for more 
than three-quarters of a century, yet 
keenly alive to all the great questions 
of the present, she passed away, a per- 
fect type of womanly sweetness. 

By her grave stood many whose lives 
will'always be the sadder for her loss ; 
a sister, who had been as a chiUl to her ; 
daughters and a son, whom in her ma- 
ture years she had taken for her own ; 
grandchildren, who in baby-hood had 
nestled in her loWng arms ; and great- 
grandchildren, whose birth had been a 
comfort to her in the grief of her 
widowhood; these, and many more, 
arise and call her " Blessed."

Prof. Otis Frederick Manson, M.D., died 
at llichmond, Va., Jan. 25, 18S8, aged 
65. He was a son of Otis Manson, of 
Richmond, and was born in that city 
Oct. 10, 1822. "As a lad he was a 
member for years of the Patrick Henry 
Literary and Debating Society, among 
whose members may be reciilled tho 
late Col. Thomas P. August, of soulful 
wit, and the earnest bibliomaniac and 
useful citizen, Thomas II. Wynne," a 
memoir of whom will be found in the 
Register xxxi. 128. Otis F. Manson 
was graduated from the Medical De- 
partment of Hampden- Sidney College 
(now the Medical College of Virginia) 
at the age of 18, and settled soon after 
in Granville County, N. C, In 1862 
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he wan commissioned a surgeon in the 
Confederate States Army, and placed in 
charge of a hospital in Richmond. He 
was subsetiucntly appointed medical 
agent with the rank of major by the 
State of North Carolina, to aiSbrd relief 
to its troops in Virginia. These posi- 
tions he continued ably to fill till the 
close of the war. He then settled at 
Richmond in the practice of his pro- 
fession. On the 23d of January, 1869, 
he was appointed professor of Pathology 
and Physiology in the Medical College 
of Virginiiubut in 1882 resi<nied,and was 
chosen profc:^sor emeritus of these chairs. 
His contributions to medical science 
have been numerous. He possessed 
a choice and valuable library in medical 
and general literature, numbering more 
than 2000 volumes. •* Not only in his 
profession was Dr. Manson learned, 
but his accomplishments in other fields 
of investigation and branches of learn- 
ing were varied and extensive.'* He 
was retined in his tastes, dignified in 
his bearing with a responsive nature 
abounding in sympathy and charity.

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MARSHALL PINCKNEY WILDER. 

By Hakiltox Andrews Hiil, A*M.» of Boston, Miiss. 

ON Wednesday, the 18th of January kiSt, a large number of rep- 
resentiUive men were aesenibled in this cUy tu I listen to a coin- 
memorntive discourse by the Rev. Dr. Andrew F, Peabody, on tbe 
character and ser vices of the hite Marshall P, Wilder. Tbe dis- 
course was delivered by invitation of the New Eogbind Iliaforiq 
Genealogical Society ; tlie Hull of the Massachusetts Horticultural 
Society was gladly opened for the occasion ; and in the audience 
were many officers and incmbers of other societies and institutions, 
iJi the mauagement of whose affairs Mr, Wilder had taken an 
active and zealous part, and to whose prosperity and usefulness he 
had largely contributed. Perliaps no other citizen of Boston was 
ever prominently identified with so many, and such various interests 
as he had been, and for so long a time. During a residence here of 
more than sixty years » he had been an energetic and prominent busi- 
ness man ; and he was also and equally well known in historical, agri- 
culturali horticultural and philanthropic circles. It was fitting, there- 
fore, that a portrayal of his life and character should be given in such 
» presence, and by a speaker eminently quahfied to do justice to all 
hi« qualities of mind and lienrt. It is no less fitting that a sketch 
of his life should be presented in the pages of the Keqister. In 
April, 18G7 (vol, XXI. No. 2), they contained a memoir from the 
pea of Mr. John IL Shcppard ; but Mi\ Wilder bad twenty years 
Wore him at that time in which to add to the record which he had 
already made, and to the reputation wliich he had achieved. We now 
propose to sketch briefly his completed life ; in doing so, we shall of 
necessity repeat much that has ah'eady been said. 

Marshall Pinckney Wilder was born in Kindge, New Hampshire, 
September 22, 1798. lie was tbe eldest eon of Mr. Samuel Locke 
Wilder of that town, and grand*ncphew of the Rev. Samuel Locke, 
president of Harvard College from 1770 to 1773. Mr, Wilder, the 
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fiither, kept a country etore ; he was for thirteen years a member of 
the legislature of New Hampsliire, and he hel<l various important 
town offices. He was a warm Federalist in his politic^d opinion 
and the names which he bestowed upon his infant eon are a remind 
,er to us of the intense party strife which miirked the period of hi^ 
birth* Dr» Peabody says: ''At thut time John Mar^liall and 
Charles Cotesworth Pinckney, both eminent in the Federahdt 
rankg, and united in a mission to France with Elbridge Gerry^ 
h:id been ousted with gross indignity by the French rerolutionary 
Dfovernment, while their Democratic colleague Gerry had been suf- 
ferre^l to remain. A cry of indignution rang through the laud ; the 
rejected envoys became the twin id<jls of their party j and young 
Wilder, as I suppose, expressed hia sense of the outrage inflicted on 
tliem, and of tlitfir transccndant merit* by conferring on his first bom 
the two names thus inseparable, in honor with one of the great po- 
litical parties, and in abuse by the other,*** 

Marshall was sent to the common school of his town at four years 
of age, and remained thereuntil he was twelve, when he was ea 
tered at New I[>s\vich Academy. His father desired to give him j 
cuUegiate education, and to fit him for a profession ; but he left 
tu him ta decide when he was sixteen, whetlier he would go to col- 
lege, prepare for a business life, or give himself to agricultural pur- 
suits, lie chose the lust. He seems to have been attracted to th^ 
land from his early youth ; and he worked on a farm long enou£ 
to acfjuire practical knowledge which was of great service to hill 
when in later years he was able, in a sense, tu return to his fir 
love. But the increasing business of his father made it desirable tor 
him to join him in the management of the store ; at the age of tweu 
ty-one he became a partner, and lie was appointed postmaster. 

He early developed a fondness for military affairs. At aijrte 
he was enrolled in the militia of his native state ; at twenty-one 
was commissioned as adjutant, at twenty-five as lieutenant-colonel, 
and at twenty-six colonel of his regiment. He organized and 
equipped an independent company in his own town, of which he 
was eliosen captain, and there were few companies more popular in 
the state than the Kiodge Light Infantry, 

But Colonel Wilder yought a wider field of activity and influenc 
and in 1825 he moved to Boston. He came to the city wfl 
equipped for service in the varied, we had almost said, the oppostj 
pursuits to which on this broader area he was to devote and distill 
guish himself during the next sixty years. He began business as 
nior in the firm of Wilder & Payson, in Union Street ; his next fir 
was Wilder & Smith, and his store was in North Market Street, 

• Mr. Wilder flcveral times informed mo, and on on« occasion stated tbe ftict at a 
In^ of the New Etiglflnd Historic QeuejilDgical SiKicty, that lie was at ^t^i named >fiirsll 
Pinckney G<?rry Wiliier» but on account of his father's diBB&Ufifiictioii with ttie cmtfM j 
Mr, Gerry, tlaat portion of bis niuuc was dropped .^EuiTOB- 



then did bueineee under Iiis own name at Xo, 3 Central WharP, In 
1837, with Isasjc i*arkei' and Alajthatii^V* Blaiiebard, he established 
the firm of Parker, Blancliard &, Wilder, fVrr the sale of domestic 
goodd on eouHnii?6ion, A I'qw years later William A. Parker auc- 
ceeded Mr. Bhinehard, and the style of the firm became Parker, 
Wilder &> Parker. Other members of the firm since then have been 
Ezra Farnsworth, Francis J. Parker, Samuel B. Riod^e^ John 
Byere, William IL Wilder, Benjamin Phipps, William H. Sher- 
man, James Street, and ^larehall Sliepard, For several years pn^t 
the firm name has been Parker, Wilder & Gonapanj, and it so con- 
tinues. Thia firm is one of the oldej?t and etronf,^est of the dry- 
goodfl commission houses in Bustun with brandies in Xew York, 
tlirough whose intervention the products of tlie New EoLdand milla 
reach the jobber and the consumer. It was first established in 
Water Street, then in Pearl Street, and moving eouthwardly with 
the tide of traffic, it settled In Winthrop Square, where it now is. 
In tliis lae^t location it occupied chambers in a splendid block erected 
by William F. Weld and Jainea M. Beebe, wliieli was utterly con* 
sumed in the great tire of lt>72, and which was replaced by another, 
equally substantial, but less ornate in its external appearance. Of 
this firm Mr. Wilder was a member, almost to llie last, and, 
with hizj partners, he had the satisfaction of passing safely 
through all the commercial vicisrtnitudes of an eventful half century 
in the history of the trade and commerce of Boston, He had his 
share also in what we may call the collateral duties of a business 
iDun in a large city, in the direction of banking and insurance affairs, 
and for several years he was a meujber nf the Jioard of Trade. 

On !iis removal to Boston, Colonel Wihlcr joined himself to the 
oldest military organization in New Englaml, — the Ancient and Hon- 
orable Artillery Company, and he maintained a warm and active 
interest in it to the end. He was chosen captain in 185i>, — the one 
hundred and fifty-fifth in the lon*^ succession,— and he lived to be 
the oldest past commander oftlie corps. Before leavin*:; New Ilamp- 
ehire, he had been initiated as a Mason, and lie continued his active 
connection with the order in his new home, and, as the years went 
on, he received all the masonic degrees. He was one of the six 
thousand who signed the celebrated Declaration of the Freemasons 
of Boston and vicinity, December 31, 1 831, and at the fiftieth an- 
niTersary of that event, which was celebrated in Boi?ton, lie respond- 
ed for the surviving signers, six of whom were present. He was in 
Mteadance as a delegate at the World's ilasonic Convention in 
PaiiSi in 1867, and s[>uke at the banquet. 

After a few years residence wit bin the city limits, Mr, ^Vilder 
houi^bt a fine estate at Dorchester, originally tlic property of Gover- 
nor Incretise Sumner* This was his bome tor more tlian fifty years, 
^Atrtj he gave his leisure to horticulture and agriculture, and here he 
**id, It was said of him in this eonnectiun, in 18S4 : "He has 
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epored no expense, he has rested from no cflForta* to Instil into t% 
public mind the love of an employment so honorable and useful. He 
has cultivated his own grounds, imported seeds, plants and treenM 
and endeavored by his example to encourage labor and elevate tb^B 
rank of the husbandman. His garden, greenhouses, and a forest of 
fruit-trees have occupied the time he could spare from business, and 
here he has prosecuted his favorite investigations, year after year,^ . 
for half a century » to the present day/* And so he continued to djH 
to the end. ^^ 

The Massachusetts Horticultural Society was chartered June 12, 
1829. General Henry A, S. Dearborn was elected its firat president , 
and Mr* Wilder soon became a member ; although their names do I 
not appear among the corporators, they were among its mo^^t ener- 
getic supporters in its earlier years. It was a darling object with 
General Dearborn (and he soon found a warm coadjutor in Mr. 
Wilder) to make the institution a blessing to the public and an hon- 
or to its friends. Dr. Jacob Bi^elow had been seeking an opportu* 
nity for several years to establish an extra-mural burying plare for 
the people of Boston, and he suggested to the Horticultural Society 
a plan for purchasing Mount Auburn, then known as Sweet Auburn, 
for the dituble purpose of a Cemetery and an Experimental (jrarden. 
The property ivas purchased, ainl a hundred gentlemen, Mr. Wilder 
being one, took burial lots at sixty dollars each. But the proprie- 
tors of these lots were nut de Jacto members of the Horticultural 
Society, and in 1835 they expressed a desire to separate the two in- 
terei^ts from each other. Mr. Wilder was one of the joint commit- 
tee for arranging the terms of separation, which after a good deal of 
discusj^ion was accomijlished ; it was providinl that one fourth part 
of the gross procccda from the annual sale of burial lots, after deduct* 
ing certain expenses, should be paid year by year to the Horticulti 
ral Sitciety, in consideration of its relinquishing all its right and title to 
the property. Thus the proprietors nf the Cemetery were able to 
pro:<ecute their work with more singleness of purpose and with 
greater success ; while the Society was greatly strengthened in iU 
financial position, and came into the receipt of a regular reven 
which enabled it in due time to erect its Hall in School Street 
(afterwards sold to Mr* Harvey D, Parker for the extensiun of hiJ 
hotel) and its present building in Tremont Street, said to be the fine 
horticultural hall in the world. In 1840 Mr. Wilder was clioeen" 
president of the Society, and held this office for eight years. Fof 
all that he did during the period of Itis administration, we must re&fj 
our readers to the reports of the Society and to the new.<pnpert»l 
One of hid official acts was to place his name at the head of a cireii-j 
lar calling a convention of fruit-growers, wliich was held in the 6vf\ 
of New York, October 10, 1848, when the American Pom(>Ii»iii<5i 
Society was formed. He was chosen its first president, and he fiel«l 
this uffice at the time of his death. At its biennial meelin;;^'**'! 
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mode carefully prepared addresses •, in his address at Philndelphla, 
September, 1883, he proposed a reform in the nomenclature of 
fniiifl fur America, and askt.*d the cooperation of other nations in tliia 
refonti. In Fchrii.iry, 184i), the Norfolk Agricultunil Society was 
foroied. Mr. Wilder was chosen president, and before this Society 
be delivered his first address on at^ricuhural education. In re- 
tpanse to a circular issued by him as president of this Society^ 
a meeting; of delegates of agricultural societies met at the State 
House« Boston, Septemher, ItS^l, luid established what is now the 
Maasaehusetts Board of Agriculture, ns tlic Massachusetts Central 
Board of Agriculture. He was elected president, and held the office 
until 1852, when it became a de[jartinent of the stiite government. 
He wa« ecnior member of the Board at the time of his death. In 
1852 he issued a circular in l>ehalf of several states for a national 
meeting at Washington, which was fully attended, and tlie result 
Was the organization of the United States Agricultural Society. He 
was chosen president as a matter of course, and the iSocicty cxer- 
dsed a beneficial national influence until the civil war broke out* 
In view of Mr. Wilde r';* devotion to agriculture and its kindred sci- 
ences, it was ajjpropriate that at the two hundred rmd twenty-filth 
anniversary of the town o\' Dorchester, July 4, 1855, the inscrip- 
tion on the central tablet of the great pavilion sliould be : *' Mar- 
alitdl P* Wilder, President of the day. Blessed is he that turneth 
ihe waste places into a garden, and maketh the wilderness to blossom 
M the rose.'' 

Though Mr. Wilder did not seek political preferment, he was in* 
daced in the year 1839 to serve a sin^rle term as a representative 
from the town of Dorchester in the Massachnsetts General Court. 
Ten years later, in 184IJ, lie was elected a member of the Execulive 
'il, the Hon. George N. Brigijs then being governor. la 
_. he was a member of the Stnte Senate, and was cliosen presi- 
dent of that body. At the time of his death he was tlie oldest liv- 
ing ex-president of the Massachusetts Senate* " In 18i>0 he waa 
the mend^er for New England of the national committee of the 
* * rfional Uniun Party/ and attended, as chairman of the Mas- 

fca_ . i delegation, the national convention in Baltimore, when 
John Bell and luhvard Everett were nominated for President and 
Vice-President of the United States.'* 

Mr. Wilder joined the New En^bind Historic Gencalogicnl Soci- 
ety in 1850, but did not take an active part in its affairs for some 
years. In January, IH^j^, he was elected to tlie office of presi- 
dent, mmie vacant by the death of Governor Andrew a few months 
hcf »rc. He was ret^lectcd to this office every year while he lived ; and 
\h<' nominating committee had arranged to present Ins name for re- 
di- Tion at tlic annual meeting in 18ii7, when ilio news of his siuldeii 
dentil was armounced to the community. What he did for this 
Society should never be forgotten. He infused new vigor into every 
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department of its work, and lie coramunicated of his enthusiasm to 
other utticers and members. He did not spare himself in the expen- 
diture of time and strength and raonej in its behalf, nor did he rest 
eattt^Bed initil he had secured for it a hou^e Wi^rthy in some degree 
of iU importance and intliience, and placed it on a secure financi&l 
baaiis. In his first address* ^s pretiident, he urged the importance of 
procurin*^ a !*ui table building for the Society, then occupying rooms 
at No* 13 Bromfield Street. In 1870 lie said : " The time has now 
arrived when absolute necessity, public sentiment and personal obli- 
gaii*>n9 demantl that this work be done, and done quickly/' Feel- 
ing himself pledged by this address to individual effort, he, as chair- 
man of the committee then appointed, devoted three mouth)? to the 
object of soliciting funds> and during thi«* time more than forty " 
Band dollars were generously contributed by friends of the a^ 
tion. This made possible the purchase and fitting up of N 
Somerset Street, the comfortable home of the Society at the pi^r^.v.L 
time. It was dedicated to its new uses with appropriate exercises, 
March 18, 1871. ilr. Wilder then obtained farther donations, 
amounting to upward of twelve thousand dollars, as a fund for tlie 
payment of the salary of the librarian. But the work of the Socie- 
ty, and consequently its requirements, grew as the result of the ex- 
tension of its facilities ; and in 1884 Mr. Wilder, as a final labor of 
love, raised, by his own unaided eflort, the sum of twenty-five thou- 
eand four hundred dollars, to bo used for enlarging the present 
building or for some similar purpose. This money was invested, 
and is now calleil, by vote of the directors, "The Wilder Subscrip- 
tion Building Fund.** 

The history of the reservation of a portion of the Back Bay lands, 
owned by the commonwealth of Massachusetts, for educational and 
Bclcutific purposes, must be briefly given here, because of ilr. Wild- 
er'® prominence and earnestness in the movement, and becaufle 
there is at least an indirect relation between the reservation and th* 
Historic Genealogical Society. In 1857 Mr. William Emerioii 
Baker became a member of the Society, and at once began to take 
an active interest in its affairs. He was quick to see, as others hfttl 
eecn, how Important it was that the Society should have a building 
of its own, and he urged thnt measures shotild be taken to pi'ocurt 
one. At the annual meeting in January, 1858, ilr. Baker wasinaite 
a member of the Finance Committee, with this object in view. He 
had already formed a more comprehensive project, namely, the erec- 
tion of a building for the accom modal ion of the various historical 
and kindred societies having their seat in Boston. He submitt«<l 
to the Society a plan for a " Conservatory of Art, Science »^ 
Historical Kelics," and a committee was appointed to consitter 
it. This committee reported in February, 1859, favoring in gco* 
eral the plan, and recommending the appointment of a special cofl^ 
mittee to confer in reference to it with representatives of other 
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Ses, and to obtain, in codpcration with such representatives, public 
or private aid to curry it into execution. Mr. Biiker aouglit the ap- 
proval of the Boston Board of Trade for bia project, hut tint^uccess- 
fuUy ; subisequently it appt>inted a committee — Messrs* Edward S. 
Tobey, Samuel H, Gookin and George Livermore — ^to confer with 
the repreaentatives of other iustitutiooa in a general meetioij^- la 
ihe Report of the Board for 1859, presented January 20, 1800, it 
was fluid : 

In February the goveromeat of thiji Board were solicited to act upon a 
" Plan lor a Conservatory of Art, Science and Ili^itoncal Relics," accord- 
-lilg to the "Outline* presented by a geutlemitn who appeared mtich in- 
"* BAied in the measure, — but, after some diiicussion, we voted to postpone 
adetinitely^ on tlie ground principally tliat^ wanting a distinct commercial 
feature, the project belongetl to institiitiona of a literary and scientific na- 
ture, rather than to one exclusively devoted to trade. Subsequently, how- 
ever, when invited by the committee appointed by citizens of the common- 
wealt}) (Hon. Marshall P* Wilder chairman) to address a memorial to the 
le<rihlature in relation to a ** Conservatory of Art aud Science/* in concert 
with a committee of the Boston Society of Natural History, and with van* 
QXkn other associations, we entertained the subject a second time; not only 
beeaase, in the papers before us, the pl;in provided for a department for 
•*|h« development of Mechanics, Manufactures and Commerce,^' but be- 
cause wc were asked merely to cooperate in behalf of the mercantile iuter^ 
6st» of the city. 

In the report of the Board, presented January 16, 1861, it was 
aaid further : 

Itt giving, as we have done, our earnest support to the friends of a " Con- 
servatory of Art and Science," we followed the example of our predecea- 
iors [the government of the year before]. The plan when first presented 
Co the govenimeut of thia Ooanl, was almost exclusively literary and scien* 
title, and was accordingly dismissed. But as now presented to us as an 

Institute of Technology," provision is made for material prosperity aa 
i as for intelleetuiil progress. In the department which eoneerns us as 

ercbaiits, we lind thut dne atteiilioii i& intended to commerce ami manu- 
factures, to maritime and inland transport, to statistics of foreign and do- 
mestic trtwle, to the improvement of harbors ami the construction of docks 
and piers, to the model, equipment and propelling power of vessels, and to 
naval architecture generally. This development ot the original design has 
cause<l the active cooperation of our committee with the committees of 
^Mlher institutions, and has authorized us to solicit the legislature to estab- 
^^^Bih an Institute, and to endow it with a portion of the Back liay lands* 

^H It will be seen that this Society did not derive any benefit from 
^^pe plan which originated in a desire to provide it with a suitable 
^^■onie of its own, for which it had to wait ten years longer; but an 
^^■rganization grew out of it wdiicli has taken its [dace in the front 
Hrank of our educational institutions. At a banquet given to Air, 
Wilder by his friends, on his eighty-sixth birth-day, Sept. 22, 1883, 
.Mr. M. Denman Ross gave an interesting history of the Back-Bay 
movement, from which we (juote the following sentences :

OQ Govcraor Bunks, antl we asked him to give us his coiipdration in influefi 
ing the legislature then in set^tfsion, to set apart, or re^er\'e frr>ni gale, abotf 
twenty acres of the space on the Back Bay in the city of Boston* 1 sa 
space instead of land, Ibr the re^ison tiiat what is now the most beautiful [ 
of the city was then covered witli water, in many places twenty feet deej 
Our purpose was to procure ample space for tlie educational instttuliofi 
whicli the committee represented, the most prominent at thai time being 
the proposed Polytechnic Institute, nowcjilled the Institute of Teohnolowjf^M 
Governor Banks asked us what axe we had to grind, and our reply vralll 
'' The broadaxe of the state of Massachusetts your Excelleucy, aud we 
want you with the legislature to turn the grindstone.'* 

Our zeal was so mew liat chilled, but we were not discouraged by the gov- 
ernor's somewhat adverse attitude* We soon discovered that the work we 
had in hand re<|uired a permanent orgauizution of our volunteer committee; 
and in our search for a leader, MarshtUI P. Wilder was pointed out to us 
as the man of all others to swing the long-handled broad-aro of the state, 
and direct the uttention of the legislature to the justness of the cause 
represented. It was not difficult to persuade him to be the chairman of I 
80-called Back-Bay Reservation Committee, and his quick perception of th 
great future of this movement enabled him to hroatlen our plan*. Hii 
strong faith in the importatico of the project inspired us to call again to io- 
form his Excellency of our determination to persevere; aud not unlike the 
coon which began to descend from the tree and surrender as soon as he saw 
that David Crockett was pointing his gun, the governor surrendered, but ex- 
claiitu'd, *' What a mistake! Mr. Wilder will, unles!^ we check him, cover 
the whole Back Bay vvilli an Agricultural College and warehouses for bi« 
Bpecimens in pomology ^ which he will call museums.** 

Our leader never hesitaLed, although it required four years to convince 
the legislature of the importance of our c;mse; but Mr. ^Vilder's ma'^iietic 
power helped to enlist such names as Governor Andrevv, Professor Wd- 
liam B. Rogers and others. He worked, and others worked, and the effort 
was crowned with success. 

In llje act of April 10, 1861, incorporating the Institute of Tec 
noluicy, Mr< Wilder wua imnicd as a tiiember of tljc Board of Tru 
He IjL'caine one of the vice-presidents, and continued to act in 
capacity until the oflico was abolUhed in tlie reorganization wli 
took place i^ouje yearm ago under an aniciKled charter. At the ban-^ 
quit juat lefcrrtd to, Gcneml Walker, president of the Institute 
eaid : ■ 

I coald wish, how heartily I do wish it I cannot say, that tlie fir»t presS 
dent of the Institute of Technology, the illustrious Rogers^ sloo I here iM 
this place, on this occasion, to tell liow much he and his coUeugues wer 
indebted to our veneraljle friend for his services in the inception and deveB 
oprnentot' the Institute of Technology. But since that stately and gracioi^ 
presence has passetl away, it becomes the duty of his successor in oiBctf 
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though not in merit or in fame, to respond to tbis sentiment, and in behalf 
of the corporation arirl the faculty, to tender thaoks and good wishes to the 
Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, 

This banquet was the crowning occaeion in Mr. Wildcr's long and 
aucces^sful career. More tlian a hundred gentlemen were present, 
most of whom had occupied influential positions in the state and na- 
tion, or in the walks of Icnrnin;^ and letters* In a note to the com- 
mittee of arrangements Mr. Winthrop said : " lie deserves a .crrate- 
(ill retnembranee as lons^ as a fine pear is reliahed or a brilliant 
bouquet admired/' Dr, llolmes referred to the guest of tlie occasion 
in another note, as the " venerable and venerated friend who haa 
outlived the fruits of four-score seasons, and is still ripening as if 
his life were all eiimmcr.*' 

The hite Dr. Paul A. Cliadbourne, president of Williams College 
and afterwards of the Massachusetts Agricullural College, wrote a 
eketch of his life in which he said t "The interest wliieh Colonel 
Wilder lias always manifested in the progress of education, as well 
as the vnlue and felicitous style of his numerous writings, would lead 
one to infer at once that bis varied knowledge and culture were the 
results of college education. But he is only anotliir illustrious ex- 
ample of the nicn who, with only small indebtedness to schools, 
have proved to the world that real men can make themselves known 
as sucli without tbe aid of the college." Two colleges manifested 
their appreciation of bis attainments by bestowing their honors 
upon him, namely, Dartmouth College, which gave him the degree 
of Ph.D. in 1877, and Roanoke College, which conferred the degree 
of LL.D. in 1884. 

** Thou shalt come to thy grave in a full age, like as a shock of com 
coroelh in in Ids senson." Mr. Wilder received a rich fulfilment of this 
promise. In March, 1879, be met with a serious accident, falling in 
the State House, to wlach he had gone on an errand CDnnccted with 
the Agricultural College. Forthe[mrticulars of this accident we refer 
to the Register for July, 1871*. lie was laid up for several months, 
but owing to his sound and vigorous constitution, be was restored 
to his accustomed occupations, but with such a reminder of his ad- 
vancing age as be bad never been conscious of before, lie was 
industrious and met bod teal to the last. lie finished bis twentieth 
annual address, which he w^ns hof>ing to read before tlie Historic 
Genealogical Society on the first Wednesday in January, 1887, and 
the notices fi.»r tlie meeting were issued with bis nnme upon them. 
But when that meeting was called to order, it was by anotbcr voice, 
hia chair was vacant and draped, and his address was presented fis a 
thumoud message. On the morning of his sudden departure 
PecL'Ujber IG, 1886), he rose as usual, took breakfast, led in 
devotions, dictated a letter and signed it in bis bold but tremblins: 
liand, and as he turned to greet bis physician with a word of good 
cheer I he pressed hi^ hands upon bis breast and tell back in his

arm-chair, to breathe out his epirit without a righ or a groan, Hb 
funeral was attended by a hirgc and representative congregation, on 
the Sunday ftdlowing his death, at tlie Second Congregational 
Church, Doroheater, where under the eucceasive pastorates of the 
Eev, Dr, Cod man, the Rev. Dr, Means and the lie v. Mr. Packard, 
he had been a faithful worshipper for more than a half a century* 
IVIr* Packard conducted the services and preached an appropriate and 
interesting memorial sermon. 

We began this brief sketch with a reference to the memorial ser- 
vice last January in tlie Horticultural Hall. We will close with a 
few sentences from Dr. Peabody*s tribute on that occasion ; 

We cannot but admire the diligence and breadth of his self-culture. Wit!t 
ft good foiiudation^ iadeed, of home and school education, he can have built 
up the superiitructure ouly in the intervals of almost iutermitteut respon- 
sibility, and bv an ecouomy of time rarely eqmil]e<l ; and yet. his is a case 
under a general law, veriiied by my life-long observation — tbnt time ii 
elastic, only when well filled, that it is they who ilo the most that alwajs 
have room for more* Ills writings, which^ if collected, would make many 
volumes, impress me by their accuracy, chasten ess and euphony of style, 
by their uniform appropriateness to occasion and subject, and by the evi- 
dently plnlaiitbropic purpose which pervades th«m. His purpose, indeed, 
underlies his whole character. He was ambitious, but his ambition was 
to be useful. He liked distinction, but as a benefactor of his race. He 
was generous, but what was far greater praise, his liberal gifts were frotn^J 
what was rightfully his own, the proceeds of faithful industry and honesl^" 

enterprise. Best of all, he gave himself, mind, heart and soul We 

are thankful that he lived so long and so well, thankful that for him the freOMB 
volume of life was written, though by his own hand, with no appended reo^JH 
ord of inability, decline and decay, Happy be he who thus passes without ^^ 
interruption from faithful work ou earth to the noble work of heaven.

L. JoHN^ RoDEBTs, the earliest known progenitor of the family, U first 
found in Simsbury, Ct,, May 21, 1G88, when that town granted hioi 
ten acres of land for a home lot, tliat was followed by grants of oth- 
er lands for pasturage, etc. These 1 tin da, located in the westerl; 
part of the town near the Granby line, he sold in 1G9I, and in Fe 
ruiiry, 16D6-7, he bought eight acres *' on the east side of t 
Mountain toward Sirasl>ury east boandsi eastward of Mr A^Ioori 
Mars^h/' ami a second piece of 20 acres. These lands were in thi 
part of the towo afterwiird annexed to Bloomtield an*! known i 
Duucaster district, and ou the smaller piece he resided till bis death, 
about 1734. lie married ratience Saxton, of Windsor, Ct., who 
was born June 28, 1658. She was daughter of Richard and SamJi 
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Cook SaxtOQ. Kicbard came to New Eagldnd iu the ship Blesa- 
mg, und was in Windsor as early as 1643.

Lemuel' Robehts (Lemuel* John}) was born OcL 2, 1742; died 
Dec. 19, 1789. He married Ruth Woodford, of NorthiugtoD, now 
Avon, Ct* He was variously known as Esquire, Judge and Captain. 
During t!ie Revolutionary War he was engaged in the commij>»ary 
department, but I have no evidence that he served as a soldier. To 
pay for provisions for the array he raised money by mortgaging land 
on Talcot Mountain, where the tower now stands. Guvernmeal 
paid him in continental money» and tlie property was sacrificed. Hm* 
stern patriotism made him some enemies, and in 1787 a protest f 
them was made lo the General Assembly against his reappointment l 
Justice of the Peace, but without avail. (See vol. 3 MkcelIanei>Qf1

morning at the Coot of stone steps from a house in which he had held 
a court the evening before. Being lame, he was the last to leave, ^^it 
if he fell or was thrown down ibe steps was never known.

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THURSTON OF NEWBURY.

[HAVE received a letter frora Sir John Bates Thurston touching 
I the birth-plftce in En^^land of Daniel Tlinrstrm, who had a grant 

^ house lott " in Newbury on November 24, 1638, 

Considerable effort has been made in endeavoring to trace the 

birth-place of this Daniel, one of the earliest of the settlers in 

^Newbury, In a letter to niyeelf in September, 1858, James Sav- 

■te enys : **A8 yet nobody can answer your two points as to the 

^^ace in England from which your progenitor came, or the ship that 

brought him/' 
^Kloslvua Coffin, in 1859, having been requested to give such in- 
^Bmntion us he could touching the birth-place of Daniel, and the 
ihtp in which he came, closes a letter by saying, **I have thus filled 
ftlmost Uiree pages, and have not answered your questions. I wish 
I could do it." 
Two Thurstons by the name of Daniel came to Newbury and set- 
^fid there* It must have been between the settlement of Newbury in 
^M5 and the grant of the " house lott ** in 1*338. These two, we have 
^l^on to believe, were uncle and nephew, as in vol. viii. of the 
Reoist£B, on page 274, it is stated in an ancient Newbury docu- 
ment, as a reason for his incompetency to sign some petition, that 
"young Daniel Thurston is under his uncle," The uncle had no 
children, and died in 106(5, having made his will in 1605, and given 
ill his estate, after the death of his wife Ann, to hia *"' kinsman 
Daniel Thurston," Kichard Dole was one of the witnesses to the 
will, Daniel the uncle*s " house lott," of which he had a grant, 
waa on Newbury Neck over the Parker River, and next door to 
John Poor, whose house, built in 1040, is still standing. 

The letter of Sir John B. Thurston, of Hants, England, takes 
the ground, from Kichard Dole's being a witness to Thurstons w^ill, 
and John Poor's being his next-door neighbor, br>th being from 
Thornbury in Gloucestershire, that Daniel came from Thornbury. 
We give such extracts from Sir John's letter as we have space to 
^l^ieh. But it is too long to be inserted at length. 
^Hle says, writing from England, October 10, 1887; "Touching 
■pur Daniel Thurston, neither I nor any of my family entertain a 
doubt that he emigrated from our old home at Thornbury, via Brie* 
loh , . . We have held * Kington * for over 500 years ; and it is fam- 
ily history, and part of its religion, that we descend from Turston 
m Koee le Blanc Bell Crispin Normandy, who carried the standard 
ilHnstings, and was under the conqueror tenant in chief of the 

£ where we still live." 
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In the letter of Sir John, of which we have a copy under date of 
December 4, 1887, after stating that he had been examining the 
records, he t?ays: ''I still adhere to the opinion already expres&i 
that Daniel Thuraton of Newbury was a Gloucesterehire man and 
colhiteral member of the Thorubury family. My opinion ia found 
upon the following considerations : 

1 . Daniel, or Danlell, was at the period in question and later, a family 
name. 

2. Dole, his friend, was a Thornbury man« 

3. Poorr hts next neighbor, was, I have the strongest reason to belie 
a Tliorubury maa* 

^ In examining the ancient Chui'ch Regiater of Thombury, I find 
the names of both Dole and Poore^ and it ia worthy of note that 
the beginning and middle of tlie 17th century, the Poores were 
family of Thornbury-

Sir John, who had juat crossed the continent of America, 
hiB way to England from tlie Fiji Islands j of which he is governor, 
thus closes his very beautiful and interesting letter to me, receivi 
just after my return from England : 

** I hm glad jou bo like this dear oltl country of our«. During my 
cent political visit to Washington and my run over Wilmington, Phi. 
phia, Is^ew York, Saratoga, the Lakes, Boston, &c., I have learned to koi 
the real American men and women. The hospitality and friendship 
me I can never forget, I trust tliat the real, true native-born Amencan 
will evjr^r dominate in American politics; and that the lime will come wl 
one with us in language* and all the higher aspirations of civilizLitioo, 
may keep the peace of the world, or at least so much of it aa iB 
hy English speaking peoples,"

This John ILiines of Old-Holt manor, 1632, was eldest son of 
John Hninc8 of Old Holt, and migrated to New England in 1633, 
and was governor of the Alas^acbiisettd and Connecticut colotnes. 
Old Holt and several other mum>rr3 in that vicinity were bequeathed 
to him by liia father in his wiil of 2Uth October, 1605 (vvhoae death 
occurred 3 November, 1605). 

Old Holt was the ancetftra! home uf Gov* John, although he had 
purchiised Copford Hall in 1624, wliich hia sun Gen. Hezekiah 
UiiiDeB inherited in 1057 fi^om hia brother Robert, and continued to 
be occupied for three generations by the governors descendants bear- 
ing the name of Huynes, or until 1763, when it passed to the Har- 
riflona, also descendants, who now {18H8) possess it. 

Gov. John, while in England in 1647, sold Old-Holt to William 
Tmner of Great CoggeshalL Messing is only a few miles from 
Old-Holt, which is partly in Copford parish.

liKTT OF CAMBRIDGE, 

AND THEm EARLY DESCENDANTS.

ri^HE wills of John Barrett* Sr.» of A\"ells, Hum|>hrey Barrett, 
A Sr. , of Concord, and Tlinmaa Barrett, Sr., of ChelmafonU were 
made the same year — tlioae of tlie last two on the same daj, ^' 1"^ I** 
mo. 1G4)2." Hum[»brey, who stated his age as '' about seventy/* 
died that year, and Thotnns in 10(>8.

REV. JOHN ALLIN OF DEDIIAM. 

By Prof. William F. Allen^ of Matiisuii, Wis. 

Second Paper. 

IN the Ekoister for January, 1887, I gave the rcsulta of some 
recent inveati;.(ationd iato the early life of Kev. John Allin, of 
Dedlmm* The data would not «dlow any positive coucUisions, ex- 
cept m to his marriat,fe in Wrenlham (Suflolk), October 10, 1622, 
»nd the baptism of his eltJest sou John at the same place, October 
13, 1<)23, while lie was fnnisclf a resident of Denton* The ascer* 
tiiiied facts, however, pi^inled to \m having" been probahly born at 
Colby (NorlVtIk) and settled us a eleriryiaMn at the ehurch of St. 
Mary Key, Ipswich (SuHblk), in 1(120. Since the }»ublic:*tion of 
my paper some of the descendants of Jaines Allen of Medfiehl (eou- 
m of John Allin), with the cooperation of the Dedhani Historical 
ScKriety, have pur^^ued tlic investij^ation further throuifh the agency 
rf an experienced English genealugijgt and antiquarian, and have 
' d ft tolerai>ly sure conclusion through his researches. The 
^ are as folhiws : 
i. Negatively. John All in of Dcdhaoi was certainly not the Ip- 
ttich clergyman. This is proved by the following considerations : 

I. Rev. John Allen of Ipswich was ordained by Tbomiis, Bishop of Pe- 
>rotigb. Sept. 21 » 1G18. Now the rules of tbe English Cluirch do not 
lit ordinnlion before the age of 24; but John AlJin. wlio, according

2. The parish register of Wrentham, for Oct. 15. 1C23, meutioos him as

3. The Imtid-writing of the Ipswich clergyniaQ bears no resemblance to 
that of uur Deilhum minister. 

To these coticludions of the English antiquarian, it may be ad(]c(l 
that the evidence eeema to show that Mr. Allin waa never ordained 
in Engknd, This is stated positively in Worth! ng^tou's History of 
Dedliam (p. 48)* antl is confirmed by tlic account given of the 
formation of the church in Dedham, in Cfiap* IX. of the same 
work* Frain this it appears that Mr. Allin was one o\' the original 
ineinhers of the church, but was not selected as pastor or teacher 
until '" after nearly two years trial of the gifts and gracee of each 
person in the church ** (p. 101). He was then ordained in accord- 
ance with pure congregational principles ; the ruling elder, " John 
Hunting, with the two l^rethren, laid hnnds on his head and pro- 
nounced the words of ordination." Mr, Worthington pertinently 
asks (p. 104) : '"If he had been ordained in England, would he 
not, as Mr. Wilson of Charlestown and other ordained ministers, 
on their second ordination or installation here have done, either pro- 
tested that the first ordination was not valid, or proclaimed that it 
wa« so?*^ Hid friend. Rev. John Phillip, whom the Dedham peo- 
ple had wished for their pastor, is known to have been the rector of 
Wrcnthani, of wliich [larish he had been deprived in 1638, and to 
which he returned in 1041. i( Mr. Allin had had a similar Eng- 
lish experience, it is probitblc that it would h.avc been mentioned. 

II. Affirmatively. The identity of our John Allin with John 
Allin, son of Reginald Allin of Oolby, raatriculated at Caius College^ 
Cambridge, in lt>12, and atlmittcd to the master's degree in 1619, 
eeeius to be established by tlie hand-writing, which is almost identi- 
cal— a remarkable siuiilnrity, con.*idering that the one was at the 
age of about twenty, and the other of fifty or sixty. 

John Allin of Coll>y was baptized Jlay 22, 1597, which se 
inconsistent with Mather's statement that he was born in 1596 ; 
baptism at this time was regularly atlmioi^tered very soon after bird 
Also the Caius College register places his matriculation at April 
1612, at the age of 16. It should be noted, however, that at tt 
period tlie year began March 25, so th:it the error, if there is an 
is very slight. If he was born, say March 24, 1597 (by our rec 
oning), it wmild still have been 1596 by the rcckmiing of that tiin^ 
60 that Cotton Mather's ntatement would have been correct, as oil 
the admission to Caius College, April 21, 1612, in his sixteend 
year. But tliere may really have been some inaccuracy. To illu 
trate the uncertaiiity of records at this periotl, in the matter of date 
our corresj>ondeot refers to the case of ont.^ Henry Scarburgh, wbfl 
was admitted to Cidns College Nov, 9, 1581, aged seventeen, ai»ti 
who "dyed the 24*'^ day of August, 1617, Aged 56 years." 
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To sum up the argument : 

1. The Wreatham record [Mr* John Allen] shows that he was a Master 
of Arts. 

2. An East Anglian and a Puritan, he would probably have studied at 
Cambridge, and io Calus College. 

3^ The registers of Cambridge UuJverBitjr show no other John Allen 
whoae age corresponds at all. 

4* Id the ca^e of John Atlin of Colby, the age corresponds very nearly 
(perhaps exactly), and the Ij^iid'^rlting is almost identical. 

b* Reginald Allin of Ccilby was a wealthy man, haviug land in seveti 
p(arishe8 and in two counties. John Alliii of Dedbam, with a small income 
aod no regular salary, was ihe largest land-owner but one in tbe town. 

A theory advanced in my former paper as to the Danish origin of 
tbe family, is a good illuatration of the danger of drawinix inferencea 
from incomplete data. I spoke of the affix by ehowing Colby to be 
i Dttnish settlement, and of the fact that Allen is a Danisb name, a 
difltingut^hed Danis^h hiatorian being C. F. Allen, Since that time 
I have ascertained from the United States minister in CopenhageOi 
Hon. R. B» Anderson, thut C* F. Allen was the son of an En^^lish- 
man, and tliat the name Allen does not now occuir in Denraiirk. It 
wiis, however, in the form Alin^ current in tlie Middle Ages, and 
It the present day the name Allin is common in Sweden.

CHURCH AT EAST FAIRLEIGH, KENT, IN WHICH DOLOB 
DAVIS WAS MARRIED- 

I^HE Hon. Horace Davis, of Sao FraDcIaco, Cal., has fomidbed fortbi

where his etnigraut ancestor^ Dolor Davis, was married, and has wriUfiH 
lor us the following account of a visit to the church. 

Mk. Dean — 

You will remember it waa stated in the REOifiTER of 1888 
{p. 320,) that the ori^nnal record of Dolor Davis'a marriage to Ma^ 

gery Wilkird had been fuiind in the parish register of East Fuirkight 
near Maidstone, county Kent, England, by the parish clerk, I 
had always wanted to inspect that record and satisfy myself of ita 
genuineness, and in 1884 that wish wa^ granted. One lovely day 
in tlie middle of July I started for Maidstone with my brother Judg 
Bancroft Davis and bis wife. That town itself is queer and qa«D 
enouijh to justify a visit, but there is no time to describe it here* At 
MaidsJtone we took a conveyance for East Fairlcigh, distant abofl 
two miles. It may be reached by rail direct, but the lioura of tho 
trains were less convenient to us. The village, if there is anyt w 
not near the church ; there being at that point only the church, tto 
school-house, a public house, and a few dwellings strung along the 
road at long intervals. The road winds about the base of a gentl/ 
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ill at ft eliort distance from the Medway River, in the midst 
\b one of the loveliest purls of Enghiiul, «nJ wljcn we were 
brill mnt «rreen o( hill suul meadow diveri*ified by orchards, 
id hop-fields, with here and there a eottfis^e nestled aoiong 
, formed a ^eene unsurpassed fur quiet beauty.

**l(i24" I rephVd : "Why that must be the very oldest," as he 
turned over the volumes containing the register of the Parish eiticc 
1585, and produced "the very oldest," It was bound in fle3uHe 
parchment, yellow with age, and the page was about the sizeoia 
large foolscap sheet ; tbe writing was generally clear and distinct, 
thou;^b it was in the peculiar cramped hand of that day, and accom- 
panied by the muny contractions so familiar to antiquarians^ We 
turned eagerly to 1(j24, and there, near the top of the left hand page, 
clearly and distinctly written on parchment, stood the register, 

Dolor Davis and Margery e Wilerd were maryed 
ye 29'** (lay of Marche 1624 

lined exactly as above. I ran down the register to 1G35, thinkii^ 
I niiglit find the baptism of some of his children, but there wers 
none. I then searched back for bis own baptism, but in vain. B* 
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only record I saw of a Davis was the following : " John DaYis aad 
Margret Breiichlj wer ninried ye 12*^ day of July 1030." 

Of the genuineness of this vohuiie and of these entriea there can 
be no poesiblc duiiljt, and I entertain none whatever tliat we here 
have che actual record of Dolor Daviij*^ marriage. You will notice, 
loo, that while his name i^ ^pelt in every conceivable way by other 
people, he always wrote it "Dolor/* and this earliest mention of the 
man confirms that spelling. 

The absence of the baptismal records of the family from the 
registers proves, as far as negative evidence can, that his home was 
not in Ea:*t Fuirlelgh. I suppose that Margery Willard, who w^aa 
qorn in 1602» at Horsemon<len, about ten miles from East Fairlcigh, 
on the death of iier fiithcrand step-mother in 1G17, w^eot to live with 
lome relative, perhaps a married sister or aunt, at East Fairleiju^h, 
being then 15 years old. There Davis met her, and in lt)24 
married lier, she being 22 years old at her marriiige, and tliej 
moved to his hotne, which was most likely in the near neighborhood. 

1 think there is a strong probability that a cart-ful search of the 
Psirii^h Registers of tliat part of Kent would reveal the baptisms of 
their children, and perhaps of Dolor Davis himself,

IT is not known how piuch influence the captive Indians, who 
escaped horn Dover, exercised on the Kennebec Indians In the re- 
newal of hostilities, but it is certain that "Simon " was at the head 
of those who struck the first blow at Casco (now Portland, Me.), 
in wlxich attack the Brackets and others to the number of thirty- 
foar were killed or captured. And this party immediately after 
joined those who had surprised Arrowsiek and tlie settlements ad- 
joining ; finj subsequent events showed that both parties were acting 
in conjunction. 

These hostilities were renewed August 11th, 1676, a little more 
than a month after the treaty at Cocheco, which had included all the 
triljes as far as the Kennebec. None of the tribes whose representa- 
tives signed that treaty were implieated in these attacks upon Casco 
tnd Arrow*sicfc, and therefore considered themselves upon a peace 
footing ; so that, ivhen at the beginning of September some four 
hundred of these, the men of the tribes, came in to Major Walderne'a

at Dover» under the leadership of Wannalancet, it was, perhaps, to 
prove themselves not engaged in the hostilities at the East ward, §inoc 
they were present now with the Pennacooka and the others who 
had kept the peace since the winter before. It was known, how- 
ever, to the General Court that many of the Indians of the south 
and west who had been engaged with Philip formerly, had now 
found a retreat with theae peaceful tribes. It is not probable that 
IVannalancet and his chiefs understotxl the treaty to impos<e upon 
them the duty of investigating the previous career of those Indians 
who miijht wish to join themselves to his tribe, nor to have con- 
sidered themselves responsible for hostile acts done at Narragansct 
or on the Connecticut River. But the authorities determined upon 
the immediate suppression of these Eastern Indians, and sent Capts, 
Sill and llathorne, as related in a previous chapter, with two com- 
panies and full coaimisfiion to "kill and destroy" all hostile Indians 
wherever found* These companies, as above related, came to Dover 
in September, and there found the great gathering of Indians at 
Major Walderne's liouse* I have not found anywhere any attempt 
at an explanation of the presence of so many Indians at Dover, 
other than that which has been intimated above. It was known to 
all the Indians that the English had mside overtures to the Mohawks 
to make war upon the Eastern and other hostile Indians* The 
Mohawks were regarded by all the Indians of the New England colo- 
nies with a dread which was almost insane ; there seems to have 
been no thought of resistance to these dreaded foes. Many tribei 
and remnants of tribes began to sue for terms of peace ; and a 
general proclamation was issued about this time in answer: 

That treacherous Persons who began the War aad those that have been 
barboarously blooily must not expect tD have their lives sparetl ; but otben 
that have been drawu into the War, ami actiag only as Souldiers, submit- 
ting to be without Arms^ aud to live ijuietly aad peaceably for the Future, 
shall have their Lives spared. 

A contemporary writer of a pamphlet (written in Boston and pub- 
lished in London, lt>76), who si^ns himself "R. H," (perhaps 
Richard Hutchinson), and gives a "True Account of the most con- 
siderable occurrences " in ttie war, from May 5th to August 4th, 
li>7li, publishes the above decree of the Council, and evidently con- 
founds the treaty of July 3d with the affair of September 7th; a« 
he says, that "' upon tlic 10th day of July there were about 300 
Indiana at the Eastwai'd, that surrendered themselves to the English 
and their sacheuis with them.'* He mentions Wannalancet and 
Squando, and says the dread of the Mohawks drove them in. He 
says nothing of a "sham-fight/* nor of a capture. Mr. Ilubbanl 
is silent as to the *' sham-fight " ; but says that the Indians, " hoping 
to ehrowd themselves under the Wiugs of some honester Indians 
about Quechecho, under Pretence of a Declaration set out by tin 
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Governourand Counril of the MaesuchusettB in July last" ; and in this 
mentioD relates thnt our forces under Ciipts* Hathorne and Sill, with 
the help of Major Walderne and C;int. Frost, and otiiers rei*iding in 
those parts "being then in Readmess," separated the vile and 
wicked from the rest and sent them down to the Governonr at 
Boston. And in tlie other mention, in tlie account of Uie war with 
these Eastern Indians, he says that these ofBeere mentioned above 
mutunlly agreed to seize U[>on all those Indians that were gathered 
''about Mnjor Wahlcrn'8 Uwelliug in Quechecho," and that ''the 
contrive men t succeeded." 

Lacking proof contrary, it would seem that the Indians were 
gathered, through the influence of Mnjor Walderne and AVanna- 
liacet, to accept the terms of the General Courtis proclamation of 
inmesty. The forcil>le cajiture of four hundred Indiana even by 
the fiiratagem of a 6[iam-fi;^ht aeema highly improbable ; and it ia 
far likelier that the surrender w^aa full and entirely peaceful, while 
the separation of the bad from tlie good waa made after all were 
quietly surrounded by the English, poi^fiibly under the pretence of a 
** training." Mr. Belknap, the eminent historian of New Hump- 
fihire^ many years minister at Dover, givea mme detail of the sham- 
fight, and says that Major Waldernc phiimed this method to secure 
the **bad*' Indians without Idoodshed. The Indiana were set oa 
oae eide the field and the Engli.'*h on the other, and after con- 
iidemble mana»uvring, the Indiana were induced to fire the first 
volley, after which the four com[>anie8 of Walderne, Sill, lint home, 
Frost, and probably Capt* Huutiug'a company of friendly Indians , 
surrounded and disarmed them. Whatever the method, it is certain 
that the Indians captured on 8e[iteml>er 6th, to the number of some 
two hundred, were sent down to Boston in vessels. September 
10th a letter was sent by Major Waldernc, Nicholas Shuplcigh and 
Thomas DanieU containing some exjilanations in regard to the pris- 
oners and the charges against certain of them. The following is 
(lie letter :

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This letter shows that orders had come from the Coiincil for I 
the Indians taken to be sent to Boi^ton. There i^ no doiiht ti 
very many of those sent down conisideretl themselves, and wc 
considered by the above committee^ as having accepted and fulfil!^ 
the terms itt peace agreed upon in the treaty with ilajor Wnhler 
the winter before. The Pennjicuuks and the WamcsitiS were the ontjf 
tribes mentioned as included in the treaty, south of the Merrimack, 
It h evident that some of the " Praying '* Indinns were sent dowa 
also, as wc find Mr. Eliot and SLijor Gotikin at once advdcatinjj 
their canse and the claims of those who had accepted the terms of 
the treaty, and supposed it covere^l and condoned past offences. 

A goml view of the condition of affairs at thii^ Eaj^tern part, where 
the war was now being waged, iij gained from this letter from the

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The Winter Expedition of Major Waldeene to the 

Eastwaud. 

In fijllowing the career of Mnjor Walderne, it will be necessary 
fo pJiss over a detailed] accouut of affairs at the Eastward, io which, 
however, he bore no small part, beiiif^ magistrate as well as military 
coDimander of this quarter of the colony. All the Eastern settle- 
ments w^ere broken up, and the people who w^cre neitfier killed nor 
made captive tied to the Westward towns for safety. Dusulatioa 
lay over alU from Peniaquid as far as Wells. Capt. Huthorne'a 
forces availed but little excc|it to keep the Indians from any <j;eneral 
gathering and organized attack. Small parlies of the enemy were 
Raittered along the frontiers, ready to fall upon any exposed settle- 
ment. The alarms, attacks and useless pureiuis were many ; till at 
last, about the middle of O^^tober, the celebrated " Moi^," or 
'^Mugg.** came in to Major Walderoe and annooneeJ himself as 
emfKHvereJ to negotiate peace with the Eni^lish on behalf uf ''Ma- 
dockawando and Cheberrina, Sachems of Penobscot." ilog cam© 
to Boston under safe conduct trom ttie governor, and between Nov. 
6lh and 13th a treaty was concluded between tlie colony and fha 
Eii^tward Indians, not including the '^ Amnioscoggina " and ** Pe- 
quakets." During this time Capt. Ilathornc, upon informatiou re- 
ceived of Mog, marched bis troops up to Ossipee, expecting to find 
tliere a large body of Indians and English captives > but found 
nothing but the empty fort, wliich they btirnt, and returned to Ber- 
wick on November 9th. Upon the is!=iue of tlie treaty the Council 
sent vessels to the Penobscot with Mog, hekl as voluntary hostagCt 
to act as agent and interpreter, Madoekawando was found and cou- 
finned the treaty made with Mog, and delivered the few prisoners 
which lie held, Mog himself wjis permitted to go up into the wooda 
to another plantatiun to persuade fitbcr Indians to join in the treaty^ 
and to bring in some captives whieh they held ; but not returning, 
they supposed he was either killed or detained aa prisoner by the 
Indians, aa he told thcni when he left them might be the result. 
They waited more than a week, and then came home, arriving at 
Boston December 25th, l^j7(}. Nothing more was heard of the 
captives at the Eastward or of Mog until January 5th, when one 
Francis Card, a captive, esc4ipcd, and made his way to Blackpoint 
and thence to Boston, where he made an interesting statement of 
the condition of things at the Eastward : told the story of bis escape, 
ftnteil the location and strength of the enemy, putting their entire 
fighting force at not aliove one hundred and fifty fighting men ; he 
liescribed the country and explained the best placea to land a furcct 
and urgeil that an expedition be sent at once before they removed 
liigher up the river. The details of all the matters referred to above 
are to be given in another chapter. The statement made by Card, 
uid especially his jmplicatiou of ilog as a " Itogue '* who came 
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back among the Indians, and laughed at the Engliah and their 
*' kinde Entertainment/* and saying he had found a way to bum 
Boston » secerns to have renewed the determination of the Council to 
send an expedition immediately to attempt the recovery of their forts 
and the captive English. Other thln;^^ al^o moved them, 8uch aa 
the discovery that the Narraganset Indians were abroad in these 
Eastward parts, three being captured by Major Waldeme's Indians 
in the woorld near Dover ; and when several of the chief men about 
Portsmouth^ &c.^ came to Boston advising the expedition, it waa 
determined, nnd Major Waldcrne was made commander in chief- 

The expeditiim consisted of two companies of sixty men from 
Boston and Salem ; the first, sixty Natiek Indians under Capt* 
Samuel ITimting ; the second, j^ixty men under Lieut. Thomaa 
Fiske of \Venh:mi, whose commi^aion for this service is pre^&erved 
in the Masj^aelmsetts Archives, Vol. i>9, p* 106, and is dated Feb- 
ruary 5th, l»iTO. These sailed from Salem the first week in Feb- 
ruary, directly to Blackptiint, where Major Waldeme met them 
with the forces raised by him and Capt, Frost in their parts. The 
Council gave Major Walderne instruction and commission as fol- 
lows :

A journal account of this expedititin was kept by Major Wal- 
dernOi wkich Mr. Hubbard published in hi^ History, from the ori- 
ginal copy. Only m\ abstract can find place here. 

On February 17th Major Walderne» with \\m whole command, 
sailed from Bhickpoint fur "Portland.** On the eu.^t siile of Cape 
Elizabeth one of tlieir scouts » John Pain (former keeper of tlie 
Mujor*8 Pennacook trnck-iioui^e probably) af^peared and reported 
the way clear of ice and Indiana. Tlicy sailed fierosa to ^' Mary 
Point*' (Mure-point), arriving late nt night. On the 18tli the scouts 
found a birch canoe and the tracks of three Indians at ''^ Murkqnet ** 
(Alaquoit). Just aa the ci*nipaniea were drawn up ibr the march, 
five canoes of Indians landed on an ishuid opposite (probably Birch 
Island) and tiignallcd for a parley ; John Pain was sent, and tlicy 
promised to bring the captives in the morning. Pain returned to 
the Indians, and " Simon/' one of their leaders, came as a hostage 
in hb place, who being qncstioncd by the Major, declared that 
" Bliod Will '* stirred \i\\ late trouble ; that they deeired peace ; that 
Squando was over at the ic'laud and would return the captives to 
Major Walderne, Squando was summon ed> and replied that he 
would meet the Major if he wouhl cuine half way alone in a canoe. 
Major W^alderne refused, and tlie Indian |>romised to come in the 
morning. On the 19th they appeared in fourteen canoes. They 
landei] npon a point wl^ere tiiere was a house wliich was set on tire, 
^od their scouts seemed to challenge our men to fight, upon which 
our troops marched againi<t them as secretly as possible, when they 
fled, but Capt. Prust came upon their main body nnd had a sharp 
skirmish, killing and wounding several withcuit any lus^s to his own. 
But anxious for the captives, the ilajor immediately hung out a flag 
of truc^, w^hicU was immediately answered with one by them. John 
Pain and " Simon " therefore met and fiad an explanation half 
wuy between the lines. The liouse was fired accidentally, and their 
ficouis did not mean to challenge ours, but hailed them according to

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their custom ; said the captives were a great way off and had 
yet arrived^ but promised them next day. On the 20th they we 
weather-bound. On tlie 2l8t they eiiiled for Arrowsick, On tFi© 
22d they mailed up the river till sto|»pcd by the ice, and then hinded 
their forces about twelve miles from Abhif;ndasi*it Fort, at which they 
arrived after a eix-hourB' march, and found the ft»rt empty. On 
23d, at a couucil-of-war, it was decided that Major Walderne ghou 
eail with mme part of his forces for the Penoljscot, while 
rest should remain and build a garrison. On the 24th the Mnji 
located a site opposite the lower end of Arrowsiek Island* ** at JoB 
Baker^s house/* Suntlay, February 25th, they rested at this place 
On the 2(>th Major Walderne with sixty men in two vessels sailed 
for Penobscot River. On the way two Indians signalled them fro 
a Ciinoe off * Gyobscot Point," and John Pain and Walt. Gend 
were sent to s|>eak with them, and were told tliat many Imlian^ 
eamc English captives were at Pemaquid, The whole farce ini 
diately set sail and came to that plnoe about four o'clock that sao 
day, and were immediately hailed by Indians From '*Mr. Gnrdnet 
Fort.** John Pain was sent ashore to them and found the chi 
6a{j:amore Mnttahando with other sachems and ** sundry eort^ 
Indians." The chief wii*fied to epeak with Capt. Davis, and \i 
very desirous of peace^ promising to deliver the captives then at 
Penobscot, next morning. Capt. Davis with John Pain wen" 
at^hore and etnyed, while three siigumorcs went ab(»ard to talk wid 
Major Walderne, who soon after went ashore with *ix men un- 
armed, and was promised that the captives should be delivered next 
morning. On the 27th, after a long negotiation and a ransom of 
twelve skins to each captive, they delivered William Chadburne, 
John Whinniek (Winnock) and John Wormwood, these being all 
they would own tliut they had, or that it could be proved that they 
had. Some of the old sagamores seemed to be sincere, and dedaad 
that they were against the war, but could not rule their young men. 
Our officers^ however, bad little confidence in them, and in councU 
decitled to get all the captives anj then to try to surprise their whole 
cotnpany. In pursuance of thii* design the Msijor with five otliera 
went, ajshore bearing a part of the ransom and carefully providing 
against surprise. While looking about to discover if the Indiana 
were siS wii^ely provided against Christian treachery as they against 
heathen treachery, he tound a lance^bead partly concealed under a 
board, seizing wliidj he immediately advanced upon the IndianSi 
charging them with treachery, swung his cap above bis head as a 
eiguai to his men to come asliore, as was agreed, while those who 
were with the Miijor inimediately rallied about to defend him from 
tlie Indians who advanced to seize him, and aUo to secure tlie good* 
which he had brought ashore. Some squaws seized a bundle of 
muskets that were hidden close by and Hed with them, Capt, Fro«t 
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and Lieut* Nutter captured Megunnaway, '"a notorious rogue," and 
carried him on board their vessel. As soon as the Enijlish got on 
shore thej pursued the Indians to tlieir canoes so closely timt they 
were able to kill seven before tliey reached their boats, and as many 
more probably afterwurdij* Four were taken prisoners, of wljom 
one was tlie Bister of Madoekawando. The old cliief iMaitahaudo 
was among the killed. Not more than twenty-five warriors were 
present in this engagements The Englit^h secured a large amount of 
plunder, about a thousand pounds of dried beef with the rest. Me- 
gunnaway was next day executed Ijy ehootiug, it being declared by 
witnesses that he was concerned in the killing of Tiiomas Bracket at 
Falmouth* On February 28th they sailed back to Kennebeek, 
where Lieut* Fiske with a party of forty men secured some forty bush- 
els of w^heat, several cannon, some anchors, and a great quantity of 
boards from Arrowsick, a part of wliicli they londed upon their ves- 
iels* They killed two Indiana upon Arrowsick Island, where tliey 
disco%'ered the body of the lamented Capt. Lake, which was won- 
derfully J) reserved* This was brought home to Boston, where they 
arrived Marcli 11th, it)7i>-7. 

Tliia expedition was tlic closing active military service of M:ijor 
Walderne, although he still retained Ids ofBce as Mjijor, and waa 
constantly concerned as such, and held his place as magistrate and 
leading citizen during his life. In the spring of 1678 this war 
with the Indians closed, Mryor Waldcrne, iiowever, became in- 
Tolve<l in tbe strife of tfie fnctinns that claimed the government of 
New Hampshire, and his life thus conlinued in turbulence, even to 
its tragic close, the manner of wliicli requires here some notice. 

For about eleven years there had been peace w*ith tbe Indians. 
Tbe iVnnacooks had long agu returned, and Kankjiningus (cnlled 
by the Kngtish " Juliu ilngkins/' stiid to be son ot Passacoosiway's 
eldest son Nanamocoinuek and so Wanalaneet's nephew) bad by 
him energy and wisdum restored them to something of their former 
prosperity* But this chief was somewhat impMtient under tbe ccm- 
stant unjust cncnjachnients and wrongs of the English, and their 
constant llireats that they would bring the Mohawks u[ion them, and 
at last, involved in some new occasion of com[iIuint, he Hed to his 
relatives among the Androscoggins some time in the year I68t], 
where, finding some others with like wrongs and resentments, 1»€ 
became a nucleus of discontetit. There were many also scattered 
ftttifing the Eastern tribes who had been captured at Dover in 1076 
and 8ol*l into si u very, and had made their way back to find their 
tribes scattered, their families broken up and lost. To many of 
these notlung was Ictt but bate and vengeance upon the En;^lish, 
and especially against the one nnin wlioni they believed responsible 
fur I lie trmsaction ; the man was Mnjor Walderne. Other causes 
were doubtless at work at the Eastward by the designs of the 
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French and tlie Jesuit miseioDaried in the zeal for their relipon ; 
but the resentment seems to have centred upon Cocheco and Mftjor 
Wnklcrne. In June, 11)89, the people be^no to be aware of large 
numbers of strange InJianB nra*mt^ those who came in to trade, and 
many <]id not seem to come for timt purpose, but were observed 
carefully scrutinizing the defences and approaches. The people be- 
came alarmed, and one after anotlier many came and urged Major 
Walderne to take j*ome precautions of defence. He, however, would 
not hearken, hui^hed at their fears, and told them to ** t^-o and plant 
their [lumpkins/' and he would tell them wlien the Indians should 
attack them. There were many old friends of the Major and of the 
English of Dover among the neigh lioriug Indians, and some of these 
tried to warn them of their diinger. A squaw came through the 
town, and here and tt»ere sl^iruificantly recited the words which have 
been handed down in the rhyme, 

O Iklajor WaUlroii, you great sagamore 
Wliut will you doi Iiuhaus at your door. 

Capt, Thomas Hcnclmian of Chelmsford also was apprized of the 
plot against Dover, nnd sent down a letter of warning to^the Coun- 
cil at Boitton, as fallows : 

Hon* Sir 

This day 2 Indians came from PenoiaDok^ viz. Job Maramasquand 
and Peter Muckamug, who report y* daimige will utidoabtedly be done 
within a few thiys at PiscaUiqua, and y' Major Waldorn, in particular, is 
threatened ; and Iiitiraateis feiirs y* miscbit^f quickly will be done at Duo- 
stable. The Indians can give a more particular account to your honor. 
They my iff damage be done, the blame shall not be on thecn, having giren 
a faithful account of what they hear ; and are upon that report moveti to 
leave y' hiibitalion and corn at Pennacook. S^ I was verry loth to troo* 
ble you atid to expose myself lo the Censure and derision of some of the 
confident people, that ware pleased to make feport of what I sent down by 
Capt. T(tm, I am constrained from a sense of my duty aud from Jove tff 
my couhirymeu to give the acct* as above* %So with my humble servi<5e ia 
your Honor, and prayers for the safety of an Indangered people.

The messeiifrcrs tnade all possible epeed for Dover, but were de- 
taiiied at the Ferry at New bury, ami did not arrive until June 28th, 
the day after the Wow had fallen. On the evening of the 27th two 
«<juaw5 a[rplied at eaeli of the garrison hoo:?c8 for perrni^siun to sleep 
inside, as was often done, and two were adniitted into each of the 
garrisons, Walderne's, Heard'a and Otis's, and were bIiowu how to 
unfasten the gates if they wished to go away during the ni^^ht. 
There was a report of a grent number of Indinns eoniiiig to trade 
next davt and the saebeni We^siodcnvit, who had laken 6U]>pcr at 
the Major's, a^ked lum puintedly, " Brother Wsddrou, what would 
you do if the slrarjiie Iniliuns should come?" "I could asseuible a 
^ f*d men by lilting up my finger," replied the Major in careless 
t renre. And thus all retired to rest ; no watch was placed and 
no precautions taken. 

After midnight the gates were opened by tlje squaws. The In* 
diana waiting outside ruslied in and took possession without any 
alnrni and ruslied into the ilajor*s rooms. Aroused from sleep* the 
old man spnxng up, seized his &word, and despite his eighty years, 
drove them before him thioiigh several rooms, hut turning to secure 
other arms, they sprang upon him from behind and struck him down 
irith a hatchet; they bound him into his arm-chair and placed him 
upon a long table ; they mocked him, and asked, ^ Who shall juilge 
Indians now?'* Thy compelled the family of the Major to pre[>are 
them supper, after winch they drew their knives, and slashing the 
helpless old man across tiie breiist, saying "I cross out my ac- 
count." They tlien cut off his ears and nose and forced them into 
hi» mouth, till at last, when fainting with the loss of blood lie was 
ttbiuit to falL one of tliem held hie sword beneath him, upon which 
falling he exjiired. 

Ttie following letter was written by his eon, who was then at 
Portsmouth, as is seen.

from his Fathers giirrlson Informing y' his Father and y* rest of the Fam- 
ily were killed.

Thus tragicrtlly closed the eventful life of Major Richard Wal- 
derne, in the opinion of many the most notable of the early settleFS 
of New Uampshire. 



Capt. John Cutler and his Men, 

Capt. John Cutler was the son of Robert, of Cbarleatown in 

10)37, freemjin 1638, and Rebecca his wife. John was probably 
born in En;^hind about 1028. He married first, Anna Woodman- 
Bey, daughter of Robert and Anna. She died August 20, 1683, ifi 
her 57th year, and he married second, Mehitable IliUon» October 
29, 1084. Slie died September 29, 1711, having survived the cup* 
tain, who died September 12th, ir>04, in hi^ GOth year. Ilia child- 
ren, idl by \m first wife, were — ^John ; Timothy ; Sarah, born Octo- 
ber 20» 1655, married I^leazer Pliillipa 1095— B; Samuel, bom 
March 6, 1658; Hannah, murried Daniel Willard, 1683; Robert, 
born Nuvembcr 15, 1603; died in BarbsuJoe^ August 30, 1683; 
Kcbecca, born November 5, 1066, married Joeiah Bennett; JUry* 
barn November 20, 1669, died 1703. 

Capt* Cutler was engaged during the war, on various occasioiWt 
in conducting supply trains to the garrisons, and at the time of 
Capt. Wadsworth's de.^truehon at Sudbury, April 21, 1676, n»r- 
rowly escaped being cut off with his company returning from Marl* 
borough. He was in command of a coui|)any under Capt. HegC^ 
man the next month at llassanamesit.

Judgement have always deci<led their Polemicks in y* highest Favour to both 
Parties, yet after all my Reasoning y* Whij^g avers it morally Impossible 
for the oificr to Ksaipe y* Chronicle of Rebel Is to all Succeeding Genera* 
tiotis; and his Antagonist lays these two last years down as y* Epocha 
of y* Infirkd Worhh 

Now, these Unhappy differences I have at last found are not so much 
from a Principle of Conscience as from their Distinctions in Drapery; for 
the Tailor's Choice of a Colour well appi^oved of by those of bis own Kid- 
Bey, is sufficient to deem y* Person it is chosen for, not only a maa of 
Bouud Sense and Distinctiuii, but of true Religion* 

Anottier Remark I have made is that the Female Furies of both Parties 
have hitely made great Proficiency iu the two Liberal Sciences of Astron- 
omy and Geometry, & their Problems are exactly adapted to their Distttic- 
tious. The Tories of y' first Hank place tlieir Patches in Parabulickj oth* 
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era EDiptick, and the Andorers of Ptoleray in Circular Orbs, & y* meaner 
•ort offer at y' Constellations, which very ap|>ositely atisivers their diar- 
ncterit of Higb Flyers, — The Whiggish or Low Clmrch Ladies have such 
Frofotind Knowledge of Geometry that all y' Dinj^rams in Euclid are ex- 
actly delineated in their faces, & they can as easily describe an Octaedruui 
m a pven Cube^ or acquaint you the Proportion y^ Cone has to y* Cylinder 
of T* Same Base & helghty as to bisect a Right line or raise a Perpen- 
dicular. 

I intended now farther to Amuse you with Several very pleasant OWr- 
Tatiotis I have made on y* Town Be.'iu^s; then to have descanted on y* 
Customs & Constitutions of y* Any-thingarians of this Age ; and after a 
Sketch of News to have closed all w"' a Generous Proposal for settling a 
gooii Correspondence with you in Merchantile atfairs. But I shall waive all 
UlJ you oblidge me with a Scetne of your llesolulious since I left y* Place, 
how at present your King and Parliament agree, & who of the Younkers 
of our Station stand fairest for Advanceraeut ; which Favours are high 
Instances of that Fnendjship you all ways Expressed to

Hugh Hall, the winter of the letters, and Gov, Benning Wentworth, to 
whom they are addresseil, were students at Harvard College at the same 
time. Hall having graduated in 171*3, and Weniworth two years later, in 
1715, Two of the brothers of Wentworth married sisters of Hull, namely. 
Major John Wentworth (ancestor of Col. TbomaH Wentworth Higi^iuson) 
who married Sarah Hall, and Capt* William Wentwurtb, whu married 
Mrs, ^lary (HallJ Wintbrop. (See Wentworth Genealogy, Vol. L pp. 

The letters here printed establish the fact that Benning Wentworth, 

trds governor of New llarapsbire, was a business man^ in Boston in 

•.vben he married AViigail Ruck of that town. Besides liiij two broth- 

I've named, who married sisters of Hugh llall there, another hrother^ 

1, the father of Laily Wentworth, mari'ie<l Elizabeth Deering of 

Boston. It a(>pears, tlierefore, that four brothers of this family had much 

to do with Boston in early times. 

Rev. Dr. Ilalh to whom I am indebted for these letters, furnished the 
fa<?ts upon which the article on Counsellor Paul Wentworth, in the April 
Bjcgi^ti:!!, is based. He lias also fvtrni.'^bed much information relative to 
the Hall family, the snlistance of whidi is here printed. 

The grandfather of Hugli Ilall and his sisters, was Hngh^ Hall of Bar- 
faadoft, who seems to have been a (Quaker. He made his will iu 1098, and 
in it names as children, Mary, Hui^di, Joseph, John and Benjamin. The 
diiu^hter Mary had married Mr. Edward Lascelles. In 1G80, a ** Hugh 
Hall, wife and two children " were residing in St. Michael's parish, and 
bad slaves. The baptism of Joane, daughter of Hugh llall, is on the reg- 
iiter of the parish of St. John in IG7D. 

Uugb* Hall, son of Hu«^h,^ was horn at Bridgetown, Barbados, May 28, 
1673. He was a merchant of Barbados for twelve years. Judge of the Ad- 
'ty Court, and tinally member of the King's Council, and seems to have 
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divided his time lietween that isljtod and Boston, Massacbiiftetts. He had 
three wives. His first wife was Lydia^ daughter of Ut^ujuiuiu Glbbs, born 
at Bostou, Jntiuarv 26^ 166d-7U. Her mother was Lydbi, daughter of 
Joshua Scottow. Mra* Glbbs, afu^r the death of her husband, married 2d, 
Capt, Atithonv Checkley (attoruey gei«iral), aud 3d, William Colmao, 
father of the Rev* Beujamiu Column of tl*e Brattle Stjaare Church. Mrs. 
Lydia Hull died at PhiUdelphia, Sept H, 16t*9. 

Mr. Httll married 2d, Mary , before 170G, aa oa the register of bap- 
tisms is the entry, " April 23, 17uG, Charles child of Hugh HalJ Ea*^ ^^^ 
Mary his wife." Mrs* Hall seema to have tlied before Miiy 26, 1712, 
as her husbaud in a letter of that date to hia sou Hiigh/ theu Iq Boston, 
writes :

Mr. Hall married thirdly, Anne , who survived him. Tftte marriage 

was as early as 1718, for the b;i[)Lisn[i \^ recorded on August 18tli of that 
year of Etizatieth HatU ** child of Hugh aud Anne/' The other diildrea 
of Huish aud Anne on the parifih register, are Mur^aret, baptixed Nov. 2S, 
born Nov. 2h, 1725, aud Juhu, bafitized March 19, born Feb. 12, 1127. 

His son Richard* writes from Barbados, May 18, 1732, to Hugh,' tkea 
la Boston, as follows:

Mr. Hall died at Boston. Sept, 20, 17S'2, and was buried in King's 
Chapel Burial Ground. A rainiuture of him in Court robes of hii?h oobfi 
ia preserved. His will was prob^ited at Barbados on the loth uf November 
ftdluwing. His children uauied iu it were : Hugh, Uichanl, Sarah, Mary, 
Elizabeth (blind), Anne, Margaret, John and Charles — nine in all, of 
whom tlie hist live were by his wife Anne, wIjo survived hiiia- To hla **«oo 
Hugh, now of Boston in New England, " he leaves property. His be- 
quests to his daughters Sarah .ind Mary, who marned respectively Mtjol 
Jolm and Capt. William Went wort b, are:

He makes his wife executrix and guardian to his five youngest children 
(her owe), namely, Elizabeth, Anne, Margaret^ John and Chiirlea ; with hia 
flons Hugh and Richard as advisers. If his wife dies or marries aguju, they 
IFO are to assume all power under the wiiL Soou after his death hiij widow 
married agaio, April 6, 1735. 

Hugh* Hall, son of Hugh,* was bom in Barbados about 16D3. Hie 
mother died in ICOU, wheu he was six years old, and there are reasons for 
thiokiog that he was soon after placed in the care of her mother, Mrs. 
Lydia CoImaB of Boston. In this town he received his early education. 
Koies by him of sermons at the Boston Thursday Lectures, in 17 OG to 
17Q8f are preserved* Among the preachers of these sermons are found the 
namee of the Rev. Cotton Mather and the Rev. Benjamin Col man. He 
ifterwards entered Harvard College, and in 1713 was graduated from this 
institution. He continued to reside at Boston till 171 G, when he returned 
to Barbados. Letters from that island in 1716 are preserved. , In one to 
his grandmother Colman he narrates his experience during the voyage, and 
in another to the Rev. Benjamin Colman, a step-brother of his motlier, he 
fefers to his father's letter for his reasoim for entering mercantile life with 
bis fatiier and not studying for the ministry, which evidently Colman had 
uged him to do* From Barbados he went to London '*to establish a cor- 
respondency.'* His letters show that be returned to Barbados and then 
Went to boston on a call of business and family affairs* He went back to 
Barbados and agatu to Boston to carry thither his brother Richard and his 
T Sarahj who were put to school here and lived with their grandniother, 
Colman. His rei*idence continued to be at Barbados until atler 1720, 
when he left that island and settled in Boston. Here ho married, Oct. 31, 
1722, Elizabeth, daughter of John and Elizabeth (Lindall) Pitts. About 
this time his half-sisters, Sarah antl Mary, became members of his family* 
He was a prominent merchant in Boston till hia death, June, 1773. In 
ooQDection with his brother in law James Pitts and others (see Register, 
ToL xiv. p. 261), he w;is concerned in the famous Stiver Schetiie^ which was 
really a Bank to supply a circulating medium for the colonial trade, and 
was quickly suppressed by Act of Parliament, 1 4th Geo. IL A.D. 1740. 
After taking legal opinions of J^Ir. Bottom and J no. Read, which are 
preserved, the directors met and abandoue<l the scheme* Its advantages to 
ih» colODists were too great to satisfy the jealous merchants of Loudon. 
Tke one article which approached a circulating medium in all these years, 
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was Virginia tc^lmcca, and tliG Bnol bill of exchange after tediofB bar- 
ter to sum tip iruile was commorilv druwii in ilmt colony. He ha«I elev- 
en childrt'n, ot whom the tiMith wub Berijnmiii* H»ll, gruri*1 father of 
the Kev. Dr, Charles Henry* Hall who huB furoishecl thei»e Jc^tieps aod 
facts. His diiiigliter .Muriii/ horn in Boston Oeu 3, 17*16» died May LS, 
1757. She is said to have died on her wed<lihg dnj. Another daughter 
Sarah ♦'• l>orn lit lloston F«?h* 3, 1738, ni!irn<?d l»l, Elisha Chirk, and tJd, 
Dea. VV'inslow Hohhy. Ht*r daughter Sai-ah* Clark married Louis Itaury 
de Bttllcrivt*, an<i was the mother of the late Rev. Alfred Louib* Baury, 
D.D., of Bo*>ton, wliose family have heaulifuUulMength portraita of Sarah^ 
(Hall) Clark ami her si8t<;r Maria* Mall. 

Churlps* Hall, brother of Hugh*, vtm l>orn in 1706. He wa§ the oldest 
child of hii father's second wife Mary, who was also the mother of Sarah* 
and Mary/ and evidently of Richard,* as their brother Hngh,* writing tn 
17*i2, Bpeuks of Charles j^etting along better in London than his younger 
brother did in Huston. He wa«* prohahly then at school in London, He 
died in 1724, A letter from Mrs, I^iward Lascelles from Stoke-Newiflg- 
toji, Eng,» dated Nov, 30, 17'24, reads: ^' Ann much concerned to hear of 
the ileiith o( my poi>r Charlea, wlio 1 trust God ha^ taken to himself. Am 
glad to hear that his brother [Richard] is so hopeful a branch ; hope he 
ivill xniike np my h(oiher*i» loss, y" say my nieces are grotie wumeD. 
Shonld lie ^Iftd to hear that they were married to sober Men in Boston w'^ 
WQuKl be innch bi-tter than to return back to BB.** His father ui bis wiU 
names another kou Charles, a child of his last wife Anne* 

Richard* HatI, Ksfj., brother of the preceding, married and settled as a 
merchutit in Harhailns. His letters from Barbailos to his brother Hugh* ia 
Boston, from ^lay 22, 17.^2, to the y^&t 1737, aj-e preserved. He was the 
acting executor of his father at one time, and some of the corres|>ondenoo 
relates lo the pavment of lei;ucies to hi^ sisters Sarah* and Mary/ He wa8 
the compiler, ami his Bon Richard the pnhlisher, after the father's death, 
of the volume, *' The Laws of Iltrbttdo9, 17(i8." 

Sarali* Hall, sister of the preceding, married ^lajor John Wentworth U 
early as 1732, for her brother Richard, writing from Barbados April $i 
1732, says: 

1 heartily Tijoice at Sally's ROod fortune an^l hop© Molly will have her turn also, 
hut it windd not hnve het-n fair to let Sally dance bareloot, which 1 hear Molly «i- 
pected wuuU have hcen done. 

At the time of her tnarriage, she and her sister Mary seem to bare ro* 
sided with their brother Hugh/ Her descendants are given in the Wettt- 
wortH GeneaU>«:y, Vol I. p. 30.5, H $eq. The New Hampshire Gazette ^m 
announces the death of her sister Mary and herself;

JLireh ->6, 1790. Sitioe our last, died Sarah, widow of Maj, John Wcntwortlii 
aged 79* 

Mary^ HalU sister of preceding, mast have been l>orn in 1712* as bor 
mother was dead May 28 of that yeiir, and in the announcement of her destli 
in tlie AVw Hampshire Gazdie^ Feb. 3, 171MJ, her age is given as 77, Sbo 
was probalily very near 7 'H years old. It seems from her brother Richard'i 
letter in 17*i2, just quoted, that it was then expected she would soon bt 
married. On the 27th of Aprils 1734, Ricliard writes:

evident traces oif fire, just brought to light. The real surface of the ground 
seems to have been about a yard b€'low that at present, and the (bundatioDS 
extended oveT half a dozen feet farther.

Soon after r 
left Washington bis private secretary took tbe coveted pipe to the little girl, Jd 
fifty years after ita receipt tbe don^ presented this pipe to Chief Justice Rich 
eon, wbo has had a boi made to contain it of wood from the inside shutters taken 
out of the west windows of the state dioing-room of the White Uonse while 
alterations were made, and he has now presented it to this fSocietv. 

In this connection an anecdote printed in the poblicationa of the Old Residents* 
Historical Society of Lowell (No. 3, page l39) may interest our readers. While 
Preaident Jackson was passiDff throufcn Tyngsborough, Mass., in Judc, IB37, oo 
bis way to Nashua, a boy who nad been out bunting and had a fowliocc piece in ha 
hand came to an eminence which commanded a view of tbe president and his 
party. When the president's barouche came opposite him the lad snatched off bis 
cap and gare three as vigorous ** hurrahs ** as bis small voice would permit, at tbe 
iame time diKcharging his gun. The president removed bis hat and bowed with at 
much formality ax he would if a raiment bad been before him. That boy was 
William A. Kichard^n^ a native of 'i^ngsborough, now Chief Justice of the Cooit of 
CliiimM^and formerly United States secretary of the treasury', who has given tba 
aboTc relic of Geo. Jack^n to the Historic Genealogical Socfety.

Rev. Henry Augustus Homes, LL.D., a corrcBponding member, admitted Feb. 
29, 1868. died at AlWny, N. Y.. Nov. 3, 1887. He was htm in Boston, ftlas.^,, 
March 10, 1812. His father waa Heary Homes, bjrn in Boston, Oct. 3, 1776, 
afterwards of the firm o^ Homes, Homer & Buntier, and his mother wa« Doroaa, 
dauj^bter of Jud^e Samuel Freeman oi Portland. 

His eariic&t American anctjstor was William' Homes of Scotland, who was born 
mt Uonarkmoro, North of Ireland , in l<Mi3. He was a school teaeber at Chilmark* 
Martha's Vineyard, from 1686 Ui 1692, and afterwards Iwcame a Presbyterian cler- 
gyman. From htm the line proctt^ed thrtiugh Rol>ert,' who wan bom July 23, 
16SJ4 ; William.^ who wm bom in Boston, Jan. 13, 1717 ; William/ bom in Bob too > 
May 7» 1742 ; Henry,* above iiamed. 

The su^ect of this sketoh was tiimished every facility for a good early education. 
He was fitttxl for coUeijcat Phillips Academy, And over, went From thereto Am- 
herst College, where he was •rraduated in 1830 at the age oF eighteen, and then took 
ft thorough theolo|^ical course at Andover and Yale beminariea. In 1835 ho wna 
ordained to the work of the ministry at Parb, France^ and from 1836 to 1850 was 
a miB«»ii>nary of the American Board at Constantinople, Interpreter and Cliargd 
dee Affaires of the Unital States front 1851 to 1953. In 1854 be was chosen librarian 
of the New York State Library at Albany. As a librarian be took high rank, and 
ham been regarded as one of the foremo^;! men in the country in this department. 
Id the gathering of Librarians for mutual counsel and ai4si»taQce, bis opniions had 
great weight. He was aleo known as one of the ri|>e oriental scholars of this coun- 
try. While oonn^Gted with the mission work in Constan t mop le, ho edited toaoy 
Toliimea in the Turkish language with the Armenian character. Since his return 
to this country^ and during his lon^ connection with the State Library at Albany, 
be haji nnod his pen in the preparation of If^rned and important articles for the 
Bihliotheca Sa43ra and the American Biblical Keposifcory, as weU as edik»r oi valua- 
ble books. 

He married Anna Heath of Brooklloe, Idaas., and by this marriage there was 
one child, a Bon. 
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Ex-Got. Alexj^ndsr IIasitlton Hollst, a life member* admitted to the society 
Not. 13, 1869, was bom in ^li^bury, Cuon,, August 12, 1604, and dinJ in Lake 
Villnge. yttliiihury.

This Laat was the flOD of a msn 
of this family name, who came from Enj^land and settled in Stratford, Goon,

They wore the parents 
Gen. Peter Bu el Porter and Judge Augustus Porter, both notable men, form' 
living at Niiiipini Falls. 

Guv. Hollt-y had no oullej^iate but a thorough academical education. At tlie agf 
of sixteen he went into his father*^ office as a clerk. His father, with hm partm '' 
was then carrying forward an exteoHive buainess of a two*lold nature^that 
country merehaudise and the manufacture of iron. The Iron Mines of Salisbu 
hod Hn early reputation far and wide, riot only for their extent but for the exi^lle

He seemed to take a delight in opening 
bis c*>liection of h\'S6. (which related chiefly to Somersetshire) to any lx>dy who 
Bontfht bis aid. He used often to f^y bow much solace he fiiund in his antiquarian 
worlc after the great blow that be ^ulTcred by the h>eiof his wife, thouEb it waa 
too ohTioufi that that loss wcm never alwent from his mind* He was buried next his 
wile (who died juBt two yeare previously) at Bromley Cemetery on April 5tb."

In hia earlier bufiiiMe 
life he wiiH a merehiint in cotton and wool in Boet^jn^ und afterwmrd WBSof the firm 
of Went worth & ^t^mwmjd, who acted as agents for the sale of Ibe pfodQOH <i 
tha Naumkeag Milk in Salem, ae abo for other mantifacturing oorporattucifl. For 
the fiubstjince ot some of these last items we are indebted to nn ubltaary io tbe 
Boeton Journal of April 12, 1886. 

Mr. Wentworth belan^ed to that widely extended family springing ^rani Mv 
Williaiii VVentworth, which has 0ilud m large a place in tbeooiintry, Aod «ip«eUI| 
in the history of New Hampshire. 

Dejcter IIarrincton Chaurkrlain, f^q., a life member and benefaetor, admltlad 
to the 5o€iety, Aug. 3, 18ii6. wa8 bjrn in BrooMeldf Mass., April 13. 1807, and did 
in Boston, Sept. 11, 181^7* lie was buried In Forest Grove by the side of hit wife 
and daughter. 

Mr. Chamberlain's life has been etentful and remarkable. His father^ Dadll 
Chamlx^rlain, of Brookfield, wns the man chosen by the American Board of FardfB 
Misfiion.^ to accompany the ISrst company of missionaries that sailed from Bottoo li 
October, IB 19, for the Sandwich ifilandin. He was to instract the natifw hi i^ 
culture and the practical duties of life. The ship Thaddeus, that oarried ttiit com- 
pany, lelt B^]ti:ton in October, 1819, doubled Cape Horn, and reaehed the IbltJ!!^ in 
the ioilowing Aprii alter a six monthH voyage. The writer has been well aci, 
with two of thf3 five Chamberlain children that were on board that Tonael, u. 
the father and mother Their stay on the l^ilande was only for at>oot Ibree ^i:«rf . 
The family returned to this country in L823. It was found, by experimente, thtl 
there wiis littlu oppurtunlty at that time to develope agrioulture on the [slaaAi. 
The subject of thi.s i-ketch wa>^ thirteen years old wh«n he reacbed ibe ialaiids. 

At firfit the natives were unwilliutr that this ^hip load of pttssengers abould Uad 
on the ifllaadi}. They cmld not unuerstand the errand on which they had woe, 
and were suMpioioui. But they began at length to rt^ason, that a eompuny vf oaa 
coming to them, l)cnt on miHchiefi would not liave brought their wive^aod ehilinai 
e.fpetially ifmr children^ along with thorn. And so it came to pass tbat tbt in 
Cbamljerlain childrtjn, all uncoUHCiL^usly, had not a little to do in opening the doect 
of the Sandwich Islands to the missionaries, They were the only chUdreo on tbi 
TeaseL 

Aftur the return of the family to this country some of the«e ohildren* ftod DtOff 
H. among the nuuiber, t»eoame invent<jra. Mr. Chamberlain Lh credited wilb ^oilt 
a large number of important inventions, now in general use, whereby not a few tin 
dividual^ have been make rich. A gentleman who lived a near neighbor Io him in 
West Roxbury, which was for yeatt^ his place ol re»<idence, dtseribee bia m of • 
very gentle, loving, kindly nature, of large experience, and iDtereating in eoom* 
tion. Nathan B. Chamberlain, whu kept the large store on Washington 8c.« Boitta, 
for the Hale ot Philosophical InntrumentH, and Daniel Chamberlain, wlio lived it 
Auburndale, and did business formerly in Huston, were his brothers.

The two centuries and a half of exiatcnoe, which Exeter has jui»t completed, natu- 
rally resolve thcmseiveB into periods. By a due consideration of this fact, GvT«

The orijrinal edition of Hubbard*8 ** Namtl 
of the Troubles with the Indians in New England ** contains a map of New Ett 
land, '*tbe first that ever was here cut.'* Two varieties of this map are f<nindJ_ 
copies of the work, one known as the ^* Wine Hills " map and the other »>* th* 
** White Hilk*^ niap, the former giiing the name of the weU-known mouotaioslo 
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New natiipphlrc m ** Wine Hills/* the latter givioc the ntime cottc^cIIv. There are 
other errors in the ** Wine llills" which are nut found in the '* Wliite HiM.h'' mnp. 
Thuiuiie W. Field in his ** Indiun Bihiiogrnphy/' nublbhed in 1873, called attention 
to lbc«e two \arietief<, Rnd noted Hi>me uf the diuereneeH between theni. He Hup- 
pci>ied that one map was engrtived for the Ik^Hton tind the other fur the London edi- 
iiciQ, but Dr. Deane gwem good reaBons for tliinlcin;| them bath exetiuted in this 
country. The itnpusiiibttity, as a j^eneml rule, of a^certaininj^ whether the maps 
found in the fievtml editiotii^ uf the work were in the oopiea when they came from 
the handn of the hinders, is the chief cauee of perpleiity. Dr. Deane has devoteil 
much cfire and patiet»ce to the eianiinntion of the subject, and the reader will iind 
here much intorniBtion oo an interesting tfiil>ieet.

Kverything concerninu the i*ch(Mjlma.ster9 ana iwjbo^jls in Portland *inoe 
then, which Mr. Elwell could iitid in print or manuscript, or could obtain from the 
recollection of the living, hn« been scrupulously prcs^crve'l in those pages. Not i

^verai of whom were JibomJ benefactor;* of Brown University, and from one of 
whom (Nichohw, born I7«y, died 1841) that institution derived it*ii name, A small 
pamplilet of 16 paged on thij* family^ hy Mr. Ileury T. Beckwith, Wtt» prini^ in 
1851, since which no f^ncmloi^y of it ha^ appeared till the prvsent time. The h^tk 
before UH is a bi>autifiil octavo volume, printed on fine papv r, with DiiiOf*rau» ^>o^ 
tm its and other tllustratiijnH, and handsomely bound. The author 18 Mrs. Abhj 
I^bel Bulkley^ daughter of Mr. John Smith Brown of Providence, and wife af 
John W. Bolkley, A.M.. of Brooklyn, N. Y., well known for his Inlxfrfl in theoiuse 
of education. Mrs, Bulkley has done her work in a thorough and praiseworthy 
manner. 8he has succeeded in procuring futl and precise iutonniittiiii citnceraiof 
Ibe various branches of this ffimily, and ha« presented them to her readers in an 
attractive manner. The book is tboroui^hly indexed. Mr. Beckwith 's pumphlet ii 
reprinted in tlie appendix, which also ctmtaine genealogical and biogmphical iiiJitUff 
concerning other tnmilies and individuiiU. 

The next biwk ia hy Col. William Barrett of St. Paul, Mtnnej^ota. It is devated 
to the descendants of Thoma^s Barrett, who settled at Braintree» Mass., belweea 
the years Ifi^S and 1610, hut subsequently removed to Chelmwff»nl, Maa-^,, whcrt be 
died in 16if8.

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ISRAEL WARD ANDREWS, D.D., LL.D.

R. ANDREWS was a raan who kept most exact records ; his

hand writing appears in the books recording the meetings of the 
faculty, giving the data in regard to students attending the 
college and the accounts of the treasurer, but he said and wrote 
little of himself. Inquirers must learn the facts of his long and busy 
life in the record of deeds made by others and in the memories of 
those who knew him.* Dr. Beach says, "Israel Ward Andrewsf 
was born in Danbury, Conn., Jan. 3, 1815 ; one of six sons of Rev. 
William (and Sarah Parkhill) Andrews. The father. Rev. William 
Andrews, a descendant of William Andrews one of the first settlers 
of New Haven, graduated with high honors at Middlebury College

Andrvws's funeral Scriptures were read and a word was said by the pre>ident of the college; 
iword was added by his pastor, Uov. C. E. Dickinson, and more extended remarks which 
were publi-hcd were made by Prof. D. E. Beach, D.D., longest associated with him in the 
faculty. Later, the Marietta College Club of Cincinnati published a memorial pamphlet 
containing resolutions and addresses. At the commencement of the «)llege June 2S last^ 
is|>eciul memorial service was devoted to address^.'S commemorative of the life and 8cr\'ices 
of Dr. Andrews, Douglas Putnam, Esq., presiding, who has been secroUiry of the College 
Board of Trnstees and signed and delivered its diplomas from the first. An address was 
delivered In behalf of the Ohio Archaeological and lli>torical Swiety, by Hon. William P. 
Cutler, former member of Congress and for many years the associate and intimate friend 
of Dr. Andrews. An address in behalf of the Marietta College Club of Cincinnati was 
delivered by Bey. George M. Maxwell, D.D., who entered Marietta College the year Dr. 
Andrews became connected with it as instructor. An address was delivered in l>ehalf of 
the trustees, faculty and students of the college, by Rev. Prof. D. E. Beach, D.D., one of 
tbe rarest spirits found among men, who gmduated at the college in 1859 and l>ecame 
1 pnifessor in 1869, and who tiled a few weeks after the delivery of this touching and 
appreciative discourse, July 24th, lamented bv all who knew him. A memorial address 
Was also delivered by Prof. M. R. Andrews before the Ohio Stj»te Teachers* Association, 
Jane 28th, which was followed by cnlogistic remarks by others, which was published in the 
Ohio Educational Monthly. A memorial sermon was delivered by his pastor-Rev. 0. E. 
l^ickinson. May 20th. Numerous notices of Dr. Andrews have api>cared in the secular, 
^ucational and religious press. Resolutions in reference to him have l)een passed by the 
students, faculty and trustees of the college ; by the faculty and trustees of Lane Theological 
Seminary, of which he was for a numlwr of years tnistee; by the Congregational 
AsMKiation of Ohio; by tbe Ohio State Teachers' Association, and by the National Educa- 
tional Association. 

t He t>ore the name of his father's predecessor in the pastorate at Danbary. 
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in 1806, was settled as pastor at Windham, Conn., afterward at 
Danbiiry and finally at Cornwall, where he died in 1838. He wa« 
strongly attached to the old New England theolonry, of which he waa 
a zcaloua and able defender, and was one of the founders of the East 
"Windsor (now Hartford) Theological Seminary, He was an 
earnest and forceful preacher, dit?tingiiished for clearness of style 
and power of logical reasoning^. Though without other means thaa 
the dinall sahiry of a country clergyman, he gave a college education 
to four of his six sons and a prutessional training in taw and medi- 
cine to the other two. These six brothers have filled many posts of 
usefulness in the pulpit, at the bar, as instructors in colleges, in. 
medicine and in the army. They Iiave contributed to literature 
importJinl works in Biblical Hiijitofy, the Doctrine of the churdi. 
Political Science and Geology, One of these works, ^Tlie Life of 
our Lord," by Rev. Samuel J. Andrews of Hartford, is one of the 
best known authorities in the Euj^lish lan^ua^e on some of the 
difficult questions of Gospel History, Dr. Andrews, thus, came of 
tliat race which a great writer has called the brahmin caste of New 
England, and of a family of brothers that is remarkable even in its 
class. 

Dr. Maxwell observes, "It was no disadvantage to Dr. Andrews, it 
may be said, that he was born into the household of a New England 
pastor of the oldt-n time. Such homes were usually sufficiently 
straightened in means to lay upon every member the necessity of 
exertion for the common support and of attaining to self-«upport at 
the earliest monient. Hence the sturdy independence and decided 
cliaracters that came forth from those homes* Yet in them there 
were not felt the pinchings of poverty that break the spirit and 
extinguish aspiration ; nor did there ensue the dwarfing of mind «n<l 
culture that usually aceompaiiies the privation of books and intel- 
ligent society. The minister** house in New England, seventy-five 
years ago, was the centre of intelligence, refinement, and stimulftiin;^ 
intercourse. Few weeks would elapse that would not brin- 
brother minister ns a guest, welcomed and prized, and whose i 
of intelligence from other parts, and whose theological encounters 
with the head of the family, would stir the life of the family — a life, 
indeed, that never stagnated. Men that have stood before king* 
have sjjrung from such liutoes. Such a household would possess » 
collection of the best books in the Innguage, that rather needed to be 
studied than h-istily read ; and though there were no newspaperSt 
yet it can hardly be quet^tioned but that the conversation of tho«e 
who read thoroughly and thought profoundly, would fill up the liourt 
of friendly intercourse quite as profitably as does now the skimmiog 
of the dai!y journal, 

''It was my privilege to know his mother, who spent eome years, 
in her widowhood, in his house* She was a woman of such decision 
of character as would impress itself deeply on her children, yet witlial 
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quiet and unassuming. Her conversation wag peculiarly seasoned 
with good sense and reflection, and In her could be plainly seen the 
prototype of her distinirniiilied 8on/" 

Dr. Beach says, *'He was fitted for college privately at Cornwall, 
Conn*, and entered at Amherst in 1833. At the end of the first 
year, he took char<;e of an Academy in Dan bury, Conn., where 
he taught one year. He then entered Williams College, of which 
Mark Hopkins had lately i:»econie president, and was graduated 
in 1837, His next year was spent at the head of an academy in 
Lee, Mass., wliere on the first day of his second year he received 
an invitation to come to Marietta as an instructur, with the prospect 
of soon being made a pLu*manent professor. To this position he had 
been recommended by l)r, Hopkins, and in December following he 
arrived at Marietta to spend his life in the town and in the college." 

Perhaps, in that journey, we may see a [>rophecy of liie subsequent 
career. A slender young man, frail and tending to consumption, 

nking a stage ride in winter, fn*m New England to Wheeling, Va., 
Vhere he found navigation ch>6cd by ice, and thence a ride on horse- 
back to Marietta over winter roads, crossing the Oluo here on the 
ice. It was a battle with difficulties amidst physical weakness ; the 
l)eginning of a long and victorious struggle of the spirit against 
environing material foes, Marietta college had in the previous 
hammer graduated its first class, that of 1838. Thus, except that 
first class of tour men, whom he afterwards came to know and 
highly esteem, he knew personally in college every man who has 
yet been graduated from the institution, as he did every officer con- 
nected with it. After serving a few months as tutor, he was in 
April, 1839, elected to the chair of Mathematics and Natural 
Philosophy, which he occupied for sixteen years. He was married 
Aug* 8, 1839, to Miss Sarah Hayes CJark, of Danbury, Conn,, who 
died Dec. 17, 1840» leaving one son who died in infancy. Prof. 
Andrews was married Aug. 24, 1842, in Dan bury. Conn., to Miss 
Marianne Stuart Clark, a sister of his fir^t wife, by whose active 
interest in his work and in the weUare of the young men gathered 
here, the long [jcriod of his service to the college was adorned and 
enriched, and who in the go^jd providence of God has been spared 
Hot only to see his completed work, but to realize how it has become 
1 monument to his honor, bright with the benediction of heaven and 
balluwed by the gratitude of the hundreds wliu are proud to call 
tlieniselves his sons. 

In the gift of their children they were greatly blessed, and in 
their loss greatly bereaved. 

Sarah Hyde Andrews was born at Marietta, Jan. 23, 1846^ — was 
married to Capt. Wi Ilium H^jlden, and died at Marietta, Feb. 9, 
1880^ leaving a husband, son and daughter, 

Elizabeth Rebecca, born at Marietta, May 29, 1848 — died at 
Minneapalis, Minn., Aug. 2, 1868. 
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IMlliara Curtis Clarke, born at Muriettn, July 31, 1*S52; afn 
praduating at college nud studying medicine he l>ecamc a surgeon i

falter in hi8 labors ; and ihosie who were near him and saw h 
going on eo bravely with hia appointed task, real]^ed with Adi 
Bede, that "there's many a good bit of work done with a sad heiirt*| 

"After five years work at Marietta, hh health became so seri<»na 
impaired that it seemed to his friend* that his career as a gcholi 
and a teacher was soon to be cut short* Severe and continued lie 
orrhage of the lungs seemed to indicate a fatal coDsumption. 
sea voyage was recommended, and some persons still living 
Marietta refer feelingly to the numerous predictions made by thai 
who siiw him start for New York thnt Decemlier day, that he wou 
never return alive to Marietta. He spent that winter of 1842 
abroad, mostly on the sea, staying longest on the South Americ 
coast. Perhaps one little incident of that journey reveals the 
more fully than many a greiUer matter would. A friend in N< 
York, a |»romincnt druggist of that city whum he visited before 
ting snil, seeing how greatly he was reduced by disease of the luns 
fielected a bottle of tlie choicest old brandy and presented it to hi 
as medicine necessary for the journey. When the invalid return^ 
after \ns four months beating about the Atlantic, that bottle w 
found in his trunk untouehcd. lie had never drawn the cor 
But he hiul resolutely improved the other means of health whic 
hia voyage afforded and came hack a new man. He afterwards took 
journeys on horseback, in vacations, and at all times used the greatest 
vigihmce to avoid exposure of the lungs. His care i»f health was 
syslemiitic and constant rather than active. He fought ilisea8e by 
neglecting nothing, indulging himself in nothing, rather than hf 
ipending time or effort in seeking health. By his vigilance he was 
enitbicd perhjips to do as many hours* work in a year as those wl 
are blessed with the strongest constilutinns. Only once in his hit 
years was he compelled to take any rei^pitc on account of healt 
That was in the Spring of 1875, when the same disease, after nioi^ 
than thirty years, again threatened his life ; and his friends urged hi^ 
away on a European trip. He spent however only four uiooth 
abroad, and as in the former case rallied completely from 
pulmonary attack/* 

Mr. Cutler observes: "He came to Marietta fifty years ag 
along the track blazed by pioneers, bringing neither wcahl 
titles, authority or the prestijje of high rank; his ca[»iral wai 
principles, idea^, character; his outiit was that of a rhristifti 
teiiclier. Ins commissiun was the diploma of Williams CVdlege frort 
the hand of President Murk Ho[)kins. He found here a c^llcg 
with a charter, a building and a beginning of reguhur classes — ^ 
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jBstitution in which its founders sought to give young men the 
highest literary and scientific culture, with a full recognition of the 
truths and moral obligation of God's will to man/' I may add from 
Dr. Maxwell, "I distinctly remember he taught our class in Sallust, 
and the image of the young professor, us he appeared before us, is 
fresh in my recollection still. His hair was quite sandy, his shoul- 
ders a little stooping, eye keen, lips close, and tread careful. It 
vrae the quiet determination, with the close impenetrable air there 
was about him» that impressed me most. His sentences were curt 
and clear, as his nmnucr remained through life* He never lectured 
at large in recitation, as some of our professors were wont to do, 
but simply drew out what each one knew, and passed on. No one 
ever in the least presumed upon his youth or quiet ways ; yet we 
all liked him and studied hard to please liim," 

Dr. Beach fitly says: "If Dr. Andrews had not been a scholar 
and a teacher, he might have been a rare man of business. Saga- 
city, vigilance, promptness and exactness, system and the finest 
sense of business h«mor, all these were his in a high degree. Benian 
GjUcs, Esq., executor of his estate, speaks of the exactness with 
wiiieb every item of private and public business was kept by Dr. 
Andrews and the ease with which the estate can be settled. The 
confidence felt in him in thk respect is also seen in his seleciion 
later as director of the First National Bank of Marietta. As pro- 
fessor he often taught soljjects not belonging to his own chair, and 
cordially and successfully shared in the larger responsibilities of the 
college, aiding in its administration and thus attesting his fitness for 
the ta^k that was before him," 

In 1^55, Dr, Henry Smith, the second president of the college, a 
Terr eminent sciiolar and preacher, resigned to accept a professor- 
ship in Lane Theological Seminary, and Prof. Andrews was elected 
and inaugurated President. The trustees had the utmost confidence 
in him, gave him the most hearty support and were not impatient at 
the delays that must occur in the growth of a college. ** He was ex* 
pected not only to teach several of the most diflScult and important 
etudies of the senior year ; to undertake the internal administration 
of the college ; to have the chief hand in shaping its policy amidst 
the diflBcuIties, the experiments and the debates going on in the coun- 
try in regard to college education ; to keep the college before the 
people in a way to secure the attendance of students, but, in addition, 
be was expected to devise means by which without a miracle an in- 
stitution with half an endowment should go right on from year to 
year, doing strong efiicient work." Mr. Cutler observes, that he 
aasamed the duties of the presidency when the future of the institu- 
tion depended mainly upon the character and efficiency of its liead. 
Its board of trustees were mainly business men who were necessarily 
occupied in their several pursuits. They had contributed liberally, 
atill there was no permanent endowmenti no state or national aid*

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The only capital the college liad, waa what mi^ht be roughly termed 
*• its capacity to beg," the mute appeal of a great want to intelligeDt 
bcfic valence. There was ahvaya the greatest harmony between him 
and the board of trusteea. The last edition of hie Manual of the 
CoDiStitution was dedicated to them* Notwithstanding the cordial 
support of the trustees, ** the great burthen of responaibility rested <m 
his shoulders.** He was really, the committee of ways and means* 
" With occasional rays of sunshine, the clouds of debts and deficits 
have been in constant attendance, but the credit of the college has 
remained sound. Promises to pay have been met, services rewarded, 
and a large number of beneficiaries have received instruction free of 
charge. When he became president the property was estimated al 
$90*000, and when he retired at $S€0,00(), with additional pledges 
early to be realized upon certain contingencies, amounting to 
1200,000, or a total of #460,000 that may be fairly set dowQ ^ 
substantially secured to the college during his administration/' ^| 

In pointing out the benefit of President Andrews's labors to wP 
own city, he finds the name^ of a hundred students frt>m Marietta 
and vicinity in one annual catalogue, and puts down the pecuniary 
value of the institution to its immediate locality at not less than 
$50,000 per annum ; no definite estimate can be made of the 
intellectual and moral indebtedness of Marietta to it. **Hewa« 
always ready to indentify himself with local enterprises of publie 
utility. As professor of mathematics, he establinbed the first line 
of levels, to decide the practicability of a railroad gi-ade to suit the 
interests of his town. No system of drainage or grading of streels 
had been adopted, and he made the surveys and laid out the system 
which has since been carried out. He responded liberally to all 
demands of charity, whether immediate or remote. His contribu- 
tions represented a mucli larger proportion of his income than u 
usual.'^ He had the liveliest sympathy for young men dependent on 
their own cxeitions for an education. Two funds specially availabfe 
for gifts and loans for this purpose were wholly administered bjr 
him, and were made most effective in carrying young men of merit 
over the most serious difficulties. 

Dr. Andrew8*a religious character was early formed. He 
told Dr* Beach that he did not know what it waa to be tfoul 
with religious doubts ; " he probably found it difficult to appr 
the struggles of skeptical minds or the tortures of those that wa^ 
and despair of attaining certainty." ^ But, if he was less able to hd 
such, he was the means of preventing many from falling into the 
abyss of doubt. Young men who saw his intellectual caution.

positivenesa of conviction on these fundamental questions waa rxrt 
the positivcness of a shallow or rash intellect. He toned them up 
eteadily from their first contact with him to the last." 

His pastor speaks of him as securing an oducation to enter die 
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miiiistrj. He was ordained at Lowell, Ohio, May 28th, 18B2, but 
never became a pastor ; following what he regarded as the leaJiiiga 
of Providence, he devoted himself to the work of teaching, and his 
pastor adds *' there are probably not less than a thoui*and now living 
who can bear testimony to the guidance he has rendered them in 
acquiring an education, while many more have been aided by his 
writings.** He was a Congregational Set, and was most exact in hia 
observance of church duties. He was made a corporate member of 
the American Board of Comrai&aioners for Foreign Missions in 1867, 
and eo remained until hig death, preaching the annual sermon before 
tbe Board in Chicago in 1875, He was also a member of the 
committee appointed by the National Council of Congregational 
Churches, in 1880> to prepare a statement of doctrine. As A 
preacher, lie was clear, logical and forcible- 

Dr. Andrews came to Marietta during the revival of interest in 
public education, and gave wise and hearty support to the effort to 
improve common schools* Ohio elected Mr, Lewis State Executive 
school officer a short time before Horace Mann was elected Secretary 
of the Board of Education in Massachusetts, but the opposition in 
Ohio was so bitter that the office was given up, yet the improvement 
went on in eitiee and the considerable centres of population. The 
Akron school law was enacted, making Boards of Education independ- 
ent of city councils and giving them full authority fur the administra- 
tion of the schtjols of their respective cities, and Ohio soon excelled in 
union or graded schools. Dr. Andrews gave this movement his 
earnest suppMrt, and was the leading spirit in establishing this system in 
Marietta, which crowned with a High School is still doing excellent 
work for the children of the city. He entered heartily into the work 
of tlie State Teachers' Association, and in 1851 was one of the 
committee to organize a county teachers' institute, was president 
in 1857, delivered the annual address in 1877, and was a member 
of the state board of examiners from 1866 to 1871. Prof. M. R, 
Andrews enumerated a long list of topics treated by him in the Ohio 
Journal of Education and tlie Educational Monthly. He was alisa 

{>roniinent and active in the Oluo College Association. He waa 
ong an influential member and at different times an officer in the 
National Edocational Association, was selected as one of the fifty 
eminent educators to constitute the National Council of Education, 
and made some of the most valuable contributions found in the 
publicationa of the Association, He contributed to the Magazine 
Education an appreciative notice of his revered teacher, President 
Hopkins. His contributions to the press range through a great 
variety of topics, educational, Bcientific, religious and historical, but 
he wUl be most widely known by his Manual of the Conelitution* 
ITiis book grew up out of his daily class room work, and no work has 
yet appeared better adapted to the object he had in view, or been more 
generally commended by the best judges among our most eminent 
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jurists and statesmen. Early he was one of the editors of the Ohio 
JouniJil of Education, and at the time of his death one of the editors 
of the CJuarterly of the Ohio Archieological and Historicul Society. 

Williams Colle|re honored him with a D.D* in 1856 ; Iowa with 
LL.I). in 1874; Wabash with LL.D. in 1876. 

^'But/* as Dr. Beach observes, "the time came when Dr. Andrews 
felt the approach of age, and decided that the burthen of the Presi- 
dency ought to be laid upon younger shoulders. Accordingly, he 
presented liis resignation in 1884, to take effect the following year 
when lie should reach his 70th year and the 30th of his presidency. 
He did this while in full intellectual vigor, and while his power in 
the class room was as great as ever, and thus the college was able 
to retain him in the chair of Political Science, to which in tlie later 
years of hi^s presidency his study and his teaching had been chiefly 
confined. The three branches to wliich he paid the most attention 
and on which he bestowed laborious research, were 'Political Ecx^n- 
omy,' * International Law," and 'The Constitution of the United 
States.' But the greatest work after aU which our lamented Presi- 
dent did in his life was his work as a teacher. For this work he 
was burn, for this he was trained, and to this he devoted the greater 
part of his life. His mind w^as pre-eminently logical and accurate, 
and his methods thorough ; he could not tolerate sham or obscurity ; 
he saw with rare distinctness of vision the essential truth and vital 
importance of the spiritual philosophy, and the intellectual and moral 
perils of a philosophy which begins with sense and ends in a eoul-Iesa 
universe. He could see no anchorage for young minds in a science 
which taetily denies the higher nature of man and the trustwortliinesa 
of the motives which in all ages have lifted the spirits of the leaders 
of our race above the life of sense. I never knew a man w^ho seemed 
to feel more keenly the solemnity of being in any way responsible 
for the opinions of young men on the fundamental questions of 
metaphysics, of morals and of religion./'* 

The traditions of the college are filled with anecdotes illustrative 
of the strong points of his character and his pre-eiuinence as a 
teaclier* His courage and faith were sublime. Hia devotion to 
duty was that of a martyr. He believed that God was beliind the 
work at Marietta College, and gave to it the best service of his life, 
and in his last will, after giving his devoted wife who had shareJ 
with him all his cares and toils, the full benefit of his estate, provided 
that after her death it should be equally divided between the colIe;,^e 
and his two grandchildren, his only surviving descendants, Hia 
great activity since he retired from the administration of the college 
has been notable. He has been three times as far aa Chicago or 
beyond; four times to Washington, D. C, or beyond; twice ta 
New England, besides various shorter journeyings. He has revised 
his w^ork on the Constitution and perhaps prepared and printed matt 
matter than ever before in the same length of time. His hlstoricAl 
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Ihe iDStructions tLej had received from Cong^ress to consult France in all 
tbeir negotiations^ and to do every ihin^ with her consent. When, however, 
ihej became convinced that botii ** France and Spain intended either to 
secare the western country to themselves or yield it to Great Britain for 
aa equivalent ebewhere» tfi€*y determined to act rheni^ielves and conclude 
the treaty without consulting the French court or ita milliliters/' (Pitkin, 

n. 148.) 

The treaty with Great Britain thus gave us the great region hounded by 
the Ohio and the lakes, by Penn.sylvania on the East and the Mississippi on 
the West. But the homo question had not been settled. Some progress 
had been made, but at the date of the treaty of peace only one state had re- 
Hnquisheii to the United States her claim to the disputed territory. New 
Tork, Virginia, Massachusetts and Coiinei'ticut were the claimant states. 
The existence of these claims had prevented the full ratification of the 
Articles of Confederation. And it was not till New York had made a full 
cession of her claim that the deh^gates in Cont^ress from Maryland gave the 
assent of that state to those Articles, and so completed the Federal 
Union. This consent was given with the expectation that the example of 
New York would be followed by the other states. Three years later Vir* 
gini^ whose first offer of cession had been declined by Congress on account 
of the conditions attached to it^ made a cession whifli Congress accepted. 
Tliis was made Match 1, 1784, as that of New York was March 1, 1781, 
In 1785 Massachusetts ce^led her claim, following the example ^of New 
York in doing it without any reservation, Connecticut followed in 1786 
but in the matter of a reservation imitating Virginia instead of New York 
and Mass;ichusetts. This feature of her cession is likely to be perpetuated 
by the name familiarly given to tlie region which she did not cede — tho 
Connecticut or Western Reserve. 

The territory thus released from claims, both foreign and domestic^ l>e- 
came the public domain of the United States ; the first domain which the 
nation as such ever possessed. There had been a common indebtedness, 
Wt no common property ; liabilities in common, but no assets in common. 
The undisputed ownership of this public domain was of great benefit as a 
bond of union among the states. Here was a region that wjis a part of the 
United States in a sense entirely ditierent from that which applied to all 
other regions. It belonged to no one state, but to the United States as a 
^rbole. All were e^jually itjterested in it. It bound them together as they 
Hbul not l>een bound before. The feeling of nationality was alsi* strength- 
ened. The existence of the Nation became more palpable. Hitherto it 
had been a vague tinng in the minds of many. They knew what states 
were, but the idea of the nation they did not grasp. This common proper- 
ty, this national domain, thus became an educating force. We shall fiee the 
growth of the feeling of nationalitv in subsequent events, but to many this 
common ownership of a great territory wa^ probably the beginning of the 
idea. It may be ipiestioned whether the Coiislitotion of 1787 could have 
been formed without this previous territorial acquiniition, and the great im- 
petus which its possession gave to tlie feeling of nationality. 

It was thia new region of the West, which the nations of the old world 
itnigglt?d 80 hard to keep from our young republic, and to which some of 
tlie states of the Americiin Union so persistently assterted their claims, that 
furnished a home for the colony of 1788. A a this Northwest Territory was 
Ibe first public domain owned by the United Slates, so the land on which 
tilesQ colonists made their settlement was the first ever sold by the goveru- 
rnent. They were the pioneer purchasers as well as the pioneer settlers. 
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Tunnng now from the place of eettlement, let us inqaire iw to the Hi- 
tlers tlieiDBelves, Who were these pioneers, and how came ihey to d^ 
this new home ? Those who projected this colony were reroIutioDarj ofi- 
cerSf and the first movement was made in the spring of 1783, while tlkfl 
army was still in c^mp on the Hudson. As early as 1776 f' 'i«d

pendence* These votes show the faith of Congress in the succ^a ul Um 
war, for the nation did not yet own an acre of land. The provinii^nal tf>Mtj

great suliciuide for the future, Washington sympathized with his brutlief 
officers to whom he waa strongly attache<l. He was one of the few who 
had any persDnal knowledge of the Wtsst. Before the revolutiouary wif 
he had visited the valley of the Ohio, and had located bounty wamiitl 
granted to him by the king for his services in the French and Indian War. 
In the dark days of the revolutionary struggle Washington's thoughts mim> 
times turned to the West as a place to which they might retire if rev^nei 
should overtake them. His fellow officers were not ignorant of his eiti* 
mate of that region, and as the war was now closed tlie subject was diiJCHMod 
anew among ihem. 

On the 7ih of April, 17S3 — just five years before tlie lauding at Ma* 
etta — Coh»nel Timothy Pickering, then Quartermaster General, who afW* 
WimJs wa.H so prominent^ writes :i* follows : ** But a new plan is iu oonteoh 
phitiun, no le.sh than ftirmiug a new state wej'tward of the Ohio.

^' The part which I have taken in promoting the petition is well kaowii«aiid 
therefore needs no apology when I inform you that the signers expect thil 
I will [)ursue measures to have It laid before Congress* Uudex Uios« ci^ 
cumstjinces I beg leave to pal the petition into your KxceLleucy*s bauds* sad 
ask, with the greatest assurance, your patronage of it/* 

A copy of thifi letter was sent by WashiJjgton, with the petitioa tlfelCvs 
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the Fresitlent of Coogress. In trans mitt ting them lie writes a letter urg- 
ing favonible action on the memoriaL ll« refers to Putnara*a ideas of 
occupying the posts in the western country as correspouding very nearly 
nitii those he himself had previously communicated to a committee of Con- 
greM« in treating of the subject of a peace establishment. He says : ** Al- 
though I pretend not myself to determine how* far the district of unsettled 
country which is described in the petition, is free from the claim of every 
iUte, or how far this disposal of it may interfere with the views of Con- 
groH, yet it appears to me this is the tract which, from local position and 
ptx'iiliar advantages, ought to bo first settled iu preference to any other 
whatever J and I um perfectly convinced that it cannot be so advantageously 
settled by any other class of men as by disbanded officers and soldiers of the 
army* to whom the faith of government hath longuince been pledged, that lands 
* :! 1 be granted at the expiration of the war in certain proportions, 
iibly to their respective grades.*' 

C 'ingress failed to grant the prayer of the memorialists, perhaps because 
of the uuoertaiuty as to the cessions of state claims. }}ut General Putnam 
did not abandon the plan. In April, 1784, he writes again to Washington : 
** The settlement of the Ohio country, Sir, engrosses many of my thoughts ; 
and much of my time since I left tlie camp has been employed in informing 
mjself and others with respect to the nature, situation and circumstances of 
that country, and the practicability of removing ourselves there," He hints 
it the likelihood, should Congress continue to poi^tpooe the matter, that the 
" ers »nd soliliers would seek homes iu Maine, where the commonwealth 

Massachusetts had resolvetl to offer their lauds forsale^ or in New York, 
whose " governmeut was wisely inviting the eastern people to settle in that 
itate/* But Congress was not ready to act, though Virginia had now made 
Iter cession^ and those of Massachusetts and Connecticut followed soon afler. 

Karly in 178G the project of establishing a colony in the western coun- 
try waa revived by Geueral Putnam* though in a different form- Failiut* 
to secure a location of the grants of land voted by Congress, it was now 
proposed to organize a company for the purchase of land. Associating 
Ueaeral Benjamin Tupper with himself* a call was issued on the 10th of 
Jatinary, 1786, for those olTicers ami soldiers resident in Massachusetts who 
favored a settlement in the Ohio country, •* that delightful region,*' as he 
calls it, to meet in their respective counties and choose one or more dele- 
gates to meet at the Bunch of Grapes Tavern in Boston on the first day of 
ICarch, to consider and determine on a general plan of association. De!e- 

Stes from eight counties convened, viz.: Winthrop Sargent and John 
ills from Suffolk County ; Manasseh Cutler from Essex ; John Brooks 
and Thomas Gushing from Middlesex ; Benjamin Tupper from Hampshire ; 
Qrocker Sampson from Plymouth; Rufus Putnam from Worcester j John 
Pall^rsou and Jelaliel Woodbridge from Berkshire, and Abraham Wil* 
llama from Barnstable. Of these eleven persons six were among the sign- 
ers of the petition to Congress in 1783, viz.: Brigadier Generals John 
Patterson, Rufus Putnam and Benjaraiu Tupper ; Colonel John Brooks, 
afterwards governor of Massachusetts ; and Captain a John Mills and Abra- 
Ikam WiUIams. General Putnam was made chairman, and Winthrop Sar- 
gcni secretary. A committee of five was appointed to draft articles of 
aasoeialion, consisting of General Putnam, Rev. Manasseh Cutler, Colonel 
Brooks, Major Sargent and Captain Gushing. Two days afterwards the 
AUBJoittee presented their plan, which was adopted.

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The object was to purchase a large tract of latid in a body, to be difided 
among tde shareholders. Each shure was to consist of one thousaod dol< 
lars ill contitieatal hpecits certiticateB with ten dollani of specie* the whole 
ftiiid not to excee<l one million of dollars. The proprietors of tweutj 
shares were to appoint an a^eut, and the ageots to appoint the directors, 
treasurer and secretary. Until there should be a subscriptiou of shares 
there could be no agents, and so uo directors. Three gentlemen, howeTer, 
were upf.>oiuted a kind of committee ad interim^ to do what might be neces- 
sary till tlie officers isbould be elected. These three. Colonel HulU Major 
Sargent and Captuiu Mills, had all been among the Nowburgh petitioners* 
After some months a meeting was culled and three directors were appointed 
— General Uufus Putnam and Rev* Manasseh Cutler of MassachiisettSi 
and General Samuel M. Parsons of Counectirut. 

In May, 1787, General Parsons went to New York to memorialize Con- 
gress for the purchase of laud in the western territory. It seems to us a 
simple thing, but this application produced a profound impression on Con* 
gress. In Aprils 1784^ after New York and Virginia had ceded their 
claims. Congress had passed a resolution which contained a plan for a tern* 
porary government for the western territory. Though uo government had 
been estiibliiihed under it, the plan remained on the statute book* Varioui 
etiortd had been made to modify and amend it, and various committee<% had 
been appointed to consider the subject. Such a committee bad made s 
report which had been read a second time on the ninth of May, and order* 
e<l to its third reading on the tenth. Mr. Bancroft, after stating th«ise facts, 
says, "of a sudden the further progress of the ordinance was arrested," 
What arrested it? It was this application from the Ohio Company for lbs 
purchase of land. Says Mr. Bancroft : "It interested every one. For 
vague hopes of colonization here stood a hardy band of pionoeri, 
ready to lead the way to the rapid absorption of the public debt of the 
United States ; selected from the choicest regiments of the army j capable 
of sell-de fence; the protectors of all who should follow them ; men skilleii 
in the labors of the field and artisans ; enterprising and laborious ; trained 
in the severe morality and strict orthodoxy of the New England village of 
that i\*dy* All was changed. There was the same difference as between send- 
ingout recruitingofficers and giving murching orders to a regular corps present 
with music and arms and banners. Ou the instant the memorial wai m- 
ferred to a committee, consisting of Edward Carrington, Rufus King, Na- 
than Dane, James Madison and Egbert Benson/* " a great committee," add* 
the histtnian* Two were from Virginia, two from Massachusetts and ood 
from New York. , 

The. third reading of the reported ordinance did not take place OQ the \y 
10th of May. It did not take place at all. Did Congress have an in ' :^* ^ 
ive fueling that these revolutionary veterans who proposed to e- i 

themselves in the vacaot territory ought to have a voice in the framii^ ^i 
the government under which they were to live ? 

After the llth of May there was no quorum till the 4th of July. MeaO' 
while General Parsons had returned home, and Rev. Manasseh Cutler, 
another director^ went to New York ou the 5th of July to prosecute ilia 
work. Almost immediately after his arrival a new committee was tt|ipoixifr* 
ed on the plan of government. This consisted of Edward Carrington nud 
E. 11. Lee of Virginia, John Kean of South Carolina. Nathan Daos <i 
HaaBachusetts and Melancthon Smith of New York. Messrs. Daiio vii 
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Smitli had been 00 the previoag committee, bat Cairmgton and Lee and 
Kean were new. And Mr. Carr'mgton, a new member, was cliuirman, aa 
lie was also of the committee on the purchase. ThiB new committee^ ap- 
pointed on the 9th of July, reported a new ordinance on tlie llth, which 
wa» read the second time on the 12i.h, and was read the third time and 
pa«fied on the 13th — the ^^reat ordinance of 1787. A few days later Con- 
gre€8 directed I lie Board of Treasury to tiike action as to a contract with 
the Ohio Company fur l^oOO.OuO acres of land, in accordance with the 
proposition made by the agent of Uie company, Dr. Cutler. 

Mr. liancroft, in his ** History of tlie Constitution/* devotes a chapter 
to the ** Coloninl System of the Unitetl States." But he makes no refer- 
ence to any culony but this of 1788. The chapter begins thus : ** Before 
the fe<leral convention had referred its resolutions to a committee of detail, 
an interlude in Congress w^is shaping the character and destiny of the 
United States of America. Sublime and eventful in the history of uian- 
kind as was the result, it will not take many words to tell how it waa 
brought about. For a time wisdom and peace and justice dwelt among 
men. and the great ordinance which alone could give continuance to the 
Union, came in serenit}' and stillness.^' 

This " interlude in Congress which was shaping the character and destiny 
of the United States/' embraced alike the ordinance for the government of 
the t»!rrUory, and the sale of the lands. The two could not be separated. 
Richard Henry Lee, one of the committee, writes to Washington on the loth 
Mfii July, two days after the passage of the ordinance, "^ I have the honor to 
•lielose to you an ordinance that we have just passed in Congress, for estab- 
lishing a temporary government beyond the Ohio, as a meatsure {>reparatory 
to the sale of lands." This language shows most explicitly how the ordi- 
nance was regarded by the committee who reportetl it. 

Two things are noticeable here: the contents of the ordinance, and its 
paisage by the vote of every state. It ditfered greatly from the resolutions 
©f April, 1784, and from the ordinance which was ordered to it^ third 
reading in May, 1787. The eulogiums which have been pronounced upon 
it need not be ijuoted. They are familiar to all. No other enactment of 
Congress, before the Constitution or since its adoption, has been so famous 
as this ; no other is known simply by the year of its passage. The resolu- 
tions of 1784, AS reporte*3, prohibited slavery after ISOO ; till tlien it was to 
be permitted. But even this was stricken out. The ordinance reported in 
May. 17b7, by a committee composed of three northern and two southern 
men* made no allusion whatever to slavery. It seemed to be admitted that 
there was no possibility of the passage of an ordinance containing any such 
|»rohibiU:>ry chm^e. But two months later the same C^ingress passed an 
ordinance prohibiting absolutely all servitude north of the Ohio river ; it 
passed it by the vote of every state present. The committee itself con- 
tained three southern and two northi^rn meu^ and of the eight states pressent 
five were southern and but three northern. 

The change seems very remarkable. Yet the more it is studied the less 
iterious does it appear. The Company that wanted the land wanted it 
their own u^. They proposed them!>elveB to found a colony there. They 

jre New England men of the highest character; largely revolutionary 
olficers. They must know under what kind of government they were to 
live. Otherwise they would not trust themselves and their families. The 
ngent whom ihey deputed to make the purchase for them knew what they 
wanted. Those who heard or who have read what l}u Peabody says about 
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Kamiseli Cader* know th^t bo man was better qnaliiled for this work than 
h& He went directlj to the Soothern men. He had lc*tier« from Piir»oai 
and Putnam to Carriogtoa and Grajson and Lh*©, He «bowad thera tii

purchasers. The more we review the case with all the circnmstauoei 
attending it, the more clear does it appear that to Manasseb Cutler are we 
largely indebted V>oth for what the great ordinance of 1787 contained| i 
for the singular unanimity with which it was enacted by Congrtwa. 

The action as to the ordinance and that as to the sale wens tnken in i 
same month — July, 1787. In October a formal contract fur Uie sale of 
1,500,000 acres was signed by Samuel Osgood and Arthur Lee of 
Board of Treasury, and by Manaiseh Cutler and Wiutlirop Sargent 
the Ohio Company. Five hundred thousand dollars, one half tlie pureh 
money, wa?; paid in public securities, and the Company was auihurized to 
take immedinte possession. Congress also appointed the officers for 
Territory: General Arthur St. Clair, governor; Generals Samuel 
Parsons and James M* Vamum, judges, and Afajor Winthrop Sarge 
secretary. Arrangements were commenced immediately for the net d erne 
two compani^ leaving in the winter under the charge of d eueaeer 

Sproat and Major Haffietd White, and all under the genti nou of 

General Kulus Putnam* Forty-eight men c<>m posed these two groupiS^ in- 
cluding General Putnam. At Sumrill's Ferry, on the Monoogahela, ths 
two united. Here boats were built for the descent down the Ohi(H and 
they reached their destination, the mouth of tbe Muskingum, on the seventll 
of April, 178S. We say forty-eight men, though one of the surveyors did 
not reach the place till the 12th and another till the 25th. These wt^re not 
all shareholders, though many were. All were temjiorarily employe^i for 
surveys and other prelimbary work, which was for the benefit of the whok 
Company of Aa&ociates. 

A considerable part of the first detachment were officers of the revolutioQt 
thirteen at least having the rank of captain and higher. Besides Gcnenl 
Putnsim who was the superintendent, there was Col. Ebenezer Sproat, tbo 
son-in-law of Commodore Abraham Whipple, who himself went out a litlla 
later- He was the sheritf of Washington County till 1803, when Ohio 
became a State. His aon-in-law was Hon. Solomon Sibley, for many ^liian 
a judge in Michigan, and a grandson, Gen. H. H. Sibley, became goveroor 
of Aliuuesota. Another of tbe forty-eight was Col, Return Jonathan Meigi» 
of Connecticut, a distinguished officer of the revolution, whose sou, H* J- 
Bleigs, Jr., a young lawyer in 1788, became in succession a judge of tbe 
territory, supreme judge of Ohio^ governor of the state, U* S. Sonalori 
and Postmaster General* 

There were other arrivals from time to time, so that on Independence dij 
of that year there were gathered a most remarkahle assembly of men. 
The oration was delivered by General James M* Varnum, oue of the judges 
of the territory and one of the directors of the Company. Tbe .1 ': 
Parsons and Varnum and Secretary Sargent went out before Goveii 
Clair, who laiided on the *Jth of July. A boat with soldiers under cotumia^ 
of Major John Doughty had been sent to Pittsburgh to escort him doim, 

« 8eo bis address on Mnnisseh Cutler, ilelivercd before the New Eogland Hl«nrle 
OeaeaUigical S^idety, Feh. 4, 18d7| and printed in tbo N^w BngUrndtr for A^^ 18S7* 
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and he was received at the fort witb military boaors. The first go%^erii- 
mental act waa the proniiil|jatioii of laws by the governor aad judge on the 
2otb of Julvt which was fiillowed ou the next dny by the proclamation of 
the goveraor establishing the County of Washington* The town was named 
after the •jueen of France by the directors of the Company^ — not by the 
people in mass meeting at the water's edge, where many names were dis- 
cussed, as MacMaster asserts. Thus the first town In the Northwestern 
Territory lx>re the name of the French lady whose buiiband rendered such 
service in our war for iadependence* and the first county bore the name of 
our iiluatrious leader. As then established the territory extended from the 
Scioto river to Pennsylvania and from the Ohio to Lake Erie, embracing 
about haJf the present State.

There were in all seven territorial judges. John Cleves Symmes, Chief 
Justice of N. J., when appointed remained till 1803. George Turner waA 
•ppointed on the death of Varnum, and Gen. Putnam on the death of 
Parsons. Joseph Gilman^ formerly of New Hampshire, succeeded Geo. 
Putnam when he became surveyor general, and E. J. Meigs, Jr., was 
appointed to succeed Turner. Thus five of tlie seven were citizens of 
Marietta. The tirst two representatives in the territoriaJ legislature^ which 
met in 1799, were Paul Fearing, who was afterwards delegate in Congress 
from the Territory, and CoL R. J. Meigs* In the second legislature 
Washington County was represented by Ephraira Cutler, son of Ihianasseh, 
and Wm. Rufus Putnam, son of General Rufus. CoL Robert Oliver, who 
ioeceeded Gen. Parsons as director of the Company* was one of the five 
members of the legislative council and for mont of the time was its Presi- 
dent. At the constitutional convention in 1802, three of the four delegates 
from Washington County were Rufus Putnam, Ephraim Cutler and Beoj« 
Ivea Gilman, eon of Judge Joseph Gilmau. 

These statements have been made to show the part which these first 
fiettlers took in the public affairs of the new region. They made themselves 
felt not only in the discharge of their official duties but in the general influ- 
ence which they exerted ou the whole western community. They were \jx 
large degree such men as the ordinance of 1787 contemplated. Dr. 
Manasseh Cutler, when he aided the committee of the Continental Congress 
to frame that great enactment, knew well the men who under it were to lay 
the foundations of civil society in the West. Nor did they, nor have their 
descendants, neglected the institutions of religion and education. The 
Ohio Company authorized Dr. Cutler to employ a religious teacher for the 
new settlement, and early in J 789 the Rev. Daniel Story, a graduate of 
Dartmouth, and uncle of Judge Joseph Story, went to Marietta for this 
purpose. On account of the Indian War no church was formed till 1796, 
tliougb Mr. Story had preached at Marietta and Belpre and Waterford 
during this interval. For want of ministers at the West the installation ser- 
vioes took place at Hamilton in Massachusetts, the residence of Dr. Cutler. 
Thu Moderator of the Council was liev. Eli Forbes; Rev. Isaac Story 
mttching the sermon and Dr. Cutler giving the right hand of fellowship. 
The 6rst four deacons of that church hved, one at Marietta, one eighteen 
TOL, XLII, 38 
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miJM down tlie Ohio, another fourteen miles, and the foortli sixteen mUm 
Dp tiie Muskingum. Ooe of the four was Nathan Proctor from DaurerB, 
one frora Brookfield, CapL Benjamin Miles, whose wife waa the ds^ughter 
of Rev. Joseph BuL-kmiuater, the third was Dr. Josiah Heart, a graduate 
of Yale College, aud the fourth was Dr. Joseph Spencer, son of Major 
General Joseph Speucer of Connecticut. One of Dr. Spencer's daughters 
became the wife of Lewta Casst who commenced the practice of law at 
Marietta. General Putnam was one of the founders of the cburchi and 
the church records for the tirst eight years are in his liaud. 

Ab e^irly as 17D7 steps were taken to esUblish an Academy, in which 
Gen. Putnam took a leading parL A building was erected known as the 
Muskingum Academy* which was used also for public worship till 1609, 
when tlie presetit CongregatiuuiU Church edifice was built. The first 
teacher in the Muskingum Academy was David Putnam, a graduate of 
Yale, aud a grandson of Major General Israel Putnam of Rerolutiooary 
fame. About 1815 Elisha Huntington, afterwards Mayor of Lowell and 
Lt. Governor of Mnssachusetts, became the teacher. From the time that 
academy was opened, opportunities of classical instruction have rarely been 
wanting. 

Wlieu Marietta College was fc»Qnded in 1835 the two foremost men in 
the enterprise ware John Milb^ the namesake and nephew of CapL John 
Mills who represented Su^olk Comity at the Convention which met at the 
Bunch of Grapes Tavern March 1» 178G, to tbrm the Ohio Company, and 
Douglas Putnam, the son of Duvid just raentione*i, and grandson of CoL 
Israel Putnam, who went to Marietta with five sous aud a number of 
daughters. Many othei^ of the trustees of the College have been desoeo- 
dants of the pioneers. Its largest donor thus far has been I^Ir. Douglm 
Putnam, now the only surviving founder, who will be eighty-two on the 
seventh day of April next. Col. William Uufus Putnam, a grandson of 
General Rufus. gave to the College all his grandfather's papers, and made 
it hia residuary legatee, by which it will receive between thirty and forty 
tliousand dollars. It has been to me a labor of love to trace the lineage of 
the graduates back to the pioneers. The descendants of both branches of the 
Putnam families, of Manasseh Cutler, of Capt. William Dana, of Psul 
Fearing and of Benjamin Tupper occupy a large space in our Ibt of 
Alumni. At the last commencement Manasseh Cutler and Rufus Putujim 
had each a representative in the graduating class. 

[The connection between the Ohio Company and the officers who peti- 
tioned Congress as to tlieir bounty lands iu 1783: — Of the 285 names, l55 
are from 5rassaehQeetts, 46 from Connecticut, 34 from New Hampshire, 36 
from New Jersey, 13 from Maryland and 1 from New York. Of the ir»3 
from Massachusetts I find 143 to have been members of the Society <jf 
the Cincinnati* The toL%l number of shares in the Ohio Company was J^I^, 
aud of shareholdera 529. Of the shareholders 47 were signers of the t»eti*

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ALUMNI OF WILLIAM AND MARY COLLEGE WHO HAVE 

HELD OFFICIAL POSITION. 

By Richard H. Greene, A.M., of New York City. 

PERHAPS none of the colleges of this country exercised a greater 
influence in the formative days, before the colonies became a nation, 
than William and Mary, founded in the year 1692.* Climate, soil and loca- 
tion united to give the institution at Williamsburgh, Va., advantages over 
the two New England colleges, its only competitors until it had existed for 
ball a century. The 20,000 acres endowment from their Royal patrons, 
the penny a pound duty on exported tobacco, and small duty on imported 
liquor, were trifling aids in comparison with the peculiar state of society 
which created and maintained a class destined from and by their birth to 
lead and command, with leisure for study and culture. 

Then, too, as early as 1619, a dozen years after the settlement at James- 
town, a General Assembly had been called in Virginia. This was a year 
before the first emigrant looked on the snow-covered wastes of Plymouth. 

Virginia sounded the alarm that awakened British subjects for the con- 
flict which made them freemen, and to her naturally they turned for lead- 
er*. Virginia gave the patriots their commander in chief, became the 
mother of presidents, furnished the premier nineteen years during the first 
qoarter century of the union. Four out of five of the latter were graduates 
of William and Mary, whose sons bore their full share from Stamp Act 
debate until the adoption of the constitution, on the platform or with the 
pen. 

Peyton Randolph, president of the first Continental Congress, and ^ye 
signers of the Declaration of Independence, Benjamin Harrison (father of 
William Henry), Carter Braxton, Thomas Nelson, George Wythe, and 
Thomas Jefferson the writer, went out from William and Mary. 

Fourteen presidents of the United States have been graduates of Ameri- 
can colleges. 

William and Mary leads with 

Thomas Jefierson, James Monroe and John Tyler, three, filling the office t"^^ 

terms. 
Harvard College, John Adams and John Quincy Adams, two terms. 
College of New Jersey, James Madison, two termd. 
West Point Academy, U. S. (irant, two terms. 
Hampden Sidney College, William Henry Harrison. 
North Carolina University, James K. Polk. 
Buwdoin Ccillece, Franklin Pierce. 
Dickinson College, James Buchanan. 
Kenvon College, Rutherford B. llaycs. 
Williams College, James A. Garfield. 
Union College, Chester A. Arthur. 
Thomas Jefierson and John Tyler were also Vice-Presidents. 

Until 1819 William and Mary College exercised the office of Surveyor 
General of Virginia. Among the appointees were George Washingtoo, 
Thomas Jefferson and Zachariah Taylor, grandfather of the president.

John Tyler was also Chancellor and Thomas Jefferson a Visitor. 

Thanias Jeffersou^ ** 1759," does not agree with his autobiography. He 
says he entered in the spring of 1760, and continued there two years. 

The catalogue of alumni includes many students in the college who are 
known not to huve graduated, so it is dillicult to say who graduated; but 
the wonl alumnus means pupil, scholar, one nourished or educated — not 
exclusively a graduate* We may, in that view, properly enroll Chief-Jus- 
tice Marshall who was a student and while in ooll«^e beoame one of the 
members of the Phi Beta K:i|>pa (the oldest of Greek-lelter fraternities, of 
which the parent chapter was organised at William and Mary in 1776), 
but he went into the army ; and the same is true of John F". Meroer» Jamea 
Monroe, Joseph Kggle^ton, Carter B. Harrison, Robert Page, William 
Nelson and others; in fact the institution was closed by reason of the war, 
in 1781, for a year or more, and again between 1861 and 1865, When 
we remember its history, it is not surprising that the records are incomplete* 
The first college building, planned by Sir Christopher Wren, was occupied 
by the Genenii Assembly of Virginia from 17t>0 to 1705, when it was 
destroyed by fire. In 1781 the French troops occupied the buildings, and 
another fire occurred. In February, 185*J, at the celebration of the 166th 
anniversary, the college was again destroyed by an acctdeotal tire. And 
in September, 1862, the principal building was destroyed during the occu- 
pancy of the United Sutes troops, which continued from May, 1862, to 
September, 186o^ tit which time the buildings were all greatly injured, 
the result of war, but not by any authority of the officers in command. 
Harvard and New England may be proud of the noble stand taken by 
Hon. Geo. F. Hoar in favor of government aid to rebuild, and the entire 
country is entitled to credit for the generous aid furnished the dismantled 
University, 

We may call attention to the fact that the name of Wm. B, Giles is 
claimed for Haraptlen Sidney and Princeton too, 1781 ; George M. Bibb, 
Princeton, 1792; while James M. Mason of the University of Pa.» 1818, 
John T. Lomax of St. John's, 1707, and Thomas Nelson, Trinity College, 
Cambridge, 1759, should perhaps appear as students in law only in ihis 
catalogue. A. II H* Stuart said of himselff he was educated at WiUiaifl 
and Mary, but graduated in the University of Virginia.

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SOLDIERS IN KING PHILIP'S WAR-

Captain William IIathorne. 

WILLIAM IIATHORNE, the father of Captain William 
IIathorne, was the eon of William and Sara, of B infield # 
Berkshire Co., England, born about 1607, and came to tliia 
country with Wlnthrop,, in the Arbelta, in 1630^ and settled first 
at Dorchester, where he waa a land holder, and appear a pronii- 
oently in affairs in the earliest days of the settlement, ami until 
1636, when he removed to Salem, He was admitted freeman in 
1634, and was chosen deputy in 1635 and 1637, and from Salem 
many times afterwards ; and when, in 1644, tlie '^ House of Depu- 
ties*' elected a Speaker for tlie first time, he was elected, and served 
in that ix>sitian for several years afterwards. He wati elected Assis- 
tant in 1662, which office he retained until 1679, and the history of 
the times in which he lived shows him to have been one of the most 
able, energetic, and widely influential men in New England, in hia 
day. He was mentioned as present at the great "training" at 
Boston, 1639 ; was commissioned Captain of the company at Salem, 
May Ij 1646, and Mujur before 1656. See also " Wonder-working 
Providence," p. 109. Wiiile he was evidently narrow and bigoted 
in his religious theories, and arbitrary and intolerant in the adminis- 
tration of affairs, both of church and state, he was the zealous and 
fearless advocate of the personal rights of freemen as against royal 
emissaries and ugents. 

The investigations of our Mr. Waters, in the English Archives, 
have revealed the Hathorne ancestry in England as given above, 
and firom additional data gathered by him and otliers, we have room 
for the following brief statement, tracing the descent of the distin- 
guished Nathaniel Hawthorne of our own day from this eminent 
ance^or.

in Andros's brief rule), and is remembered unhappily as the most 
intolerant and cruel of the judges in the witchcraft delusion. He 
had, by his wife Uuth (Gaixluer) :

Other descend ante of Blajor William,^ through other linea of 
descent than John and William, Jr., are Bcattered over the whole 
country, and bear both fonn« of the surname. 

Cupt, William* Hatiiorne, son oi"^ Major William, and the 
eubject of this sketch, has, in all published accounts known to me, 
been very strangely overlooked by being identified as one with hb 
father. My attention was first called to the ern>r of tliat supposition 
by the mention of his ''father" in his letter from (Jasco, Sept, 22, 
1676, I found that he was engaged at the Eastward from Sep- 
tember 6th up to November lOth, and that his father, Major 
William, Assistant, was present in his place iu the General Court 
at Boston must of that time ; that administration upon the estate of 
Capt, William was granted to hia widow Sarah, February 4, 
1678-9,. Daniel Gookin and William Hathorne (Major) being 
Magistratee. Major William died 1681, and in his will mention 
having given his son William land at Groton which he confirms 
his widow Sarah and her heirs. 

In tbe expedition of December, 1675, againet the Narraganset 
luB has been previously noted. Capt. Hatiiorne was appointed lieu 
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tenant of the companj under Capt. Joseph Gardiner, and when that 
brave officer fell, at the great "^Fort Fight," he succeeded to the 
commiind uf the company, which he held during the remainder of 
that campaign, and, as we have seen in that chapter, most of that 
company were paid off as having served under him. 

In August, 1()76, Capt. Hathorne was agaio called into service 
(aa has been noted in several previous chapters), to take command 
of the forces sent to the eastwanL The surrender of the great body 
of Indians at Cochecho was accompli .shed in September, and after 
those who were declared hostiles were sent in ships to Boston, and 
Wannalanset and all others who were proved friendly were dismissed 
to their homes, Ciipt. Ilathorne immediately pushed forward with 
his forces towanls t!ie East, He hail a force of four companies 
besides his own, numbering, probably, in all nearly four hundred 
men ; his own and Capt* Sill's men numbered one hundred and 
thirty, and together with Capt. Hunting's company of forty Indians, 
made up the Massachusetts quota, to which Major Waldcrne was 
expected to add about as many more of his own men and recruits in 
Yorkshire, these last two companies to Ije under Cnpt, Charles 
Frofit of Kittery, and the whole force under Capt Hathorne as 
Major. This " army *' marched from Berwick to Wells on Sept- 
8th, where they pn>bably w^ere delayed for a day or two, organizing 
for the march and deliberating as to the marching to Ostfipee where 
it was rumored that a large force of Indians with their women and 
children were gathered in an old fort which some traders had built 
them as against the Mohawks, and where were a good many English 
captives taken just before from tlie pkntations, from Kennebec to 
Casco, This expedition was the plan of General Denison, but 
discretionary power had been given Capt. Hathorne, and as rumors 
of large bodies of Indians still threatened the people that remained 
shut up in their gaiTisons in some of tlie seaside towns, who would 
perhaps fall upon these nearer places if they should withdraw, it was 
finally decided to go to the relief of the threatened towns. They 
•ccofxlingly marched from Wells to Winter Harbor, and thence by 
water passed to Blackpoint, and thence to Casco, where they arrived 
on the 19th, and on the 22d the captain sends the following letter : 

Cascho 22** Sept. 1676. 
Hon^ Sir Att 9 a clock at night, 

I have not had anything to writt© nor anythinge woortb Information, 
wee came Into these parts y' l*j"' lasUuit wbtju we cutehed an ludian; 
Sagamore of Pegsjwakick (ami took y* gun of another) who informed us 
ttiat Kennebeck Indians were to come In to these part^^ that night or the 
next day he told m that y" Indians In these parts are not above ^0 or 40 
fighting men «Sk that these keep upp at Orsybee or Peggwackiek, which ia 
:S0: my lea from us, he maith he kuows of no French men anioag them as 
y Inhabitants lutbnned us, wee found him in many lyea, & so ordered him 
U) be put to death, & y* Cochecho Indians to be his executioners ; which 
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was redily done by tliem, this day, going over a Rirer wee were Ambui- 

caded, but soon gott over and putt tliera to flight, killed dead In y" Place 
but one Named Jn** Sampson, who was well uor^uainted with Maj. Waldeiis 
Ifldians, they say he was a Captaine, but such are all y* Ennetnyes they 
kill (he was double Armetl which wee took) wee fiud itt very difficult to 
come neire them there is soe many Rivers & soe much broken latid, that 
they soon Esicape by canoes ; y* country beiii^ full of them, I would Intreat 
your Hon'* to Order something Concerning y* Slate of affaires here* Many 
Inhabitants of y* place being come to take oft*, these Come and kill there 
Cattle only they want some helpe from us, I know not wliether it may bd 
for y* Interest of y* Country for all to stay; & If wee goe into y* Com 
to Peggwackick we can leave none, I desire your II(*u" Advise and ci 
mands concerning this Also, Wee have had noe bread these tliree dayes 
suppose y* reason is y* contrary Winds, because I have sent to Mr Martiii 
twice; have had ooe returne but noe bread, wee can doe well without unless 
we goe up into y* country while our people are in healtli as they are gen- 
erally praysed be y* Lord for itt, I Humbly Ileque^t your Honour to Eeio- 
member my duty to n^j father & Love to Rest of Friends, If you have ao 
opportunity & soe I Rest your Hon'' Humble Servant

I have found no reference to the place which Capt. Hathome*! 

troops occupied during their stay nt Falmouth, but as it appeaw 
that the Neck had been deserted, and the outlying residents driv^ 
away and tiieir homes destroyed, it seema probable that tho&e who 
had fled to Blackpoint and vicinity for safety, mostly returned with 
the troops to Mynjoy's Garrison, and among these were probablj? 
Geortre Felt and those others who, on Sept. 23d, ventured in boata 
upon " Munjoy's Isliind '* (to secure some eheep left tliere in their 
flight ) , and were all cut off by the Indians who were concealed there, 
lyinjj in wait. Felt and hia companions made a despemte resistance, 
havin*; fled to the ruins of an old " Stone Iluose," but were over- 
powered ;tnd destroyed. This was in plain sight of our forces, wha 
lacking boats sufBcient, were entirely unable to prevent the sad 
issue of this attempt, against which Capt. Hathorne had earnestly 
proteete<l» there being no sufficient vessel to carry over an adequate 
guard, and a large body of the enemy known to be in the vicinity* 
Our Indian scouts were out after the enemy constantly, and captured 
those referred to in the letter, and evidently did nearly all tlie reuUj 
effective work, for which, however, but little credit was given them 
by the English, except suspicion of carelessness or treachery and 
cowardice ; and yet Ciipt Hathorne*s next letter protests against the 
withdrawal of thei^e same In<lians. It was very hard for the English 
to learn that their unwieldy troops and clumsy methods were no 
match for the quick-moving and wary enemy, who fled before the 
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advance of the troops, and tlien dodging around them, struck a blow 
in the rear* Two days after the tragedy at ilunjoj's Island, another 
party struck a sudden blow at Wells, and anon at Cape Neddick, 
which occasioned tlie immediate return of the forces to that places 
as will appear by the following letter ;

After the return to Wella there waa dehiy and tmoertaistj about 
preparations for the march to Oseipee* until the news of the capture 
of Black point and the threatened approach of the Tiotorioufl Indlani 
pat the troops upon the guard of the towns near at hand. Capl. 
Hathome and his troops remained in these parts in serrice until 
November 1st, when in company with Capt- Sill he set forth upon 
the long delayed march to Ossipee, where they arrived after a very 
hard march of four days, finding never an Indian on the way or at the 
Great Fort. The Captain sent a party of his men up some twenty 
miles farther, but without result, and having burnt the fort, the 
troops returned to Berwick, where they arrived on November 9tiu 
In the meantime, the treaty with Sachem Mugg had been coDcludedi 
and the troops under Capt. Hathome were soon dismissed. 

It will be remembered that the latest credits contained in Hull*s 
accounts are September 23, 1676, so that the men serving under 
the Capt. in this expedition had credit in a later Journal, which is 
now lost.

receiving her late busband^s arrears from the country. 

The p'misses considered your peticoner humbly craves, this hon^ Ccrart 
would be pleased to order speedy payment of the arrears doe to her U^ 
husband, in such proportion as yo*^ hon*^ in wisdom shall judge oonvaoisi& 
And yo' peticoner (as in duty bound) shall pray 
for you' Hono" prosperity.

THE TRADITION OF MICAH ROOD. 

By P. H. Woodward, Esq., of Hartford, Ct. 

IN a deep valley in the town of Franklin, Conn., about eighty 
rodd from the New-Lou Jon and Northern Railway Station, 
standi a time-scarred apple tree, the lineal representative of a 
variety that from the early settlement of the region by tlie whitea, 
haa been perpetuated by SQCcesaive eproutinga over tlie original roots, 
and that for one hundred and seventy yeai's has kept alive in the 
vicinity a tradition of crime and retribution. For nearly a century 
and three fourths every apple grown upon that spot has contained a 
email red globule resembling a drop of blood. Within the memory 
af the living the fruit ranked as par excellence the local favorite, on 
account of luscious juiciness, and rich spicy flavor. Latterly its 
reputation has declined, partly from neglect and natural deterioration, 
and partly from the introduction of imjiroved varieties. 

It is claimed as a result eetablislxed by numerous experiments 
that while seedlings grafted from the primitive stock preserve the 
other quidities of the fruit, in all such the blood spot refuses to 
materiidize. This elusive peculiarity can only be fixed and ditlueed 
by transphmting shoots from tlie root. From its birth place in 
Norwich- West-Farms — nov? Franklin — the "Mike/' or "Rood** 
apple, for it is known by both names, spread over the adjacent 
country, and for a long period in Eastern Connecticut no orchard 
was thought complete without it. 

In 169i>, Micah Rood, youngest son of Thomas Rood, migrating 
from east of the Sbetucket River, settled in Norwich- West-Farms 
upon the lands where he subsequently lived and died. West of hia 
house not far away the Suequetonscut danced through a wild, dark, 
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rocky ravine — a retreat etill unahom of it* weird, primeval beaut j. 
On the east rose a steep hill destined in due time to be crowned by 
the Puritan church. Then aa now the whippoorwille loved the 
deep eeclusion of the well wooded, well watered valley, and with their 
melancholy notes broke the ©alemn efiUnesi of summer nights. In- 
diana were numeroos though peaceful. On the western slope of 
the hill toward the setting sun the colonist built hia house. He 
was youDg and strong. The acres around were fertile* The situa- 
tion seemed to hold for him the promise of a long, reputable and 
tranquil life. 

In blessed monotony the seasons came and went, bringing mod- 
erate gains to the farmer. Suddenly, however, as the tradition 
goes, a great change clouded the spirits and altered the habits of 
Micah Rood. He lost interest in work and worship. Cattle 
were neglected and neighbors shunned. With swift decline, as au- 
tumn deepened into winter, he grew idle, restless and intemperate. 
Some attributed the change to witchcraft. Others discerned in these 
wayward actions premonitory signs of madnees. In a sparciely 
settled community, occupied as such are, outside of the routine of daily 
duties, with matters personal rather than general, the good people 
discussed the subject with curious but kindly interest. 

Winter wore away, the melting snows poured their roaring flooda 
through the chasm near by, the birds returned, and the orchard of 
Micah Rood blossomed again. On one tree, however, it was noticed 
that the flowers had turned from white to red. In an age inclined to 
supcr^^tition and credent of marvels, the phenomenon attracted the 
attention of passers, assuming more ominous significance when after- 
wards recalled. To this tree, too, Micah seemed to be drawn bya 
cruel but resistless fascination. After the nerveless labors of the 
morning, which left his corn overrun with weeds, he sought beneath 
its shade relief from the beats of midday. Evening found him in 
the same retreat, alone with the katydids and whippoorwiUa* 
Toward the close of August the red blossoms had developed into 
fruit. When the large, yellow apples fell from the branches^ though 
aa fair, juicy and toothsome as of old, each one was found to 
contain the well defined globule to be known thereafter aa the 
''drop of blood." 

If the conduct of Micah, his lapse from industry, thrift and oofl- 
tentment, into idleness and solitude, had been discussed around 
many scattei-ed fire-sides, the still more unaccountable behavior of 
the apple-tree deepened the mystery. To a large degree the histufj 
of the different colonists was known to each other* What was tbere^ 
they asked, in the monotonous, common place record of this one to 
provoke the doom, already sounded in multiform warnings? Hi* 
father, Thomas, had lived decorously and died in the faith. X^ 
ancestral curse visited upon the son vicarious punishment for the &i^ 
of the sire. Yet not only did the current judgment of the tifli^ 
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pronounce the poor man accursed, but easily passed on to assert 
that the blight extended to the acres he tilled. Around the victim 
consumed by the fires of Bome hidden sin an occult power was throw- 
ing out signals of knowledge if not of wrath. 

One circumstance, seemingly unimportant at the time of its occur- 
rence, came into prominence a year later as offering the probable ei- 
planation of the secret. It was remembered that the previous full a 
pedlar of foreign aspect and vending wares too luxurious and costly 
for the lean purses of an outlying settlement^ had called at several 
houses in West-Farms and passed a night at Micah Rood's. No 
one in the towniship had seen him afterwards. Then and there all 
trace of the stranger disappeared. liising early the next morning 
he might have pushed on east or west, but if bo his departure was 
tinnoticed. Like countless other incidents this one would speedily 
have been swallowed up forever in the sea of oblivion, except that it 
marked a turning point in the fate of the host. When pursuit fairly 
started on the trail indicated by the coincidence ^ the public made up 
for lost time in the collection of facts. The apparent intervention 
of a supernatural power — the blood-spot in the apple — lent a ghostly 
interest to the inquiry not dissonant to the moral tone of the period. 
The unusual mien of the pedlar nitide it tlie more easy to trace 
his steps from door to door. After comparing impressions the set- 
tlers quite generally concluded tliat he was a French emissary, sent 
to spy out the weakness of the infant colony. Traffic could hardly 
have been his object, for his wares were too uneuited to the market. 
A eecret agent of an unfrientlly power, starting on an extended cir- 
cuit in the character of a trader, would, they argued, naturally take 
a stock at once attractive to win admission everywhere and stimulate 
talkt and also unsalable that the pack might travel a long way with- 
out need of replenishment. Having progressed thus far in the in- 
vestigation ^ by a bold leap the public jumped to the conclusion that 
&Ucah, overpowered either by avarice, or perhaps by a freak of pat- 
riotic frenzy, had stabbed the pedlar in the orchard, and that the 
blood, absorbed by the roots of the overhanging tree, became reincar- 
nate in flower and fruit. Thus both in seed time and harvest that 
silent but awful witness denounced the murderer for the deed. 

We may imagine that stealthy visits were made to the orchard by 
persons intent on unearthing more substantial proofs of the crime. 
Early comers, however, found no seam in the sod to inthcate tfiat it 
had been broken for a grave. Cautiously as befitted the strange 
eolemuity of the situation, but with an acuteness that suffered no 
fact which might throw light upon the case to escape attention, wa« 
the search pursued. Yet the inquest failed to disclose a trace of 
the missing man. The foreign finery which made up the stock of 
the pedlar had disappeared as completely as the owner. By not so 
much OS a fragment of the well-remembered stuff was the abode of 
Mieah garnished. Zeal unrewarded by discovery was exhausted in 
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time from lack of aliment. After the inquiry, hushed bat keen, had 
epent its force, the case remnioed preciaely aa at firat. At the close 
as at the beginning the evidence was summed up in the Dirmifesta* 
tions of a troubled spirit and in a blood-raottled apple. If a load 
rested on the conscience of the wretched farmer, it forced no confes- 
Bion from his lips. 

In time the suspicions of the neighborhood sofYened into sympathy. 
Id sore need of sympathy did poor Micah stand, for his worldly 
affairs drifted from bad to worse a.s he sank ever deeper in the slough 
of poverty and dejection. Around the orchard the fence fell to decay, 
the unfilled barn tottered in the winds which swept through the 
valley, and tlie habitation grew more and more desolate. Too list- 
less to cultivate the soil, or possibly terrified by spectral fears while 
working in the fields alone, he assumed the care of the meeting-house 
in 1717, receiving as compensation a peck of com yearly from each 
family in the society. 

For ten years tliereafter a curtain hides the sufferer from the view 
of posterity, but it is lifted to disclose the end. The records of the 
ecclesiasticjU society, still extant, contain these entries : 

"July 5, 1727, The inhabitants do now, by their vote, agree to 
allow to each man that watches with Micah Rood, two shillings per 
night ; also to those who have attended sd Rood by day, three shil- 
lings per dny^^^ 

" December 17, 1728. To Jacob Hyde for digging Micah Rood's 
grave £0. 48. Od/' 

Such are the outlines of the story as told to persons still living by 
old jjeople whose birthnlate reached far back into the last century* 
Apparently they experienced no difficulty in accepting both the 
alleged facta and the implied philosophy. As then view^ the Seen 
and the Unseen, the Natural and the Supernatural, crossed each 
other in unaccountable ways. It did not seem unreasonable that 
Nature should thus overtly record her abhorrence of human crime- 

•'For murder, thotiiih it have no tongue, will fpeak 
WtlL most niiracuLou^ organ." 

On the other hand, traditions involving the improbable fare roughly 
in the alembic of modern criticism. Reasoning from the universality 
of invariable law the iconoclast will say that a freak of nature wai 
perverted to blast the life and blacken tlie memory of one who wai 
proljably little better or worse than tlie average of his neio:hbord— 
that ill the confusion of sequences effect was confounded with e^uae* 
He will urge tliat the long-endured misery resulted less from the 
fitinga of avenging conscience than from the cruelty of unjust suspi- 
cions. Be that as it may, while the blood-spotted apple continues 10 
grow, it will be linked with the name and fame of Micah Rood.

COLONY.

TTT'E are nble to presenl; on the opposite page a picture of tlie very 
TT biiililiiij^ where "Divers Gudly Persons'^ of the counties of 
Devon, Dorset and Somerect met to organize, eome time in Mitrch, 
1629-30, 

The building was the '" New Hospital in Plymouth/* an alms- 
house, not quite finis^fred, and therefore unoccupied. Two months 
later it wad formally occupied by the towti nunioritie^, and was 
known for a century and a quarter n« " Tlie Hos[iital of P(H)r'j* Por- 
tion/* It was pbatiigfjiplicd by Mr, R. M, Worth for his *' History 
of Plymouth " (the first edition, now out of print), and the cut we 
give 18 from a photograph purchased of him last summer by the 
writer of tliis, nnd u^ed aa the frontispiece to his recently issued 
*^ Dorclicstcr Pojie Ffimily." 

The buibling was demulii^bed ubout 1859. But as we look upon 
thia picture we can easily imjigine ourselves raiuj;;ling with the com- 
pany on their "solemn Day of Fasting and Prayer;" we hear "Pa- 
triarch White " of Dorchester in Dorset preach '^ in the fore pnrt of the 
day/' and we watch witl» great interest while, in the 'Matter part 
of the djiy,*' the band 'Mid ^oh^inuly make choice of an<l cnll those 
godly Minii^ters the Revd, Mr. John Warham and Mr* John Mave- 
rick to be their officers and they did accept thereof and expressed 
the same.'' 
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Over the main door-way of the building this motto was chidelle 

" By Goi>8 helpe through Christ," 

In that faith the devout party sailed March 29, 1630, and founded 
Dorchei*ter, the oldest portion of our present Boston, On board 
the " Mairv and John'* and in their Xew England home the pastors, 
so in^tcdltfd, fulfilled their office together nearly six yeara. Then the 
yount^er (Warham) with a portion of the colony, went to found 
Windsor, Conn* ; while the older, Maverick, with the remziiuderi 
continued by the *' Bay " till called to the eternal home.

William received the rndimenta of hts education in the public schools of Mans- 
field. A schoolmate and relative, Frederick Deanc Allen, Esq., now a merchant 
in Boston, remembers him a^^ a good scholar and a kind and affectionate compaiiioii. 
He furnitihes me with the following remtnificenceiS of their early life : 

** I wa« a little hi.s senior in a^e. We were burn and brought up within a quarter 
of a mile from each other* lua father and mv mother were oouains, and our 
faimilies always lived in the meet friendly and intimate relatione* From oor 
earlieet youth we were playmates and schoolmates. The school house being a mile 
distant, we b<3ys were generally found going across lot« to reach school in scasoii, it 
being the wish ol our parents that their ottildreo should be prompt, aod obedient Io 
all the rulas of the school. 

*'I remember two lady teachers. Miss Eleanor Glover of Stougbton and Misi 
Betsey Hall of Norton, both excellent teachers, whom all good scholar* luved and 
obeyed. Tbemale teacher whom 1 remember most about was Herman Hull, wbo 
liT<» next to the school bouse, which was a small red building, oontaininir onh* oos 
zoom, with seat and benches on three sides, and a large open jSreplaoe > >r, 

with a closet for the girls to bang their clothes in. The bovs occupic jf 

the room and the girl a the other. From my recollection of that scli k 

it was, for the time, a model school. The parents were nearly all fann j 

oomer of the district wiiea small cotton factory, and a few children from ^ . .: „-^u 
borhood attended who hud not been so well trained as the res^t of the scholars.'' 

William's aunt. Miss Nancy Dcane, was an acoomplished teacher who taaght in tbe 
Brintol Aaidemy and other seminaries of learning. (Sec Reuistkb, voL xt. p. 35d.) 
J thiok that he informed me that he received some instruction from her. 

When be was about fourteen years old, he came to Boston to assist bis unde, the 
Rev. David Reed, as a clerk in tne office of the Christian Rt^ixier^ a religious newt- 
paper which Mr. Reed had oommenced a few years before^in 1€81 — »s rv,.> Arr^n 
of the Unitarian denomination. John B. Rus8>eli, E:^.,* now of I 
Ind., who printed the paper at that time, remembers young Deane as u 
intelligent boy, who attended conscientiously to his duties in his unciu'iii uffio^ 
and spent his leisure in reading.

w«0 oflen vifiited by Uoitarjan cler^ryinen and other ^ple of infiuence. Here the 
lud rormed lasting friendships with some of the leading men id the denomination. 
Id thiia office, not unfrequeDtly, reli^ioua, literary and historical subjects were 
discussed by men of team in <; and ability^ for it may safely be asserted that the 
UnitariaD denomtDation at that lime embraced a large proportion of the learning 
and literary taJoot of Boston and its viciuity. In lij^tening to these disou^ons bis 
JiDowledtfe wta mcseased, bb critical powers eiercisea and bis literary taste 
improvM. 

One of bis datice, in this office^ waA to assist in reading proof on the Christtan 
Rj^ster and other publictitlons of his uncle. As Franklin when he was at work on 
Ills bruther's newapaper wa^i tempted to try his buod as a writer for its pages, so 

rng Deane was emboldened to write articles upon ^objects which were treated of 
»i*» uncle's newspaper, which he copied in a disguised band and managed to con- 
Tey to the editor* lie was rejoiced to hnd them accepted and printed, lie had 
opportunities to hear their merits discus^si^) and waA surprised when he beard them 
praised by men whose opinions be re?ered, and to find them oficribed to writei^ of 
aoknowledged ability. 

AfU^r remaining with his uncle a few yearSf ho had a desire to enter mercantile 
life. Before oomtneocing the business that he was tij pursue for life, he felt a desire 
lo obtain instruction in higher bmnohef! of learning than were taught him in the 
^iCbools of his native town. Uc therefore entered Lexington Academy, then in high 
Teputo. The first principal of the academy wan the late Rev. Caleb Stetson, a grad* 
uate of Harvard College and an eiceyent instructor. I have been unable to asoer- 
tain whether William wan a student under Mr> Stetson or under his successor, tbn 
late HcT. William P. Huntington, also a graduate of Harvard, who took charge of 
the Academy in 1825. 1 have often heard Mr. Deane roler to the happy days spenl 
in this seminary and to the congenial cympauions he found there. 

On leaving the academy be bt^came a clerk in the st4)ro of Messrs. Cushing, 
Conant and V\^hite» who wore doiug a large cloth business at Nu. 51 Washingtiui St. 
Be discharged bis duties ta it h fully and became bead bookkeeper to the linn, a 
position for which he was well Otted. In iS'd'i, Mr. Conant retired, and Mr. Deane 
oeeome a member of the firm, the style of wliich was changed to Cushing, White & 
Cd- The business was removed to No. 61 KJll>y Street. In IB39 he retired from the 
firm, and did business on his own account at tl^e same numbtT. In 1841 he farmed 
a new c^ipartnership of which he was the head. The new tirm waa Deane, Bradntreet 
and Company, his partners being Mr. Samuel Brsdstreet and Air. David U. Deane, 
the Utter a younger brother of his. The goods they dealt in were woollens. The 
-firm was dissolved in IB43. He afterwards filled various positions of trust, for which 
his business experience and his ability as a comtietent and expert accountant well 
qualified him. About the year 1850, be removed bis residence to firookline, stiU 
having his buHiness in Boston. 

He married, May 22^ 1834, Miss Ahby Dogjjett, daughter of Rev. Simeon Doffgetl 
of Kaynham, Mass., a woman of sinijular excellence of character, *' deeply imnucMi 
with Ktriet christian principles and with peculiar domestic virtues, which were ever 
earned out in her moj^t exemplary life.'* She died May 6, 1861, aged 49. (Sc© 
Rtoi&T&a, XV. 380* > They had lour children : 1, WiUwm Roicoe^ a lawyer of 
Chicago, HI., who died there Aug. 31, l8<U,a^ed 26 (Rbo. xv. 369); 2, Samud 
Blair ^ in mercantile life, who died several years ago ; 3, Abby Weston, who is titill 
living : 4, Henry Ware, U, C. lSfi9, died April 7, 1B75, aced 27, while a student jel 
the Medical School of Harvard University (Kica. xxix. 339). 

Hiti only surviving child. Miss Abby W. Deane, thus writes to me oonoemtng him i 
'* There ara some taraits in my father's character which, I think, were l)etter known 
in bis domestic circle than among his friends. One was a certain unfailing amiar 
bility ; and this was united to a power of concealing what was really causing him 
intenfie anxiety. Another was a quick and just appreciation of oharaoter. This 
gid mode htm very successful as a peace maker. He saw ali sides of a question and 
WMB able to show opponents in a contest the difTerent phases of the subject, and 
Ul tills way he would reconcile their diflerences. This quality was, however, exer* 
cised in such a private wav and in matters of bo delicate a oature that it oould tiol 
be kijuwu to the world at large. 

*' ThiM ability to lorm a true estimate of character would haro made him a sno- 
oeseful writer of biography had he attempted it on a larger scale than be did. His 
ufifaiUng enthoaiaam^ 1 may say passion for literary pursuits was a prominent trait 
ill bis character. Though toncTof travel and eminently social p bis btMkSi papem and 
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maottpcripts fnnibbcd eof»ti.ot employmeot aod eE\joymeDt for bii lelsoTe boats. 
H M letters, of the tminber of wbieh I am form no e8tiiiiiite» were fomarkftble and 
full of interest. 

'* He bad a keen sense of butnoTf but its fiiUest indulgextoe wm fOMrred for his 
own heartbstODe. Ue bad a groat atenuoii to mere gamip, and 1 nefw knew a man 
who bad more floom for it. 

*' Ue wa^ very fond of flowers and took jgreat ddigbt in ciiUi^ting them. He 
wa8 Tery sltilful in electing the be»t spola in a p^men for the different kinds of 
flowers. Ue bad also much taete lor arran^ng^ cnt flowers in bouquets and Taees/' 

Mr. Deane, a» has been seen, eorlj id life dereloped a taste for reading and oom- 
poaition. He look notes of sermons and addresses wbjob be beardi oopied important 
extiads from the books he read, and noted down his reflections on various snbjeets. 
He ooDtribatcd oocasionally to other newspapers besides his nnete^s* His arttcies 
were written with taste and ability. On the first of May, 165s2, be oontribuLed 
to the Christtan Inquirtr^ the Unitarian newspaper of New York city, then edited 
by the late BeT« Dra. Henry W. Bellows and 8amuel Osgood, the first of a series 
of letters from Botf^ton. The letters were upon religious, literary and bistorioal 
topics which specially interested the Unitarian denomination. Afterwards be 
became the regular Boston correspondent of that paper. Ue continued to write for 
the Inquirer till 1658, and perbapa later. His letters and other articles ia this 
paper were usuallv signed with his initials. He bad a happy faculty of presenting 
the ideas advanced 1^ rocakers whose sermons or lectures ne bad beard, in a eoneiss 
form, and yet presemng their identity. Extracts from bis letters were exten- 
siTcly copied by newspapers throughout the United States. 

He waa one of the earliest members of the New England Historic Genealogical 
Society and took a deep interest in its concerns. He ohen reported its prooeemngs 
for the press. For many years be was chairman of the committee^ baring charge 
of the piapers read at the monthly meetings, and was indefatigable in his efforts to 
obtain the services of men of ability in tnie line. Ho was abo a frequent contrib- 
utor to the R£oiSTVE. Resolutions on bL«t death were passed by the society, Sept. 6, 
1871^ and are printed in the Register, xiti. 90. 

Mr. Deane'S uncle, the Rev. Samuel Deane, pastor of the Unitarian church at 
Scituabe, MasB.<^ and author of the excellent history of that town — one of the first 
local histories to devote much space to the genealogy of its inhabitants — as might be 
expected, took much interest in and spent much lalyoT upon the history of bis own 
family. He compiled a brief genealogy of the descendants of Jobn and Walter 
Denne, beforeuamed. Mr. Deane, himself, had always taken an interest in family 
liLstijry. When he became a member of the Historic Genealogical Society, he b^^ 
to feel a deeper interest in it. He borrowed of bis aunt, his uncle's manuscript 
genealogy of^ the Deane family and copied it. He then set himself at work to collect 
the records of other members of this faunily and of other families by the name of 
Deane. He began a somewhat extensive correspondence and obtained interviews 
with aged people, and by this means coUeetea a mass of matter illustrating the 
history ana genealogy of the name. In the latter part of the year li^5, the 
writer of this sketch oecame acquainted with Mr. Deane and was able to assist 
bitn to some extent in his researches. In 18-10, we prepared an article upon tba 
early hiBtgry of the Dean^ in this country, giving in detail the first three ^SBCca- 
tions of the descendants of John and Walter. This article was printed m the 
Rbgibtsr for October, 1849, and was reprinted in a pamphlet. In 1851, Mr. Deane 
prepared an article on the Leonard Family^ from which his wife was descended, 
which appeared in the Rscisteb ioT Oetfjber, 1B51. He also oompiled an article on 
the Watson family. It apjx^red in the H£aiST£R for October, 1864. Both arttdoi 
were reprinted as pamphleta. 

He publisheci io Litteirs Living Aq€ for June 26, 1858, an annotated edition of tbs 
famous *' Journal of iMadam Knight ^^ with an historicml and biographical introdoc- 
tion. Aire. Sarah Knig lit of Bot^ton made a burKeU\ck journey to Nt^w York, in 
1704, of which she kept thie journal, wbieh was first printed at New York in 1825. 
It bad been asserted that Mrs. Knight wjls a myth and her journal a ^abdoation, bnl 
in 1846, all doubts concerning the traveller and her diary were set at rest by Mr- 
Deane'e^ friend^ Dr. Charles Deane, now of Cam bridge, (See Proceedings of Mwm^ 
cbusetts Historical Society, vol. xv. pp. S86-8) . Mr. Deaue was able to publisbtD 
the Living A^e in bis preface to the Journal many curious and interesting fiuftfleo* 
cerning the personal history and ancestry of Madam Knight, which his inTtvttgaiMOi 
had brought to light. 
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Mr. Deano was special ly interested and well versed in Hymnology. lie issued 
a prospectus for an edition of the grand old hymn, *' Mother Dear Jerusalem/' 
from which the well known, '* Jerusalem » my Happy Home*' was derived. For 
this h« made elaborate preparatiofi and poeBeseed materials unknown to former 
editors. He also issQed a prospectus for a new edition of '* Madam Knight's Jour- 
nal/' He collceted a mass of materials far the latter work. The folFo wing is a 
list of his printed works :

The Pilgrim Rppuhlic. An Historical Review of the Cohnr/ of NeiQ Plj/moulh. By 

JouN A, Ut>oDWw. Boston: 1888. Ticknor and Company. Octavo, pp. 

xli.-h668. Price $4. 

In this work another volume is added to the list of standard hL<^tories of Plymouth 
colony. The author wa» woU qimliiied by bis aDtecedents, opportunities and lit* 
erary skill for its preparation. His death oocurr^ before its publication, hut it 
has beeQ carried through the press under the editorial supervision of his son, with, 
as be says, ** fidelity to the original manuscript.*' While the limitations of space 
forbade nny attempt to treat the subject exhaustively, the author has aimed to be 
comprehensive, and, as he states in bis preface, to produce a book for readers 
rather than students^ and to tell in one volume the story of thu Pilgrim fathers with 
an approach to completeness and accuracy. 

lo this endeavor it must be said that he has been successful, and in Qowin^ 
measure in this particular, that while the work is not one which will supply the 
student with all the information that he will desire, he can entt;r upon his study 
in no better way than by giving this volume a thorough f>erufflil. la the preface 
the li.«it of original and secondary authorities relied on is given, and the aft-reoor- 
fing foot notes of the volume will, l>esides supplying immediate information, point 
the student to probable sources of further knuwledgo. 

The author has been faithful throughout to the right methods of bistorlcal 
writing. Without citing a multitude of proofs of this, which might easily bo done, 
one constantly appearing piece of evidence may bo mentioned, viz,; That whatever 
m»y be the page to which the reader or student refers, he has instantly at the eame 
leirel where his eye rests in finding the oumher of the page the figures denoting the 
year referred to in that particular page. This oonstant conveniency and constant 
certification are eharaetcristic of the author's methocL Accordiugly, there is no 
egotism in his remark in the preface that while expecting criticism he ** will cheer- 
fully submit to the reproof of those who have studied the subject as carefully as be 
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himself has/* fiverf pa^ bean witnen to this 4ttrefal study, He underatAt^s a 
little his full fuDcttOD aa the author of the volume whea be says that he '* daizos to 
be only a compiler, not a dif«ooverer/* Uis declaration ifl of course to be aooeptad 
that be i» not a diMOovercr, that ** though be haa for many years trairereed the ""^ 
tk^loDV by lasd and by Bea he has found Dothins hitherto unknown f' hut 
■otnethitv^ more than a compiler iji the aenae of oelng a clerk dealing wilh 
menV writing, for be baa infused something of himself into almoat every 
This tincture of personality is in jgeneral agreeable, helpful and assaring. 
delights to be led about among the ^unta of the Pilgrims by ao wiae, cheerful and 
eloquent a guide. 

This w only to say in other vrords that the author has produced a mo^^t readn 
book, and as the t tory proceeds under hii^ facile pen the reader feels that he is en 
ing into some personal intimacy with those old knights of liberty and truths wl; 
boue» lire dust and whose swords are rust, and of whose apotheoisis every histori; _^ 
onit^ir or poet who has named them since their depart"'*'* h^'^ N»eii prompt to cesti^« 

Thnt glow of admiration which distant and for* rs feel and acknow- 

ledge in reading the story of the Pilgrim Fathers i^ i t course at white heat 

— ^and nshtfully so — in one, who, like the author of Uie volume, has Pilgrim hi 
in hi*) veins. And it b in this phase of the autbur'H dealing with his e-^ner^l thei 
that the most important criticism of his work is to be made. The ^ 
to hiM liti-rary skill should imply that all the remote as well as tbt 
rhetoric are known to him. The souroe of his teal for the Pilgrim hafi l^^ru nu 
that of hitj antipathy towards the Maasaobusetts colony people oannot »o 
beinfern?d; but it is manifest in various ways^ and his rhetorical appli< 
it is in making the Massachusetts Ba^ record, as he sees it, serve as a dari 
ground un which he may the more vividly tmint the shining virtues of the 
Plymimth. Such contrasts do not really help the historian of any of the Ne' 
land colonies in his narrative. While tliey aiffer from each other in glory, 
fleet n li^^ht radiating from a common centre. It would be an onpronfcable 
difficult tauk ttj sihow that there were defects and incompetencies in the administni' 
tion of the Plymouth oobny to which the fia^ colony was a stranger. To obscure 
or ignore these, or such of them as were conspicuous, is no proper office of the hin- 
torian, where they have direct relation to his facts of record. But in the preseol 
instance they are presented oftentimes invidiuuely^ and out of that relation, aj ^ 
have the effect of litde flecks or diBtortions upon an otherwise cl«ur mirror of oveni 

A like uver-eagerneajs to set things right appears in the effort of th< ' h 

estah I i.nh clearly and conspicuously the distinctive characteristics of the h 

and the Massachusetts settlers. This was to do well , and the distinotiui -ja 

none too ofum pointed out. But it is unnecessary to the purpose, and not vrarranted 
by the record of subHcquent or contemporary times, lo seek as the author and »»iue 
other writers do to restrict the meaning of the word "Puritan" to the highly 
techuieat sense in which it may have b^n used by certain good authoritiea in the 
early part of the I7th century. 

The author quotes Rev. Daniel Neal us saying that '* the Puritan body took fofm 
in 1564 and dissolved in 1644/' and Hev. Thomas Prince, who wrote in 1736. is 
saying that ** those who left the Episcupal church l-jst the name of Puritans.'* Thi 
author will have it, accord in;^ly, that the word is applicable only t*. t^noh a«w«n 
** in and of the Church of England,'* and declares that '* since 1644 i t olasi 

of men has been properly called by the name of Puritans, and the < •♦'Ooiwd 

as completely bygone as *" Lollards/' ** Hussites *' or " Crusaders/* In Uts defini- 
tion, accord in i;ly, the MsMsuchu setts colony people oeased to be Puritans on their 
arrivtU here, fur by their own act they oeased to be '* in and of the Uhofeb frf 
En^Uind/' 

Posfiihly, though it is doubtful, the argnment might have served t'» ^^-m^if*^ John 
Winthrop or John Wilson, but now, after more than two centuries firuia 

that use, the word cannot be held to this narrow definition. Who rcTcrl 

to Macau lay's celebrated description of the Puritans will 6nd nothing iu tlie 
traiture that brings to mind men of the Church of England more than those ofti 
Bay colony or the Plymouth colony. Emerson writing to Uarlyle in 1834 critici; 
Qoethe saying f **Thti Puritan in me accepts no apohjgy for bad morals in such 
he/' Carlyle in his reply plead-^ gently (or Goethe, and adds, ampha*^^" 
'* Believe me, it is impossible that you can be more a Puritan than I.'^ The i 
ity of cither i« sufficient to determine the proper or precise meaning of any fi^ 
word in common use — a fortiori^ tor the present purpoN, when it is considered 1 
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£mereon was the dedcendant of six or seven generations of Masflaohusetts miDisterfl 
and Carlyle wa^j by heredity a Presbyterian, 

The author's introductory chapter and his sapplementary chapter, or appendix, 
have an intrinjsic value apart from the fitting frame- work which ihey malte to the 
hiJttory itfieif. ilii* many brtef biographical s&etchea are models in their way. His 
acoountB of Philip s war and of the witoheraft period are instructive, and, tor a 
ready referencet his explanation of the Gregorian Calendar on page rx. of the in* 
trodoction ie a commendable tnterpoiation. The rulunie has a generoua index, 
about a half dozen maps and as many engraved illuetrationa.

** The evidences of the genealogical barveut which Mr. \Vatera has been gleaning in 
England for the pa^t five yeaiB as agent of the New England Historic Gcneatogicad 
Society, arc before ns m permanent mrm — and part seotjod of the collected note« has 
been lately iBsued from the press. Like the first section it is a remarkable contri- 
IniCion to the home origin of many of our New England settlers, and affords ample 
coofirmatton of the wisdom of his mission and the propriety of hiu method of work. 
Thin part contains, ats the eonspicuone feature of the volume, the detailed evidence 
of the succi«Hfu1 search for the parentage and family conneotionn of John Harvard, 
the patron saint of our first and oldent university t and cairi^r eyes for years past had 
long been looking for the faintc^tt trace of bin origin.

"His work is nut confined to these names of note, but it comprohend.^ every name

— all served alike in his plan of gleaning facts bearing upon the origin of the early 
eettJers of New England. The nook before us is a reminder to those interested in 
these matters that this successful gleaner, Vfar from the madding crowd,' nhould 
have his hands held up by the necessary financial support, and the society who is 
the sponsor for his mission would welcome such aid from the public* It is the first 
systematic search of this kind ever undertaken, and the resulta hafe been exceedingly 
Valuable, and are growing more so as the work progresses*''

Messrs. Brevoort, Greenwood and Barnes were prominent members of the Long 
Island Historical Society, and Mrs. Humphrey showed her intereat in it by leaving 
it a legacy of ten thousand dollars. The warm tributes in this pamphlet to the 
memory of theee individuals arc well deserved. 

JaraeeCarson Brevoort. LLD., was a distinguished historieal scholar and author. 
Bewaa one of the founders of the Long Island llistoricat Society, and its first 
preaident, holding the o^ce from 1863 \aj 1873. He was a member of many learned 
societies, was the superintendent of the Astor Library (1876 to 1878), was a Regent 
of the University of the State of New York ^ and in 1873 received the degree of LL.D, 
iimik Williams College. Mrs. Humphrey was the widow of Hon. James Humphrey, 
for several years a meml>er of Congresfl from Brooklyn, an earl^ member of the 
society and one of its officers* It is stated here tis ** a noteworthy met, that the only 
two bequests which the Society ban hitherto ret^ived, of which this is the larger, 
have come to it from ladies." Mr. Greenwood was one of the founders of the Society, 
and was chairman of the committee that drafted its oooatitutian. He was an ao- 
oomullshed olaasical scholar and a public spirited man. Mr. Barnes, who was at 
the nead of a large and well known publiehiu^ house, was a member of the board of 
directors of the Long Island Historical Society for twenty-one years fjpom 1867, 
waa a liberal benefactor to its funds^ and was active id other good works.

The editor of the^e volumes, Mr. Eobart W. Eiobardeont who, aeting in behalf of 
the Maine Historical Society, baa looked after every detail, ia to be eongratr*'"^ 
upon the eminent succeaa which has attended his efforts in the oomoletion i 

work. It has involved a vast amount of pains-taktng labor « of which Mr. RiO 

son'd only compensation is the satisfaction of having accompiifibed a good Ibing is 
the interest of Maine hi»tory* The copyist, Mr. Wm. M. Sargent, is also to be oao- 

fratulated upon the exceflency of his work, and the publishers, Menn Brown 
buraton & Company, for the typo^^raphical neatness and finish of the fotir Toliimes 
which may well serve aa a model for future publications of this kind. 

The second volume of the series is more especially noted flir containing a copy of 
the grant from King Obarlen of England to Captain John Mason. A niU acoouof 
of the disooverv of this document is given in the July, IlJT7, number of the Rbqistes 
and need not be repeated here. This volume includes the records contained in a 
manuscript volame, marked in the handwriting of Edward Kiahworth, recorder. 
*' The Second Book of Eeoords.'' It was opened February 13, 1666, tmd filled 
in 1Q76. 

Tlie third volome includes the contents of a raannseript volume marked also io 
the handwriting of recorder Rishworth, ** The Third Book of Records of 
in the County of Yorke." It covers a period of eight years, a period noted 
very important public events, viz. King Philin^s Indian war, and tbe sale of i 
by tbe heir of Gorn;C8, to the Province of the Mas^chusettyi Bay. 

The fourth and last volume is a copy of the book of records marked by Rtsbworth, 
*'The Fourth Book of Records lor Deeds ^ in the County of York.'* The fifft 
record was made February 5, 1684, by Rishworth, and the last by bis fluecesi^or 
Joseph Hammond, July 12, 1699; the book was therefore in u^ for fillven years. 
It covers a most exciting period in Engliah hietory, and but little less so in that of 
New England. Rishworth was recorder of the Province fur thirty-three ytmn, and 
wrote his last official line as such, in June, 16B6. 

Each of the four volumes contains a vast amount of valuable htatorical matter, 
now for the first time made easily available to the courts of law and to tbe historical 
students of the t^tate. It wtis hoped by those who projected the publication of theso 
Tolutnes, that they would include the York records of tbe seventeenth century oom- 
plete, but it ho-s been demoni^trated that two more volumes of the size of Ibosi 
iilrea^ly published will be required. It is hoped that the next Maine letrTf^lalare 
will provide for the publication of volumes five and six, for experience wi * 

four shows conclusively that the expense C4*unot be met by private Si^ i. 

The demand for works of this kind is very limited, but their value is non^: iLc leas 
greut, and the state owes it to iisolf to rescue these important early reoords Ifooi 
thrcmtened oblivion.

Pennsylvania and th^ Federal Consiitution, 1787-1789. Edited by John Bach 
McMaster and FftEnKHicit D. Stone, Published for the Subecribers by the tlijr 
torical Siicioty of Pennsylvania.

Thin elegant volume gives an elaborate and detailed account of the events coQ- 
nectrd with the ratification of the Federal Constitution by Pennsylvania, and \» 
practically the only work that treats exhaustively of this interesting epoch in that 
state. The fact tbat tbe Coastttutianal Convention of the states met in Philadel^ 
phia, and that the Legislature of Pennsylvania was then in sefwioo in the same baild' 
ing, led to the reading before that body of tbe proposed eooelitution the very day 
after its framers oompTeted their labors . Within twenty hoars after Congress sub* 
mitied the constitution to tbe state, the State Legislature, although there wis • 
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minority oppoQed to immediate action, iecured a qnoram, parti j through the 
AfisistaDce ot oertain lawless per!K>ns who dragged two unwilling members to the 
Monae, the opposition having attempted bv absenttoff tbemselTiQa to prevent a quo* 
rum^ and jmmediat^ly ieaued a call for the election of delegates to a conTcntion* woieh 
met November 21, 1787. After exciting and able debates, the dLstiDCtioii between 
the Federalists and Anti-Fcderallstfl being sharply drawn, PennsylvaQia ratified 
the Federal Uonatitutiun December 12, 1787, by a' vote of 46 yeaa to 23 nays, and 
was the Eiecond state t4> ratify, Delaware havine the place o! honor. It was a 
period of h^tcd diHOusaion, and in some localitiee ofviolence and rioting. The cele- 
bration of the ratification led to fresh distorbanoeaand frays. The speecbea occupy 
a crjnHiderable portion of the book, and are of much historical interest, being given 
a^ fully as po^ible* but as there was then no system of reporting, the chief eources 
of information arc the summaries in the newspapers of the day, and some notes 
taken at the time by Jamee Wilson, which notes are prioted entire in the latlw 
part of the work. We abio find many documents, and couimnnicatiuns to the pren 
relative t*) the great questions then agitating the public mind. Fifteen portraita 
enrich the volume, and there are eketchea of many ni>ted men of 1787, some then 
old, and others with brilliaDt careers before them* Puges 69t* to 751 are especially 
interesting and valuable, as tbey contain biographical notices of the members 01 
the cuQirention. It is imiiossible in a briuf review f> do justice to such a work, 
which is of tbe greatest historical cooBequence, most ably edited, and printed and 
indexi d in the best manner.

The portly and liandsom<i volume on *' The Earlc Family '* with which our lisl^ 
commcDces, l>ettrH marks of careful prepanitiiiD. The author, Pliny Earle. M,D,, of 
Nortbaiuptont Mass., is a j^mduut*} of the Friends' School in Providence, K. 1., and J 
at one time was Principal of thnt famed Ini^titution. Subeeqaently he studled«l 
medicine and graduated, M.D., from the University of Pennsylvania. He hni| 
made a specialty of the treatment of tbe in^ne, and baa publisbea valuable wo 
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OH this and kindred subjects . For over twenty-two years h© was super! oteDdent of 
the State Luna lie Ht>spltal at Northampton, MtL'*^. Dr. Ekrie must have l)Crftowed 
a grtat deal of [atxir on this volume. Tho»e who have bad fixpcrieno© b such w«>rk 
koow the vaet amount of time and patience reciuired to compile such a boi>k. The 
material!? have to l>e collected froDn widely dLHp<."r»ed sources, the evidonoe often con- 
flicting and perplexing has to b© weighed, and the various rijcorda arrani^LKl in 
proper form. Dr. Earb hais laooeeded in this in an admirable maoner, and hua pro- 
aaced a book that is a eredit to himFclf and to the family. The volume is devoted 
to the deeoendantj^ of Ralph Earle^ an early pettier of Port;*mouth, R. 1. The Intro- 
duction » however, furnisfie^ information relatiog to other families and indivtilualB 
of the name in England and America. The book contaiesabtmt five hundred octavo 
pages, well printed on heavy paper with elear type» and is illustrated by twenty- 
eight fine portraits. Full and exeellent mdexe« are given. 

The next volume is devoted to the Lawrences^ a distinguiBhed New England 
family. Tbe author, Dr. Lawreace, of Lexington, Mass., gives this account of the 
origin of the book: ** Several years ago, the writer ohtaioed posdessioa of a package 
of old deeda and other original documents relating to the descendant* of Joho 
LawTenc^t of Wieset, England, who were among the early settlers in Middlesex 
county, MasB. The interest awakened by an examination of these papers led to a 
study of the family history* and especially that of the firat five generations in 
America; and in this little volume are given the results of these researches.^* This 
book does not attempt to give a complete genealogy of tbe desccndaotn of John 
Lawrence, the emigrant ancestor of this family, for that has been well done by 
the Rev. John Lj^wrence, the la*it edition of whose work, published in 1869, was 
noticed in the Rkqistee, vol. xxiii. page 4^. But concerning the early gen eratioufl 
mucli new and interesting matter has l>een collected by Dr. iS-wrenoe and embodied 
in this bjok. Many biographical sketcbea, documents and records will be found 
here, illustrated by lieliotyBe portraits and views of buildings. A fac-simile of the 
commission of Nathaniel Lawrence as ensign # with the signature of Gov. Simon 
Bradstreet, will interest antiquaries. The Dook is well prepared and thoroughly 
indexed, and does credit to the compiler, it makes a handsome volume in every 
lespect. 

Tbe book on the Packard family contains the records of four generations of the 
deteendanta of Samuel Packard of tiridgewater, Adai«. This portion of the hiok 
fills 38 pagee. The remainder of the volume is devoted to the desoendants of Abel 
Packard, a great-gramison of Samuel, who, in ITii, settled in what is now Cum* 
min«:ton, Mass. The book is carefully compiled and is wdl printed. Much inter- 
est IS felt at the present time by the descendants of Samuel Packard in the genealogy 
of the family. On the 10th of August last, the quarter millenary of his settlement 
jo New England — for he came here in 1638— was celebrated by a large gathering in 
the city of Brockton, formerly tbe north precinct of Bridgewater, near the spot 
where bamuel Packard settled. It is hoped that a new and fuller genealogy of the 
family will result from this. 

Dr. Spalding, whoi^e reminiscences are printed in the next volume, oommenocd 
writing them after he had entered his eighty-eighth year. He gives here an 
aeoount of his ancestry and the incidents in his own life. Tbe record of his indl- 
Tidual experience is interesting. In it he includes a genealogical account of hii 
aoce8t4>rs and of his own family. Appended is a selection from the poems of the 
autbor'^s daughter, the late Mibs Caroline A. Spalding, who died in 1883. A 
memoir of this talented writer, by the Rev. George B, Spolding, D.D., is prefixed 
to the jx^ems. The Ixjok is handaomely printed and Ixjund. 

The 8heppard tabular pedigree is oy William Albert Sheppard, No. 6-1 Dhur- 
rumtollah Street, Calcutta, India, a nephew of John Hannibal Sheppard, A.M., 
librarian of the Historic Genealogical Society, 1961-1869, of whom a memoir by the 
writer of thin notice was printed in the Registkr for October, 1973 (vol, xxvii, pp. 
336—16). When 1 wrote that memoir, i was only able to trace the ancestry of John 
H, Sheppard to his great-grand perente, Philip and Sarah Sheppard of Coleaboume^ 
Gloucestershire, and there was some uncertainty alxjutthis. The researches of Mr. 
Sheppard ot Calcutta, embodied in these tablet', has removed the doubt fr<im that 
etfttement and has carried tbe ancestry of the family back four generations to 
William* Sheppard, who married Mar|niret, only daughter and heiress of Fmnoifl 
Codringtcjn of Frampton on Severn, and widow of Edward Bromswick, of Bn^tne- 
borow, CO. Gloucester. His son Philip,* of Horsley, Gloucestershire, who died in 
1623, was father of Samuel,^ of Minohinhampton (died March 11 » 1672, aged aboul 
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90) , whom mm Pliilip,* barritter at Uw (died 1713, mi, m) , wm &tber of Phili p/ of 
ColflsboaiTM, above named, who married Sarah, daui^hter of Georfe White, of Oid- 
martoii, and was jtreat-gTandfatber of our late librartan, John H. Sheppard, and 
great-in^ai-grandiatber of the compiler of these pedigrees. Mr. Sheppard deaerTes 
moch prai^ for the thoroaghneHs of his inTestigatioDS. 

The pamphlet on the Griifin family ia \yf Cbarle^i Gnffio of LowelL Joseph 
Griffio, of whose descendants a record is here ^iven, was d ^rcat-eratidsoii of Matthew' 
Griffio of Cbarlestown throagh Jonathan* and Jonathan' his £itber. The ^ouIms 
of these Dersons are here i^ven, with a full aooount of the poeteritv of Joseph* 
Griffin of Xlethaen and bis wile AVy^il Carrier. The pamphlet is well printed. 

Mrs. K^der the oentenarian^ to whose life, ance^t^rs and posterttj the nert 
pamphlet is devoted, was a daughter of Timothy and Zeroiah Freeman. She was 
born at Eaetham, Maj««., January 5, 1784, and married in 1807 Samuel Ryder of 
Orrington, Me., who died in 1861. A geneilogtoal reoord of her ancestors and 
descendants is here given. Mrs. Ryder was present Jane 2B, 1868, at the centen- 
nial celebration of the settlement of Orringtoo* 

The Emery pamphlet gives the proceedings at the gathcrfn^ of the Emery family 
laal year at Boston. The address was by the Rev. Samuel Hopkins Emerv* ttie 
fint president of the aflsociation under whose audioes this assembly was held^ ^^*I^H 
aJso president of the Old Colony Qtstorioal Society. The address, poem, hymi^|

The pamphlet oo the Barrett and Roberts lain ilies are reprints from the Rbqistsi, 
aa !• also that entitled "' Letters of Hugh Hall to Benning Wcntwortb.'' The last 
Darned pamphlet oontains interestiQg genealogical matter relatiTe to the Hail and 
W«ntwartb lamUiea.
